K  an  entire  view  of  the  iron  establishments,  made  by  Mr.  Peter  Townsend,  of  Ncw- 
from  a  personal  examination  of  all  during  the  year  1831.    Nothing  more  authentic 

obtained.     The  view  of  the  woollen  factories  .is  incomplete.    There  are  more  than 

those  establishments,  principally  small,  in  the  State;  and  it  would  be  the  work  of 
>  obtaia  an  accurate  accotint  af  them.  The  abstracts  of  the  cotton,  woollen,  and  irjn 
shments,  do  not  furnish  replies  to  all  the  queries  contained  in  the  circular;  and  it  would 
toaoble  to  procure  replies  to  all  without  devottne  several  months  to  the  object.  The 
Lnufitcturc  of  the  State  is  exhibited  in  all  its  details,  and  with  a  minuteness  whick 
nothing  to  be  supplied.  The  sources  of  information  are  of  the  highest  authentieity. 
my  own  residence  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  manufiictures,  and  tn>m  my  businea*  • 
bon  with  their  proprietorS|  I  am  enabled  to  add  my  testimony  to  the  general  accuracy 
information  detailed. 

rhe  agenu  employed  ha^e  obtained  all  the  infbrmatiQn  in  their  power)  and  the  stale* 
funtthed  by  them,  and  transmitted  herewith,  may  be  considered,  together  with  the  re-  - 
fpom  proprietors,  as  presenthig  a  fair  average  view  of  the  condition  and  operations  of 
'  establishments.  Although  the  number  of  factories,  of  which  detailed  statements  arc 
ited,  is  small,  in  comparison  with  the  whole  number  in  ^e  State,  they  may  serve  a* 
bjnd  to  dttcnmnc  the  profits  of  the  others.  The  only  material  difference  of  p'ofit  ia 
nt  cases  must.arise  from  superiority  in  skill  and  management. 
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3.  The  fttteiiieiitt  procured  by  correfpondence  are  few  in  number,  compared  whh  the 
mimber  of  eitabljthiifcnti,  to  the  propri«tors  or  agents  of  which  the  quericf  were  addrened. 
Indeed,  it  is  hardly  possible  to  procure  the  minute  information  required,  excepting  by  a  per- 
sonal application  to  those  in  whose  power  it  is  to  give  it  Should  the  same  mformation  be 
dMired  at  the  next  sesnon  of  Congress,  the  summer  and  autumn  would  afford  no  more  than 
time  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 

It  win  be  obsenred  by  the  blank  form  which  has  been  circuUted,  that  a  few  of  the  ques- 
tions contained  in  the  circular  from  the  Treasury  Department  were  omitted,  one  or  two 
divided,  witib  a  view  to  procure  distinct  answers,  and  one  or  two  slightly  varied  in  their  terms 
to  arcnd  embarrassment  The  questions  divided  are  Nos.  6  and  25;  and  the  questions  omit- 
ted Nos.  3S,  S5y  36,  37,  and  38.  It  was  considered  altogether  useless  to  include  the  four 
last  in  the  blank,  as  intelligent  answers  were  not  to  be  expected  from  persons  living  at  a 
distance  from  the  place  oTimportation,  and  not,  therefore,  familiar  with  the  matters  contained 
in  themi  and  No.  32  was  omitted  because  it  was  conceived  that  an  answer  might  better  be  given 
by  myself  on  an  exanunation  of  the  facts  collected.  Nos.  35,  36,  and  38,  were  addressed  to 
several  intelligent  gentlemen  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  io  several  manufac  urers  in  the 
interior,  and  their  answers,  as  ^  as  they  liave  been  received,  are  enclosed  in  the  packet 
marked  **  correspondence,  kc."  No.  37,  if  it  could  be  answered  at  all,  would  most  proper- 
ly be  ansuered  by  myself  on  an  examination  of  the  facts  collected 

In  question  29.  »hc  words  *•  with  a  corresponding  reduction  on  all  the  impor  s,"  were 
omitted,  because  it  was  conceived  that  an  inquiry  taking  the  whole  range  of  the  tariff  could 
not  be  answered  by  the  practical  manufacturers,  for  whom  the  blank  was  prepared.  It  was 
also  conceived,  as  the  question  was  calculated  to  embarrass,  if  not  to  mislead  them,  that  it 
would  be  better  to  prese.it  the  inquiry  simply  in  relation  to  their  own  manufacture  It  was 
proposed  as  a  separate  inauiry  to  several  intelligent  gentlemen,  although  it  was,  in  fact,  con- 
sidered as  a  question  which  could  best  be  answered  by  those  to  whom  the  information  col- 
lected should  be  presented,  by  comparing  the  acknowledged  profit  with  the  consumption  of 
foreign  products,  on  which  the  proposed  reduction  of  duty  would  take  effect,  the  number  of 
persons  employed,  and  the  amount  of  agricultural  productions  consumed,  on  the  prict-s  of 
which  that.reduction  might  also  be  expected  to  operate.  There  are,  indeed,  very  great,  if 
not  insurmountable  difficulties  in  arriving  9l  a  correct  decision  of  tliis  question  by  any  per- 
son. Although  every  species  of  manufacture  would  be  affected  in  a  different  degree,  on 
account  of  the  difference  in  the  amount  of  duty  paid  upon  the  articles  which  enter  respec- 
t.velv  into  their  manufuctures,  yet  there  is  a  class  of  imports,  upon  which  a  reduction  of  duty 
woufd  affect  equally  all  manufacturing  establishments,  in  which  the  number  of  persons  em- 
ployed are  equal.  Tlie  woollen  would  appear  most  likely  to  be  benefitted  by  a  reduction 
of  the  duties  upon  all  the  imports,  than  any  other  branch  of  maimfacture,  because  wool'pays 
not  only  a  specific  duty,  relatively  high  as  the  prime  cost  is  low,  but  also  a  high  ad  valorem 
duty;  and,  also,  because  oil,  and  other  articles  which  enter  into  this  manufiicture,  pay  a  duty 
exceeding  the  proposed  limitation.  The  woollen  manufacture  would,  therefore,  seem  better 
able  tfTbear  a  reduction  of  duty  on  the  imported  rival  articles,  with  such  a  corresponding 
reduction  on  other  imports  as  is  proposed,  than  either  iron  or  cotton,  excepting  coarse  cot- 
tons, on  which  the  duty  is  considered  merely  nominal.  Mr.  Dexter,  an  experienced  woollen 
manufiicturer,  concurs  in  the  opinion  that  a  reduction  might  be  made  on  imported  woollens, 
if  the  duties  on  wool  and  otlicr  materials  used  in  the  manufacture,  were  al^  reduced.  Yet  it 
is  to  be  considered,  on  the  other  hand,  that  wool  b  at  this  moment  very  low  in  price,  and 
that  the  woollen  manufacture,  as  appears  by  the  accompanying  returns,  is  the  one  on  which 
the  least  profit  is  realized.  V\  hctiier  the  manufactories  of  iron  could  sust:un  tliemselves 
with  such  a  reduction  of  duties,  is  matter  of  extreme  doubt.  Small  establishments  at  a  distance 
from  the  coast  might  do  so;  but  th^se  which,  from  the  limited  consumption  in  their  vicinity, 
are  cempelled  to  seek  a  market  at  New  York,  (and  this  class  comprehends  the  most  exten«ve 
establishments  in  the  State,)  would,  most  probably,  find  their  manufactures  expelled  by  rival 
articles  imported  from  abroad.  With  regard  to  the  reduction  of  duties  upon  that  class  of 
imports  referred  16  as  falling  upon  all  in  proportion  to  numbers,  as  teas,  sugar,  coffee,  arti- 
cles of  clothing,  and  every  thing  coming  under  the  denomination  of  necessaries  or  comforts, 
within  the  reach  of  the  laboring  cUusses,  the  iron  manufacture  would  be  benefitted  in  a  high- 
er degree  than  cotton  or  woollen,  because  manual  labor  is  employed  to  a  grater  extent  in 
the  IbniKr,  and  nuichinery  to  a  greater  extent  in  the  two  latter.  The  operation  of  the  pro- 
posed niduction  would  also  be  to  diminish,  ultimately,  the  price  of  agricuhural  productions; 
for,  if  ftnners  could  obtain  their  supplies  of  necessaries  at  a  less  price,  their  prohts  would  be 
greater,  and  this  increase  of  profit  would  induce  an  additionaLappiication  of  labor  and  capi- 
tal to  agriculture,  until  an  increased  supply  of  its  productions  should  bring  down  their  mar- 
ket value  to  their  former  relative  .standiard.  How  &r  a  reduction  of  duty  on  all  imports  to 
13}  per  cent,  would  affect  the  cotton,  iron,  and  woollen  manufiictures,  by  affbrdiiig  articles 
of  consumption  at  a  lower  price,  is  a  question  of  extreme  difficulty.  Nothing.but  experience 
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n6ifiM:torily  determine  it;  but,  in  the  present  condition  of  the  woollen  manufibcture, 
there  is  reason  to  beliere  that  it  would  be  the  first  and  the  severest  sufferer,  notwithstanding 
a  reduction  of  duty  on  the  raw  material;  and  there  is  equal  reason  to  believe  that  the  cotton 
nmufiicture  «roufd  suffer  less  than  any  other. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  there  is  a  great  difference  of  opinion  among  those  from  whom 
uivers  have  been  received,  with  regard  to- the  average  profit  of  capital.    All  concur  in  aa- 
ciiSung  to  other  pursuits  a  better  return  for  capital  than  is  yielded  by  tlieir  own.     1  am  in- 
clined t»  think  it  does  not  differ  materially  fromt  the  market  value  of  money.     The  legal 
iste  of  interest  is  not  an  unerring  criterion,  for  it  is  not  unusual  in  this  State  that  the  actual 
Tdue  of  money  in  the  market  exceeds  the  amount  of  intere&t  which  the  law  allows  to  be  re» 
cdved  upon  lowiSi  and  it  is,  perhaps,  quite  as  frequently  below  the  legal  rate.    Investments 
vhich  yield  the  greatest  pronts  are,  as  a  general  rule,  extra  hazardous;  and  when  the  losses 
vhich  are  incurred  are  taken  into  the  account,  the  average  profits,  it  is  conceived,  will  not 
differ  materially  from  the  interest  of  money.     It  is  a  common  impression  that  money  invest- 
ed in  trade  in  the  country  b  more  profitable  than  most  other  investments.    As  a  general  rule, 
a  nun  with  prudent  management,  who  invests  a  few  thousand  dollars  in  this  manner,  and 
devotes  his  time  to  the  business,  will  make  12  or  15  per  cent. ;  but  it  is  to  be  considered  that 
he  has  incorporated  his  own  labor  with  it,  and  when  the  value  of  his  labor  is  deducted,  he 
»ill  not  be  a  g^reater  gainer  tlian  he  would  be  if  he  had  loaned  his  money  at^interest,  and 
htied  out  his  services  to  some  other  person.  It  is,  in  general,  very  much  the  same  With  regard 
to  the  profits  of  capital  invested  in  land.     A  nutn  may  have  a  very  small  surplus  production 
on  haaiid  at  the  end  of  the  year,  on  a  farm  o^  one  or  two  thousand  dollars  in  value;  yet  he 
may,  in  the  mean  time,  have  subsisted  himself  and  hi%  family  upon  the  proceeds  of  his  indus- 
try applied  to  its  cultivation,  and  the  amount  of  the  proceeds  thus  consumed,  added  to  the 
sarplus,  will  be  compounded  of  the  value  of  his  services  and  the  actual  profit.  It  sometimes 
happens  that  a  man  borrows  a  sum  of  money  (say  51,000)  paying  the  le^  rate  of  interest, 
seven  per  cent.,  and  by  devoting  his  time  and  skill  to  the  object  of  the  investment,  tnakes  si 
very  large  profit,  (say  2b  per  cent.)  Now  it  is  obvious  that  18  prr  cent,  is  the  wages  of  labor. 
He  has  by  eztraordinaiy  skill)  procured  a  large  return  for  his  industry;  but  the  capital  em- 
piloved  has  yielded  but  seven  per  cent,  to  the  lender.     It  is  conceived  thut  money  invested 
m  hods  in  the  crountry,  cultivated  by  the  proprietors,  is,  as  a  genei-al  nile,  as  profitable  as 
maotj  loaned  at  interest     Ground  rents  in  the  city  are  generally  much  below  tlie  legal  rate 
of  iBtefest;  but  they  are  to  be  re^ruded  as  an  exception  to  the  geneml  rule: — 1st,  because 
they  are  generally  the  property  of  capitalists,  who  aim  at  a  secure  rather  than  a  profitable 
iDTestment;  and,  for  the  same  reason,  of^en  loan  their  money  below  the  legal  rate  of  interest; 
sod,  2d,  because  the  progressive  advance  in  the  price  of  lots  of^en  induces  them  to  retain 
them  at  a  low  rent,  atnl  frequently  at  no' rent  at  alL    The  same  remarks  in  substance  may  be 
applied  ta  lands  leased  in  the  country. 

i^ttniiom,  33.  Are  not  the  manufactures  of  salt  and  iron,  remote  from  the  points  of  im* 
poctatjon,  out  of  foreign  competition  withui  a  certain  circle  around  them,  and  what  is  the 
extent  of  that  circle } 

This  question  cannot,  from  the  nature  of  the  cases  ts  which  it  relates,  be  answered  in  ge- 
neral terms.     There  is,  in  almost  every  case,  some  circumstance  peculiar  to  itself,  which  a^ 
fects  the  answer  applioible  to  it.    For  instance,  the  salt  manufiictures  at  Salina,  in  Onondaga 
county.  New  York,  undoubtedly  protect  themselves  to  the  extent  of  the  denumd  for  them, 
to  a  certain  distance  in  every  direction  from  the  pmnt  of  manufacture;  but  this  distance  va- 
ries also  in  every  direction.    In  the  direction  of  the  Hudson  river,  the  manufacture  has  the 
benefit  of  canal  transportation  to  Albany,  where  it  can  be  carried  at  an  expcn^ic  of  six  cents 
per  busheL     Here  it  meets  the  foreign  salt,  which  has  the  benefit  of  river  transportation 
kiom  New  York  to  Alban}',  where  it  can  be  carried  for  S|  cents;  and,  with  the  present  re- 
duced impost,  the  foreign  will  make  Albany  the  exterior  of  the  circle  supplied  by  the  do* 
mestic.     In  Uiis  direction,  the  distance  b  only  160  miles.     In  the  opposite  direction,  the  ex- 
terior of  the  circle  is  much  more  distaiit.     It  is  conveyed  nearly  2U0  miles  on  the  Eric  canal 
to  Buffalo,  where  it  fimls  water  transportation  to  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  300  n^iles  far- 
ther, and  thence  to  still  more  distant  regions.    The  bircle  b  bounded  by  the  supply  of  rival 
articles,  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  distance  of  the  boundary  will,  in  any  direction  which  the 
BMnufacture  takes  in  pursuit  of  a  market,  be  in  an  inverse  ratio  of  the  expense  of  carrying 
it  to  the  point  at  which  the  rival  article  enters  into  competition  with  it. 

Tber  extent  of  the  circle  will  also  be  varied  by  any  change  in  the  amount  of  duty  imposed 
cither  on  the  domestic  or  the  fi>reign  article.  To  recur  to  the  case  of  salt;  the  duty  sn  the 
fixeign  u<icle  has  recently  been  reduced'tcn  cents  per  bushel.  The  price  of  transporting 
a  hundred  pounds  wdght  to  Albany  firom  New  York  b  about  seven  cents;  the  statute  bushel 
«f  salt  is  56  poundh  or  two  busbeU  make  a  hundred  pounds  gross  weight  Now,  if  the  for- 
c^  salt  could  bear  A  competition  with  the  domestic  m  the  New  York  market  before  th« 
4hi^  was  rcducad^  it  ooulo,  with  the  reductioa  of  duty,  pay  its  own  transportation  to  Albany, 
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Mid  meet  the  domettic  nit  in  the  Albany  market,  with  an  advantag^e  of  three  cents  per  btufa^ 
in  its  favor  more  than  it  had  in  the  New  York  market  If  the  competition  were  equal  in 
Iffew  York  (and  it  was  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  foreigD,)  the  resiUt  would  be  to  expel  the 
domestic  salt  from  the  Albany  market,  in  case  the  supply  of  the  foreign  article  were  equal 
to  the  demand^  and  that  it  will  be  there  is  no  doubt. 

The  imposition  of  a  duty  or  excise  upon  the  domestic  article  operates  precisely  like  a  re> 
duction  otthe  duty  or  impost  on  the  foreign.  It  reduces  the  circle  supplied  by  the  domestic* 
If  the  duty  of  12^  cents,  imposed  bv  the  lawn  of  New  York  on  every  oushel  of  salt  manu&e* 
tured  at  Salina,  were  to  be  removed,  it  would  more  than  pay  the  whole  expense  of  its  trmns- 
portafticMi  t*  the  city  of  New  York.  The  enlanpement  of  the  circle  supplied  by  the  domesde 
article  in  any  given  direction  from  the  point  or  manufacture,  in  consequence  of  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  duty  upon  it,  would  be  precisely  the  measure  of  the  distance  to  which  it  could  btt 
canied  in  that  direction  for^  sum  eaual  to  the  amount  so  reduced,  if  the  circle  were  not 
bounded  by  rival  articles.  But,  as  this  is  the  case,  the  rival  articles  are  to  be  forced  back  at 
the  domestic  advances,  and  the  resistance  in  the  one  case  may  be  considered  equal  to  the  pro* 
gressiw  force  in  the  other,  whe're  the  facilities  of  transportation  in  both  directions  are  equaL  ^ 
'  Assuming  the  expense  of  transportation  to  be  equal  in  both  directions,  if  five  cents  will  pay  ^ 
the  transportation  of  a  bushel  of  salt  one  hundredmiles,  at  the  exterior  of  the  circle  supplied  ! 
by  that  article,  a  reduction  of  a  duty  upon  it  to  the  amount  of  five  cents  will  enlarge  the  *' 
•circle  fifty  miles  in  that  direction.       ,  • 

The  ability  of  an  article  of  domestic  manufiLotiire  to  protect  itself  in  a  ceitain  circle  around  > 
the  point  of  manufactiu^,  is  governed  also  by  the  extent  of  the  demand  for  it.  No  foreign  < 
salt  can  compete  with  the  Onandaga  at  the  point  of  manufacture,  but  the  nnarket  there  is  ex*  - 
tremely  limited.  It  is,  therefore,  compelled  to  seek  distant  markets.  The  demand  at  the  i 
point  of  manufacture  is  supplied  directly  from  the  works,  as  there  are  a  great  many  small  a 
manu&cturers  who  are  willing  to  barter  tiicir  productions.  But  the  converse  is,  as  a  gene*  ' 
ral  rule,  true  of  large  establishments.  They  cannot  enter  into  retail  operations^  their  pro-*  : 
ductions  are  oflen  contracted  for  in  advance  for  the  supply  of  distant  markets.  The  prao-  ' 
tice  of  paying  their  workmen  weekly  makes  their  business,  of  necessity,  a  cash  bunness:—  ; 
they  cannot  barter,  therefore,  or  dispose  of  their  productions  in  small  portions,  or  on  uncer-  : 
tain  credits.  The  consequence  is,  that  articles  numufkctured  in  the  interior  are  frequenUr  '. 
tmnsported  to  New  York  for  a  market,  and  carried  directly  back  by  retailers  to  be  vended  i 
in  the  neighborhood  of  the  manufactoiy.  Thus,  as  a  general  rule,  the  productions  of  large  i 
estabUshments  in  the  interior  have  to  bear  the  burden  of  transportation  to  the  city  of  New  i 
York  for  a  market,  as  wholesale  operations  are  not  carried  on  to  any  considerable  extent  in 
the  interior.  This  is  a  very  serious  burden  upon  articles  manufactured  at  a  distance  fiom 
the  market,  which  are  either  bulky  or  heavy  in  proportion  to  their  value. 

So  many  circumstances  are  to  be  taken  into  the  account,  that  it  is  impossible  to  reduce  to 
precision  the  ability  of  any  given  article  of  domestic  manufacture  to  protect  itself,  or  the  ex- 
tent of  the  circle  in  which  the  protection  is  complete.  Every  case  is  governed  by  laws  p^ 
cuhar  to  itself,  and  the  reply  wdl,  of  course,  be  dififerent  in  ever  •  case. 

COTTON. 

It  will  be  perceived  by  an  examination  of  the  statements  in  relation  to  the  cotton  manu- 
fiictories,  that  the  profits  on  the  capital  employed  have  not,  af^er  deducting  the  expense  of 
repairs,  superintendence,  &c.  exceeded  an  average  of  seven  per  cent.  It  appears  incident- 
ally tluit  some  of  these  establishments  were  ruinously  unproductive  in  the  outset;  and  al- 
though the  questions  do  not  elicit  an  explanation  of  the  cause,  there  can  be  litUe  doubt  that 
it  is  generally  referrablc  to  the  precipitancy  with  which  their  proprietors  embarked  in  a  new 
pursuit,  impelled  by  the  force  of  legislation,  or  by  political  events,  without  a  due  regard  to 
economy,  or  the  proper  adaptation  of  buildings  and  machinery  to  their  desi^s.  Of  the  ac- 
curacy of  these  statements  no  doubt  is  entertained.  The  individuals  ^ho  have  made  them 
are  generully  men  qi  character  and  respectability;  and  the  Idea  of  any  intentional  misrepre- 
sentation on  their  part  is  inadmissible.  Their  means  of  intelligence  i^c  of  the  highest  cha- 
racter; they  arc  generally  agents  or  proprietors  of  the  establusluni^ntg  of  which  ihey  have 
furnished  statements.  Although  the  average  profit  of  capital  invested  in  cotton  manufactMres 
has  not  exceeded  the  average  profit  of  capital  otherwise  employed,  it  will  be  perceived  that 
particular  establishments  have  realized  greater  returns  on  their  investments  than  others. 
This  difference,  however,  it  is  believed,  is  to  be  traced  to  superior  management,  or  more 
fortunate  combinations  of  circumstances,  or  both;  to  the  same  causes,  by  tiie  force  of  which 
an  individual  cultivating  a  hundred  acres  of  land,  wiH  subsist  lumself  and  family,  and  have,  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  a  surplus  of  the  products  of  his  industiy;  while  another  individual,  hit 
nearest  neighbor,  with  the  same  quantity  of  land,  and  with  equal  advantages  in  all  respects, 
wiH^  at  the  end  of  the  yeary  be  found  with  a  burden  of  dd»t.    It  will  appear,  Uxh  that  pri» 
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iafcctnri«g  ertahlwhmento  exhibit  a  greater  arerage  profit  tban  joiiit«b)ckeflabfiali-> 
Bttt  this  apparent  difference  will  be  found  to  be,  in  most  caiei,  len  than  would  at 
icc:  be  auppoaed.  Indiriduflft  proprietors  are  uiually  the  tuperintendents  of  their  own 
iineati:  they  pay  nothing,  therefore,  for  siinerintendence«  bat  the  value  of  thdr  own 
Bootmined  m  the  amount  (rf*  thdr  profits;  and  if  the  expenditure,  on  account  of  supef^ 
lee^  tc£.  which  thdr  own  serricea  hare  saved*  were  deducted  from  that  amount,  at 
I  be»  the  baknce  would  not  much -exceed,  as  a  generd  rule,  the  avera^  rate  of  pro- 
Dt  operationa.  A  reason,  however,  may  be  found  in  Ih^  superior  vigilance  of  mdi* 
iterell  why  the  average  rate  of  profit  sriould  be  somewhat  greater.  Individual  pro- 
may  alao  avail  themselvea  of  favorable  circumstances  to  make  advantageous  arrange* 
y  aaamning  responsibiKdea,  which  agents,  whoae  anthority  Is  alwa3rs  limited  by  regu- 
wonki  not  be  «Dle  to  assume. 

xittoii  nuuittfiMturers  are  opposed  to  the  removal  of  the  duty  upon  foragn  goods 
oDe  deaciiption  as  those  wnich  they  produce.  Althoii^  they  believe  they  are  able 
»ete,  in  the  manufiM^ture  of  coarse  cottons,  with  the  Bntish  manufacturers,  they  are 
Mtaive  that  a  redaction  of  the  duty,  to  a  considerable  extent  on  the  imported,  might 
the  latter  to  attempt  to  break  them  down  by  sending  large  supplies  into  the  United 
and  Tending  them  at  a  present  Ions,  with  a  view  to  an  ultimate  gain;  and  that  their 
ictionty  of  capital  would  give  them  great  advantages  in  such  a  contest.  At  all  events, 
prehend  that  much  temporary  individual  embarrassment  and  loss  might  ensue,  with- 
pennaneat  gain  to  the  public  It  b  believed  that  the  difficulty  of  apportioning  such 
iry  loss  among  the  foreign  manufiustiirers  in  proportion  to  tiieir  ultimate  gains,  is  so 
I  to  afford  effectual  security  aeainst  this  evil  The  apprehension,  in  whicti  so  many 
otlon  manufiicturem  concur,  that  a  foreign  article,  equal  in  appearance  but  inferior  ia 
with  thein,  might  compete  successfully  with  theirs,  appears  to  me  quite  groundless. 
D  article  would,  in  my  opinion,  find  its  market  value  controled  by  quality.  U  is 
iprehended,  as  there  are  many  manufactures  of  the  finer  cotton  fabrics  which 
dy  able  to  compete  with  the  foreign,  that  a  reduction  of  duty  on  the  imported  would 
lem  into  the  manufacture  of  the  coarser  fabrics,  and  that  the  increasea  competition 
^t  ^e  market  with  the  latter,  and  produce  much  temporary  loss.  For  this  appre*

in  be  perceived  by  the  returns,  that  iron  castings  arc,  as  a  general  rule,  the  most  pro- 
species  of  the  iron  manufacture;  and  the  reason  probably  is,  that  they  are  less  within 
fcch  of  foreign  competition,  and  generally  conducted  by  private  enterprise.  Castings  in- 
not  only  stoves  and  articles  of  a  similar  nature  in  general  use  throughout  the  country, 
mitst  be  accommodated  in  fashion  to  the  prevailing  taste,  but  machinery  and  other 
s  vbich  arc  made  to  order,  and  are  constantly  var)'ing;  in  size  and  pattern  to  suit  par- 
r  establishments.  These  arc  of  necessity,  therefore,  to  a  g^reat  degree,  manufactured  at 
and  the  price  will  be  principally  determined  by  domestic  competition.  Cap  tal  em* 
i  ia  this  species  of  tlie  iron  manufacture  appears  to  average  ten  perxent.  It  is  believ* 
it  thb  si^>eriority  of  profit  over  the  average  profit  of^other  branches  of  the  iron 
actare  is  to  be  accounted  for  only  by  the  causes  above  as^ig^ed,  particularly  as  the  duty 
poftted  castings  is  lower  than  that  on  any  other  species  of  manufactured  iron.  It  may, 
ore,  be  considered  nearly,  if  not  wholly,  independent  of  foreign  competition;  and  the 
ior  profit  is  ji:i  evidence,  also,  that  domestic  competition,  in  that  branch,  has  not  vet 
id  its  maximum.  These  remarks  arc  applicable  only  to  establishments  in  the  interior 
State  of  New  York,  from  which  the  returns  have  bfecn  derived.  Whether  they  will 
bear  a  marc  extended  application  to  the  full  extent  of  what  has  been  said,  may  be 
ill 
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Upon  reflection,  I  have  considered  it  impowible  to  furnish  a  satisfactory  reply  to  ques 
No.  37.  It  appears  to  be  applicable  to  American  manufactures  ^nerally;  ^nd  the  i 
"  consumption  "  would  seem  to  inclvide  not  merely  the  raw  materials  ua^d  in  the  prooei 
^  manu&cture,  but  the  wholb  amount  of  all  they  coninime.  The  am>egate  profit  on  ^ 
,  and  labor  employed  in  manufacturing,  would  be  precisely  the  dinerence  between  proc 
tion  and  consumption!  and  ^is  difference,  if  it  could  be  ascertained,  would  be  preciady 
proportion  required. 

It  will  be  perceived  fhat  there  is  a  general  concurrence  in  the  retuny  from  manufiictii 
ettablishments,  in  stating^  the  wages  of  the  laboring  classes,  and  that  the  rate  of  wap 
nearly  uniform  throughout  the  State.  The  average  wages  of  common  laborers  is  about 
per  month,  besides  board;  when  hired  for  a  single  day,  75  cents,  without  board.  The  m 
age  wages  of  mechanics  is  $1  25  per  dav,  without  bcxurd.  Moat  of  the  laborers  employfl 
manu&cturing  establishments  are  of  as  high  a  grade  as  carpenters  or  maaons,  and  their  wi 
win  average  about  the  same. 

In  estimating  the  comparative  product  of  the  various  branches  of  industry,  the  ral 
wa^s  paid  for  labor  is  worhy  of  consideration.  In  relation  to  labor  employed  in  maiw 
tures  or  the  mechanic  arts^  it  is  generally  higli  compared  with  agricultural  labor,  and  aq 
ly  lugh  compared  with  that  employed  in,  and  connected  with,  commerce,  as  lumberini^i 
ing,  boating,  coas'in^,  navigation,  &c. 

The  payment  of  high  wages  does  not  always  prove  that  a  particular  branch  of  manufiK 
ing^  industry  is  at  a  given  period  prosperous;  for  the  proprietors  may  find  the  altema 
presented  of  .yielding  an  undue  proportio.i  of  the  product  of  their  business  to  the  labo 
or  of  abandoning  the  pursuit,  and  thereby  foreg^in^  the  amount  of  profit  which  theym 
otherwise  have  derived  from  it.  Yet,  where  a  portion  of  the  industry  of  a  country,  so  ^ 
as  that  of  manufactures  and  the  mechanic  arts,  pays  high  wages  throughout  all  its  branc 
and  that  too  in  a  country  like  ours,  with  a  wide  field  for  labor,  with  a  population  possessing^, 
yond  any  other,  intelligence,  ingenuity  and  enterprise,  and  changing  their  pursuits  with  i 
lity,  we  cannot  resist  the  inference  that  such  pursuits  are  more  productive  than  others^  wJ 
yield  to  labor  a  more  stinted  reward. 

Capital  and  labor  undoubtedly  tend  to  equalize  tlicmsclves  by  seeking  employments  w! 
yield  the  greatest  returns,  and,  by  increasing  competition  in  the  branches  to  which  thev 
applied,  and  diminishing  it  in  those  from  which  tliey  are  withdrawn,  lo  reduce  to  the  samel 
of  profit  all  which  are  equally  inviting.  Ag'riculture  is  more  inviting  to  capital  than  otbe 
vestments,  because  its  losses  are  fewert  to  labor  it  is  more  so  than  most  other  emplojrmc 
because  it  is  less  irksome,  and  involves  fewer  sacrifices  of  comfort.  Where  the  attrac: 
are  equal,  there  is  a  strong  tendency  to  an  equahzatioa  of  profit;  but  the  process  of  eq 
zation  is  likely  to  be  slow,  as  the  policy  of  a  government  is  fluctuating,  or  its  external  i 
tions  subject  to  frequent  vicissitude  and  cliange.  "f  he  effect  of  these  causes  is  to  proc 
u  p^at  demand  for  labor  at  one  time,  and  to  throw  laborer  out  of  employment  at  oti 
Higher  wages  are  necessary,  therefore,  to  induce  them  to  enter  into  pursuits  which  hold 
to  them  the  prospect  only  of  a  temporary  employment.  Should  the  policy  of  the  cou 
'  become  fixed,  so  that  it  might  be  relied  on  with  certainty  for  a  course  of  years,  it  is  belk 
that  the  wages  of  labor  in  one  department  of  industiy  would  diflcr  from  that  in  another  • 
as  one  shoiud  be  superior  to  another  in  its  freedom  from  restraints,  and  in  the  facili^  ' 
which  a  practical  knowledge  of  it  miglit  be  acquired. 

It  will  be  observed  tlmt  the  remarks  above  made,  consist  principally  of  inferences  dr 
from  the  facts  to  which  tUey  relate.  They  will  not  be  considered  either  as  impeachin) 
defending  any  system  of  economy;  and  it  is  believed  <hat  they  contain  nothing  inconsu 
with  the  plan  of  adjusting  the  existing  tariff  upon  principles  wliich,  without  affecting 
immediate  prosperity  of  manufactures,  will  remedy  acknowledged  defects,  and  promote 
timately,  the  interests  of  every  department  of  industry.

1829  and  1830  many  newprintinfj^  establish- 
ments were  put  in  operation,  which  cleared 
the  market  of  tlie  goods  made  of  yams 
from  Nos.  14  to  30.  This  demand  caused 
much  commotion  among  the  manuiactiirefe» 
and  prices  advanced  so,  that  1831  closed  with 
profit  of  15  per  cent:  I  wish  to  be  under* 
stood  in  viving  the  per  centage  of  profiik 
The  deterioration  of  the  mach'mei^,bui]^ngni 
Blc,  are  not  taken  into  considerstioo. 

The  present  year  has  commenced  with 
very  unfiivorable  prospects  both  to  Iht 
printers  and  mamincturers.  Cloths, which 
were  purchased  the  last  year  at  6  to  8  teim 
per  yud,  are  now  in  the  marked  handsome^ 
printed,  at  6}  to  9  cents  per  yard.  Thtee 
are  less  prices  than  have  ever  been  knovA 
before^  and  if  the  manufacturer  lias  to  to* 
duce  the  price  of  his  goods  in  the  same  pvu* 
portion  as  the  printer,  the  business  of  Iht 
present  year  must  close  with  a  kMS.

As  a  prospective 
increase  of  duty  on  foreign  articles  produces 
a  glut  of  the  market,  by  inducing  Ivge  im- 
portations before  the  increase  takes  effect, 
so  a  prospective  decrease  of  duty  has  an  op- 
porite  effect  by  discouraging  importations 
until  the  decrease  takes  effect  It  is  believ- 
ed that  in  1832  the  additional  toll  imposed  by 
the  Canal  Board  on  foreigii  salt  transported 
on  the  canals,  will  be  the  only  protection  for 
the  domestic  article  north,  northeast,  and  in 
the  western  vicinity  of  Albany.  It  should, 
also,  have  been  remarked,  that  the  want  of 
the  usual  supply  of  foreign  salt  in  New  York 
in  1831,  was,  m  some  degree,  produced  by  the 
great  demand  for  shipping,  in  consequence 
of  the  restoration  of  the  West  India  trade;  a 
cause  which  will  cease  to  operate  as  that  de- 
mand  is  supplied.  In  the  course  of  the  sum- 
mer, large  and  numerous  return  cargoes  of 
salt  may  be  expected.

29.  There  are  no  other  salt  works  in  the 
State  excepting  at  Montezuma,  in  Cayuga 
county.

of  exposing  tl»e  secrets  of  their  business,  others  from  unpardonable  dilatory  negligence,  U 
is  matter  of  extreme  reg^t  that,  on  questi<ms  of  so  great  importance,  such  supineness  and 
manifest  want  of  frankness  should  exist,  as  you  will  perceive  by  the  originals,  which  I  here- 
with forward.  Finding  it  wholly  impossible  to  obtain  from  the  owners  or  agents  the  denred 
information,  I  called  on  the  committee  appointed  to  collect  information  for  the  Tariff  CoO' 
vention,  and  have,  from  necessity,  filled  up  the  tabular  statement  from  their  calculationa^  to 
give  as  full  and  satisfactory  a  statement  as  it  is  possible  to  procure.  1  have  the  greatest  confi- 
dence in  the  correctness  of  the  statements  of  these  gentlemen,  as  it  was  obtained  with  great 
care  and  labor;  and,  from  a  persoaal  knowledge,  1  have  the  greatest  reliance  on  their  judg^ 
ment  and  honesty  of  intentions. 

The  business  of  cotton  spinning  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  profitable,  and  the  increase 
of  new  establishments  has  progressed  in  proportion  to  the  apparent  advances  of  lucrativi 
investment;  but,  within  the  lust  three  months,  a  depreciation  has  taken  place  in  the  price  o] 
yams  and  cotton  goods  fully  equal  to  25  per  cent.  This  has  arisen  partly  from  home  com< 
])etition,  but  more  from  the  introduction  of  European  productions.  The  prices  of  the  do- 
mestic article  at  present  in  the  market  are  below  what  they  ever  before  sold  for,  and  consi* 
derably  below  the  prices  of  Manchester  or  Glasgfow.  Had  the  advance  of  manu^ctures  con 
tinued  for  a  few  yean  in  a  ratio  proportionate  to  the  two  last,  there  can  remain  no  doubl 
that  the  article  would  have  been  furtdshed  to  the  consumer  at  the  lowest  possible  value. 

It  was  gratifying  to  observe  the  increase  of  establishments,  and  tlie  rapid  advance  in  ne\i 
inventions,  and  improvements  in  the  perfectability  of  the  new  machinery  for  the  saving  oj 
labor,  when  the  home  competition  would  soon  have  supplied  the  wants  of  the  country'  at  the 
lowest  price  possible:  for  it  may  be  considered  as  an  axiom  in  political  economy,  that,  when* 
ever  any  article  manufactured  in  the  country  arrives  at  the  maximum  of  supply,  the  article 
descends  to  the  minimum  value  that  human  labor  can  produce  it  at  Such  has  been  the  re 
suit  with  a  number  of  manufacturers,  such  as  cut  nails,  coarse  cottons,  and  a  number  oi 
others.  It  would,  therefore,  be  the  true  policy  of  Government  to  give  such  encouragement 
and  direction  to  the  industry  bf  the  nation  as  to  call  into  operation  the  dormant  resources  ol 
its  vegetable,  fossil,  and  mineral  productions  so  as  to  render  it  independent  of  the  world  fbi 
the  first  necessaries  of  existence,  food,  clothing,  and  defence. 

Commerce,  as  it  has  ever  existed  in  this  country,  owing  to  the  changes  and  vacillatini 
policy  of  European  Governments,  has  rendered  the  mercantile  pursuit  a  game  of  hazard,  anc 
has  had  a  deteriorating  effect  upon  the  morals  of  community,  injurious  to  the  independent 
and  interests  of  society.  The  commerce  between  the  States  in  those  exchanges  of  the  la 
bors  of  each,  becoming  more  and  more  permanent  and  universal,  by  each  supplying  th< 
other's  wants,  will  give  a  permanency  to  the  Government  and  our  institutions  beyond  1^ 
each  of  European  influence. 
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Tbe  progress  of  the  manufacture  of  cotton  since  the  tariff  of  1816,  presents  a  number  of 
rfBkHcibU  hcls  worthy  of  observation.

Such  are  the  effects  arising 

hm  tile  paternal  fostering  protection  of  Government,  and  not  from  frigid,  unproductive  ne- 

coiTT.    Necessity  s  not,  therefore,  the  mother  of  invention;  it  is  for  Government  to  call  forth 

ike  ktent  energy  of  the  inventive  genius  of  a  people,  by  a  judicious  guarantee  to  ingenuity 

ndiodastrioiu  enterprise. 

The  advancement  iJi  the  woollen  manufacture  has  been  equal  to  the  cotton.  New  invented 
Mdmay  in  spinning  and  weaving  has  reduced  prices  proportionate  to  the  cotton;  but  should 
■  ■ju£cious  modification  of  the  tariff  check  the  aspiring  exertions,  so  rapidly  advancing  to 
pBfcUiun,  there  is  no  calciUating  the  disastrous  results.  Machinery  is  yet  in  its  incipient 
I  but,  infantile  as  they  are,  liave  advanced  beyond  the  present  state  in  Great  Britain.  A 
who  has  just  returned  from  a  year's  residence  in  England  informs  mc  he  was  as- 
at  the  backward  state  of  machinery  in  that  country.  Upon  inquiry,  the  spmdle,  in 
factories,  did  not  average  more  than  two  hanks  per  day.  It  is  tliese  improvements, 
am  they  have  been,  that  enables  our  manufacturers  to  contend  with  tlie  low  price  of 
>iad  kxige  capital  of  Britainf  and,  comparing  the  pVice  current  of  Manchester  and  Glas- 
■V  vith  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  the  prices  of  tlie  latter  are  from  4  to  6  cents  below  the 
■ncr.  Bat  ibould  the  modification  of  the  tariff  compel  those  who  have  at  present  em- 
^kiMlhe  whole  of  their  capital  and  credits,  to  give  up  the  business,  it  will  require  a  long 
^oiii  to  restore  the  losses  sustained,  and  inspire  confidence  in  otliers  to  again  embark  in  so 
■fateste  and  unpropitious  an  adventure.

I 
seen,  whereas  fifteen  or  twenty  years  affo  it  was  cultivated  in  great  quantities, 
same  space  of  time  cotton  goods  have  declined  in  price  at  least  one-half.  This 
owing  to  the  increase  of  the  supply  of  cotton,  and  consequent  decline  of  price, 
a  far  less  proportion  than  the  decline  of  the  price  of  goods.  The  improvement  ii 
both  in  this  country  and  Europe,  tog^ether  with  experience  and  skill,  has  enabl

The  second  difficulty  aijses  from  the  circumstance  of  your  inqiiiiy  having  been  anti 
by  the  nanu&cturing  interest  at  tlys  meeting  of  their  Convention  in  New  York;  i 
Having  very  gfenerally  transmitted,  smce  then,  to  the  indefatigable  secretary  of  that  C 
tion,  ue  statements  they  wish  to  place  in  the  possesnon  of  either  himself  or  the  pubK 
deem  it  generally  useless  to  lumish  the  same  matter  over  again,  under  a  different  ii 
the  Tk«asury  Department,  and  through  a  different  channel.  This  has  been  distinctl3f 
tome  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Manufactures  of  the  House  of  Represen 
who  assured  me  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was,  or  would  be,  in  possession  of 
retnms  fiom  his  county,  and  that  it  would  answer  no  purpose  to  fon^'ard  theni.  again, 
abundantly  accounts  for  the  silence  of  the  greater  number. 

Under  those  essential  disadvantages,  I  am  unable  to  produce  before  you>any  thin|

should  feel  mortified  at  this  scanty  result  of  several  weeks  of  assiduous  attention,  wev 
conscious  that  the  utmost  industry  may  be  exerted  in  vain. 

y  |t  will  be  recollected  that  this  has  only  been  obtained  by  personal  journeys,  vints^  s 
curnons  to  works  and  manufactories,  without  which  it  was  found  impracticable  to 
facts  with  any  degree  of  accuracy.  From  my  departure  on  that  service,  to  the  period 
discontinuance  oftlie  inquiry  by  order  of  the  department,  the  time  has  been  so  -sho 
more  could  not  well  have  been  done. 

My  short  experience  in  tliis  inquiry  convinces  me,  that,  if  it  be  an  object  with  O 
ment  to  obtain  statistical  reports  of  the  manufactures,  with  the  best  answers  that  caa  \ 
cured  to  the  many  interesting  but  speculative  queries  in  the  list,  this  can  only  be  done  fa 
sonal  applications  to  individuals.  The  persons  employed  should  be  enabled  to  spi 
time  necessary  to  elicit  those  answers,  llicy  ^ill  have  to  interrogate  many  a  man  who 
ever  intoUigent  he  may  be  in  his  particular  branch  of  business,  would  consider  it  an '. 
lean  task  to  put  down  hb  ideas  on  paper.  From  the  extent  of  country  to  be  traveUd 
and  the  number  of  works  which  have  sprung  up  in  every  direction,  I  do  not  hesitatft  1 
that  the  best  part  of  a  year  would  be  consumea  by  a  single  individual  in  this  distriek 
and  need  not  add,  that,  unless  the  information  obtained  can  be  fully  relied  upon,  it  had 
never  be  sought  after.

lestrpy  so  good,  simple,  and  cheap  a  Government  And  it  does  appear  very 
me,  that  with  honest  men  there  should  be  two  opimons  what  is  the  right  course 
The  course  that  many  are  now  pursuing  is  exactly  such  as  foreigpi  groveraments,

We  believe  that  a  duty  of  40  per  cent  on  goods  with  this  important  change  (of  admit 
low  wools  free)  would  bo  better  than  60  per  cent  to  the  manuiacturer  without  it,  and  n 
permanently  useful  to  the  farmer.  Last  year  wool  rose  to  a  price  beyond  what  the  ms 
ncturers  could  pay;  importations  ensued.  There  is  now  no  sale,  even  at  a  reduction  ol 
to  40  per  cent;  on  finer  qualities  more. 

We  know  no  woollen  manu&cturer  who  would  not  be  glad,  we  believe  without  except 
to  sell  out  and  abandon  the  business  if  they  could;  such  changes  arc  equally  ruinous  to 
farmer  and  manufacturer.  Their  business  is  now  producing  generaV  and  universal  compli 
and  has  been  many  times  in  ten  years  as  bad  as  it  is  now.  The  tariff  of  1838  latnei 
creased  than  decreased  the  evil,  and  a  remedy  we  believe  to  be  utterly  hopeless  whik 
do  not  raise  a  supply  of  wool  eaual  to  our  wants,  and  while  it  comes  to  us  50  to  80  per  c 
h^er  than  in  Europe.

The  supply  of  the  country  bears  no  steady  relation  to  its  wants:  it  is  mainly : 
the  quantity  of  goods  on  hands,  from  time  to  time,  in  Great  Britain.  The  tradi 
is  a  business  of  speculation  and  adventure,  uninfluenced  by  any  feelings  of  dut} 
rican  Government;  setting  at  defiance  all  the  laws  of  personal  reputation,  ani 
covering  the  g^rossest  frauds.  The  consequences  resulting  from  this  state  of  thii 
as  to  make  almost  every  measure  of  duties  inadequate. 

Foreign  goods  are  sold  at  auction  sometimes  for  prices  enormously  high,  and 
than  their  cost.  The  same  day— -even  the  same  hour — ^may  witness  the  greatea 
in  prices.  Buyers  are  often  kept  in  ignorance  of  the  true  condition  of  the  mai

The  bill  lately  filmed  by  you  contains  a  moat  judicious  and  excellent  provisic 
to  sides  at  auction.  We  take  the  liberty  of  recommending  that  it  be  extended 
brace  sales  of  cotton  goods  and  cutlery,  and  indeed  all  ad  valorem  articles,  tl 
which  is  wholly  or  in  part  in  the  hands  of  foreign  merchants.  We  also  take  tl 
recommending  the  abolition  of  credits  in  all  cases  of  imported  manufactures, 
observed,  the  actual  condition  of  our  thule  showa  that  the  reasons  for  their  contio 
in  a  great  measure,  ceased.  They  appear  to  us  to  promise  no  advantage  which 
a  submission  to  the  many  evils  incident  to  their  continuance.

relied  on.  No  one  can  specify  such  a  market.  And  it  is  certain  that  the  depresmon,  or  cv 
the  destruction  of  our  manufactories,  would  not  materially  increase  our  exports  of  either 
the  articles  above  mentioned.  The  farmer  must  therefore  suffer,  in  proportion  as  mm 
facturing  shall  be  circumscribed  or  superseded  under  the  operation  of  a  tariff.  Thb  1 
consider  as  absolutely  certain. 

It  is  a  common  remark,  tliat  by  heavy  duties  the  poor  are  made  to  bear  the  oppreiioa 
high  prices.  In  our  opinion,  the  laboring  poor  are  the  persons  who  have  a  deeper  inta^ 
in  the  protective  system  than  any  other  class  of  men.  The  only  commodity  which  4l 
can  bring  into  market  is  their  tabor;  by  expanding  and  securing  this  market,  their  adni 
tage  b  certain.

for  several  weeks  in  succession  upon  the  same  terms.  Poor  parents  could  not  educate 
decentlv  clothe  their  children:  even  those  who  owned  and  cultivated  g^ood  fioms,  and  i 
clear  of  debt,  could  only  sustain  themselves  by  a  narrow  economy;  and  among  their 
avoidable  retrenchments  was  often  found  that  of  the  education  of  their  children.  Tlie 
dition  of  the  country  here  referred  to,  presented  the  appalling  spectacle  of  a  po[ 
great  proportion  of  which  had  no  regular  employment,  and  money  was  therefore  dear 
Ubor  cheap.  The  man  who  had  money,  and  the  inclination  to  use  it  to  the  best  advanUg^ 
able  to  speculate  upon  the  general  distressf  a  distress  arising  from  the  wantof  a  market  lor  ~ 
industry.  He  was  nearly  twice  as  rich,  comparatively,  as  he  would  have  been  if  afiur 
existed  for  the  production  of  labor,  or  the  country  had  yielded  to  labor  itself  its  joil  ud 

auatc  return.  It  was  a  season  of  low  prices,  and  of  general  poverty.  Not  merely  were  the 
ucts  of  agricultural,  and,  generally,  of  other  labor,  very  low  in  price,  but  the  iggN^ 
produce  of  aU  the  labor  of  the  country  was  less,  by  nearly  one-half  in  propoctloiiW 
population,  than  it  now  is{  a  fact  which  places  in  strong  relief  the  fallacy  of  tlie  idea 
would  connect  the  comforts  of  the  people,  generally,  with  low  prices.  By  pi 
market  for  labor,  the  Government  b  elevating  the  laboring  classes  to  their  proper 
the  conmionwealth.  By  depressing  this  market,  it  heightens,  and  that  most  opprMMhi 
the  inequality  subsbting  between  those  who  live  upon  their  money,  and  those  who  fivii| 
their  labor:  the  one  is  made  richer,  the  other  is  made  poorer.  The  tnith  of  thb  obiuitfM 
has  not  only  the  demonstration  of  actual  experience,  but  it  b  continually  verified  by  4N 
opposite  ana  clashing  needs  of  the  two  classes  in  question.  j 

Men  who  live  upon  and  speculate  with  their  money,  are  generally  hostile  to  the  pfOll 
tion  of  the  natural  labor,  and  are  strenuous  for  reducing  its  price;  wliile  those  who  nfeU 
labor,  or  whose  capital  b  directly  employed  in  putting  labor  in  motion,  claim  that  it  ill 
be  protected.  The  theory  of  the  first  assigns  a  larg^  measure  of  oppression  to  the  labodl^ 
classes:  under  the  existing  system,  the  experience  of  the  latter  class  rejects  the  ajnmttk 
so  liberally  tendered;  demes  its  application,  if  not  its  sincerity;  and  insists  on  the  rttu^l 
the  blessings  diffused  through  all  their  ranks  by  the  protective  system.  ^ 

But  although  >  market  is  now  opened  for  the  labor  of  the  country,  we  are  confident 
the  prices  of  its  manufactured  goods  have  been  g^radually  falling  since  1824;  and,  in 
to  those  articles  which  rec^ve  the  largest  protection,  thev  do  not  much  exceed  the 
cf  the  duties.  The  reason  why  low  prices  consists  with  the  prosperity  of  the 
community,  is,  tliat  their  capital  is  turned  oflen,  and  constantly,  and  their  market 
from  the  desultory  rivalship  of  foreign  countries. 

There  are  two  ways  for  lowering  3ie  American  manufiictures:  one  is  by  affording 
encouragement  to  the  importation  of  foreign  fabrics.    But  the  benefit  which  thb  mo 
mises  will  be  in  an  exact  ratio  to  the  injuiy  done  to  our  own  manufacturers,  and  the 
itself  will  vanish  almost  immedbtely;  for  the  home  production  will  be  lessened^ 
be  discontinued;  and  then  there  will  be  an  end  to  low  prices.    The  miiA^hiefs  to 
partment  of  bbor,  inseparable  from  this  plan,  b  too  obvious  to  need  any  specificatioiL 
other  mode  of  lowering  the  prices  of  American  manufactures  is,  by  encouraging  the' 
ment  of  capital,  and  the  application  of  home  labor  in  their  production:   it  has 
failed  of  its  full  effect,  and  it  never  can;  it  is  fraught  with  blessings  to  the  i 
classes;  it  is,  moreover,  connected  with  the  national  security  and  the  national  gioiy.

permanent  reduction  of  prices.    Independent  of  its  advantages  in  this  respect,  it  by

rilh  the  anawera  to  the  queriea  came  in;  after  which  I  kat  no  time  in  commencing  my  re- 
ovt.  I  began  with  thoae  from  Kent  and  Suasez,  having  received  them  firrt;  and  my  first 
bep  waa  ttimrranre  the  maiiulhctureia  and  me^hudea  in  chaiea  as  ftr  aa  it  could  be  done. 
lien  I  formed  tablea,  with  columns,  and  headed  them  ao  as  to  correapond  with  the  quariei^ 
le  anawera  to  which  I  deri^pied  to  enter  Hierein.  The  modiftcatiaaaikl  entnr  of  these  waa 
adMHia  and  perplexing,  owing  to  the  calculation  I  had  to  makc^  and  the  different  manner 
I  which  the  anawera  were  aaade  out  In  the  anawers^  too^  matenab  were  sometimea  put  for 
le  iianafiuitured  artjcles^  and  the  latter  for  the  tonner,  which  rendered  tranapoo- 
OB  necessary.  These  difficulties  were  experienced  to  the  greatest  extent  in  arranging  and 
^kalfng  the  returna  for  Newcastle  county.  The  mass  ofmatter  preaented  was  chaotic, 
M  it  waa  impoasibljB  to  bring;  order,  method,  and  accuracy  out  of  what  waa  ao  deficient  in 
leae  reapects.  I  have  not  been  wanting  in  exertion,  however,  to  arrive  aanear  aawaa 
netieable  at  thia  result  in  my  tabular  atatementa. 

After  all  the  trouble  and  expenae  ineumd  in  distributing  the  forma  containing  the  que* 
m  aaong  the  maaufiicturers  and  mechanics,  there  is  a  long  list  of  them  whp  have  returned 
» anawera;  which  list  ia  transmitted  hereintii.  Some  6f  them,  my  asriatant,  Mr.  W.  Ifenden- 
d»  infimned  me,  appeared  indifferent  about  answering,  n^iile  others  were  under  an  ap- 
ictowan  that  the  object  in  view  waa  an  assessment  of  their  property  with  a  view  to  tax- 
'\^  tben.  To  all  the  task  of  appendinganswera  to  so  many  queries  i^peared  n^ore  or  less 
ipalfiag,  some  not  knowing  how  to  go  about  it,  while  othera  were  unwilling  to  encounter 
10  trouble  of  doing  it.  ' 

Tou  win  find,  in  looking  over  the  queriea  in  the  circular^  that  veiy  few  have  answers 
mended  to  them.  The  queries  in  a  amall  number  of  the  drcularfi  are^  however,  pretty 
Mr  and  satiafiictorily  answered.  They  have  been  ao  answered  by  £.  J.  Dupont,  Cnariea 
DQpont,  Jacob  Pusey,  the  Peterson^  tanners;  ne^  Sn^yma,  and  M.  £.  Waples^  iron 
Mljer,  of  Sussex  county.  The  fohna  containing  their  answers  I  have  selected  an4  aepara^ 
d  from  tile  rest,  that  your  attention  may  be  more  particularly  directed  to  them. 
ToQ  will  obaerve,  on  reading  the  anawera  in  all  the  ciiculanL  that  to  the  manufapturera 
id  mechanica  the  idea  of  reducing  the  dutiea  ia  alarming.  Thev  are  under  the  imprea> 
m  that  any  material  reduction  would  cause  them  to  abandon  the  branches  of  minufjictur- 
g  and  mechanical  industiy  in  which  they  are  respectively  enga|;ed;  that  this  would  be 
tnded  with  an  entire  sacrifice  of  capital  vested  in  their  ketones  and  madunery;  and 
wt^  being  obliged  to  abandon  the  burinesa  they  understaiid,>they  would  be  at  a  loss  to  de- 
nwae  on  what  they  should  next  pursue,  having  no  capital  left  to  begin  with,  nor  skill  in 
her  occupationa. 

Too  will  perceive,  also^  on  examining  the  answers^  that  of  late  years  ,househ(^  manufiie- 
rea  have  increased. 

It  will  be  seen  by  one  of  the  answers  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Dupbnt,  that  he  is  of  opinion  that  pro- 
ctive  duties  when  the^  have  fulfilled  their  end  in  diminishing  the  importation  of,  or  in  ex- 
illiiig  altogether,  foreign  articles  similar  to  domestic  &bric8  protected,  and  have  thereby 
acome  unproductive  and  inoperative  aa  taxea,  ought  to  be  still  retained.  In.  the  reasons  he 
signs  in  support  of  his  opimon  I  concur,  aa  you  will  find  when  you  come  to  peruse  the 
immunication  I  have  prepared  (by  your  requot)  to  accompany  this  report  I  shall  tran^ 
it  it  to  the  department  aa  soon  aa  I  can  have  a  fiur  copy  transcribed,  which  will  require 
ree  or  fiMir  days^  the  production  being  of  conriderabk  length.

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In  one  of  the  answers  of  Uahlen  Bett%  who  woriu  an  iron  ibundfy  at  l!l^hDm{;toii,  there 
la  a  fagvestion  req>eeting  the  danger  of  cmnpetition  between  fanpoited  iron  and  iron  mmi' 
filctured  in  parts  of  the  country  &  distant  wm  the  pcnnts  of  importation,  by  reuoB  of  the 
increased  facilities  of  transportation  produced  br  canals  and  raihoads  already  comtmcted 
and  constructing,  which  has  my  approbation;  ana  merits,  I  think,  your  attention.  Yoa  wH 
see  my  sentiments  on  the  subject  expressed  in  the  communication. 

I  have  to  observe,  in  regu*d  to  the  opinion  and  suggestion  adverted  to,  tiist  tee  hfc 
been  no  interchange  of  sentiment  between  the  authors  of  them  and  myself,  my  conummicia 
tion  ha^g  been  penned  before  I  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  answers. 

I  shall  transmit  to  the  Department  accounts  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  myself  sadi^ 
nstantsy  and  the  compensations  allowed  to  the  latter,  as  soon  as  they  can  be  prepared.

Sim:   I  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  circuhr  letter  of  the  Tth  of  Fekaiarfki 
me  to  collect  information  of  the  manufactures  of  this  State,  in  confonnitftsaf^' 
of  CongT.t^,  and  sundr}' queries  annexed.    In  consequence  of  vhic&,IiaDd 
pared  to  execute  the  duty,  and  hare  been  much  engm^d  in  it  snce.    Tv9  cM 
have  mateiially  retarded  it;  first,  the  bad  state  of  the  roads  and  «*eatber  dcfn 
monly  inclement  season;  and,  sccx)nd]y,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  reu 
required  much  personal  attention;  and  I  may  add,  that  tiiough  this  Stste  ii 
tent  to  go  oyer,  with  the  requisite  attention,  is  considerable.     Another  fiataigi 
done  much  in  giving  accuracy  to  the  business,  and  in  enlai^ng  it,  bat  wait 
of  the  Legislature  require  it  as  it  is,  these  circumstances  are  mentiofied 
for  the  unavoidable  want  of  perfection  with  which  it  is  attended. 

The  State  of  Delaware  comprises,  as  is  well  known,  but  tliree  coonties,  rsitf' 
1,400  square  miles,  and  a  population  of  57,000  white,  and  19,000  black  inhtfA  lb 
State  has  very  little  commerce,  its  productions  being  sent  to  Baldmore,  Seitiiri 
Philadelphia — chiefly  the  latter.  Manufactures  have  at  all  times  existed  in  it,  "^sta 
diffused  through  the  State,  though  in  the  two  southern  counties  they  are  diieif^M 
or  domestic;  but  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  particulariy  the  section  of  Ne«aM[ 
north  of  Christiana  creek,  is,  and  has  been  for  more  than  half  a  century,  ost  rfn 
flourishing  manufacturing  districts  in  the  Unitc<l  States,  owing*  to  its  great  otfAi 
water  power  upon  or  near  to  navigation.  Independent  of  these  mamifactoieSk  ^1^ 
largely  agricultural,  particularly  in  wheat  and  Indian  com,  which  constitate  itiSi^* 
facturc;  and  there  is,  besides,  a  very  flourishing  agriculture  in  other  articles  nym^ 
and  dependant  on,  its  manufactures. 

Early  after  receiving  your  circular,  I  transmitted  the  circular  No.  t  to  pom '^ 
best  general  knowledge  in  the  respective  counties,  to  obtain  information  of  tk 
lies,  upon  which,  the  circular  No.  2,  containing  the  queries,  was  sent  to  tiie  at 
themselves,  and  persons  employed  to  collect  their  replies;  as  their  replies,  wik 
statements  and  letters  constitute  the  documents  on  the  subject,  they  are 
with,  and  of  course  will  speak  for  themselves,  especially  as  to  details;  but 
view  of  the  subject  is  proper  and  requested,  I  snail  give  it  corrected  as  &r 
mitted  by  local  knowledge  and  personal  investigation. 

It  would  be  extremely  desirable  that  the  returns  should  contain  the  most  _ 
of  the  value  of  the  manufactures,  especially  as  the  object  of  the  inquiry  iito 
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protection  they  require  from  the  Government:  the  profit  or  loss  of  them  n  ivp^ 
that  protection  to  the  individuals  who  conduct  them,  as  well  as  to  the  Stste  of  sM

ttie  principal  manafkctures  of  the  State  may  be  seen  by  the  annexed  wrrmdMM 
them,  but  touching  first,  sir,  on  those  which  are  more  immediately  designated  intba t 
tion  of  Congress,  I  shall  proceed  to  observe: 

That  sugar  is  not  made  in  the  State,  nor  b  hemp  either  grown  or  manuftctaved  ^%^ 
fiaz,  except  ibr  dome^ie  puiposes. 

Of  sslt,  there  is  a  snudl  manufiicture  oa  the  sea-coast,  by  boiling  or  erapontii^  allvi 
in  pans.    I  have  not  been  able  to  procure  an  exact  return  of  it^  but  it  is  oncanbciMai 
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ctmcern,  conducted  by  poor  people,  and  lold  in  the  neighborhood,  to  the  amount  of  about 

10,000  bushels  annually,  and  perhaps  #5,000  which  seems  to  be  a  clear  profit  to  the  State. 

Of  iron,  there  are  native  ores. in  several  parts  of  the  State,  and  there  were  formerly  works 

in  Newcastle  county;  a  considerable  export  of  the  ore  is  made  to  New  Jersey  from  Sussex 

county,  in  which  are  the  only  ipines  in  the  State  now  worked,  and  the  only  furnace  is  that 

of  CoL  William  D.  Waples:  of  this  a  very  accurate  account  is  g^ven  in  his  report,  by  which 

it  appears  that  there  is  a  capital  of  about  40,000  invested  in  it,  that  it  employs  about  70 

'      persons,  and  produces  600  tons  of  iron  of  the  value  of  about  #26,000;  the  whole  of  whidi, 

'ms  it  is  produced  from  domestic  materials,  may  be  taken  as  a  net  profit  to  the  Slate.    Col. 

"Waples  states  the'  prices  of  his  iron  to  have  fidlen  considerably  within  a  few  years,  and  that 

the  profit  is  now  not  more  than  6  to  10  per  cent. 

There  arc  two  forg'es  in  the  vicinity  of  this  furnace,  which  probably  convert  d  part  of  its 
«.     product  into  bar  iron  for  the  use  of  the  neighborhood,  but  I  have  n«  returns  of  them. 
L  The  other  manufactures  of  iron,  except  common  smith's  shops,  are  chiefly  in  the  neigh* 

T.    borhood  of  Wilmington,  not  dependant  on  the  above,  as  they  derive  their  supplies  chiefly 

from  Pennsylvania  or  elsewhere.     They  are  as  follows: 
T        One  mill  of  Mr.  Allen  Wood  for  rolling  and  makinc^  shSvels,  spades,  saws,  &c.,  this  em- 
ploys a  capital  of  about  $15,000;  80  tons  of  iron  and  steel;  10  men;  and  the  product  it 
- ::    #1 6,000,  derived  from  American  materials,  with  a  profit  of  15  to  30  per  cent  on  the  moneyed 
_i:  capital. 

.-.  There  are  two  foundries  of  castings  for  machinery  and  country  Vises  in  Wilmington,  the 
united  capitals  of  which  are  perhaps  #30,000;  their  labor,  35  persons,  and  their  product 
^-  about  $50,000,  all  which  would  be  a  profit  to  the  State,  but,  that,  of  about  450  tons  of  pig 
,  />  iron  which  they  consume,  120  is  of  foreign  ore:  this  may,  therefore,  reduce  the  Stats  value 
;--.  to  $45,000;  the  rate  of  profit  on  this  business  is  not  stated,  but  it  appears  reasonably  pro- 

.  Stable,  perhaps  10  or  12  per  cent. 
l^      There  are  six  manufactories  for  machinery,  of  which  two  only  have  given  retums{  from 
1^  them,  it  is  probable,  they  employ  altogether  a  capital  of  about  #60,000;  about  100  men  and 
-^  boys,  and  about  200  tons  of  iron,  and  produce  the  value  of  #75, QpO,  chiefly  from  American 
materials;  the  profit  on  tliesc  manufactures  is  stated  to  be  8  per  cent. 

The  whole  of  the  iron  manufacture  in  the  State  appears  to  employ  a  capital  of  about 
y  9135,00Q,  about  200  men  and  bovs,  and  to  produce  annually  the  value  of  #160,000. 

Of  the  cotton  manufacture,  begun  in  1794^  little  progress  was  made  till  the  late  war, 
^' ^Luring'  which,  nearly  all  the  present  establishments  were  formed,  with  many  that  are  now 
..«xtinct. 

At  present  there  arc  in  the, State  about  fifteen  establishments,  some  of  them  mixed  with 

^rooL     The  returns  from  few  of  them  are  made  with  exactness,  but  it  is  pretty  well  ascer- 

'  Gained  that  they  operate  with  about  25,000  spindles,  a  capital  of  #500,000  in  buildings  and 

BiHicliinery,  and  #150,000  of  money,  making  altogether  #650,000;  700  peraonsf  consuming 

'-3p5UO,000'  lbs.  of  cotton,  and  producing  l,350,UCio  lbs.  of  yam,  of  the  value  of  #310,000. 

Of  tlie  profits  of  tlus  business,  it  must  be  observed,  that  it  has  been  subject  to  such  ex- 
*  ftveme  fluctuations  that  no  correct  estimate  can  be  made  for  a  considenble  leng^  of  time, 
-  S^tut  it  is  candidly  admitted  by  some  of  the  most  respectable  manufacturers,  that,  for  the  last' 
~*  ~  ^     e  years,  it  has  been  10  to  12  per  cent,  with  a  prospect  ot  decline,  however,  at  present, 
certainly  so  if  the  tarifl*  is  reduced;  upon  fine  yarns,  tliat  is  No.  40  and  upwards,  it  is 
not  to  be  a  protection,  as  tliey  are  still  imported  lower  than- they  can  be  mjtde. 
Of  the  woollen  manufiu^ture,  there  were  some  large  establishments  durinr  the  war  wluch 
ire  gone  down.    It  is  now  supported  by  two  most  respectable  manufactories  of  Charles  S. 
i^^Upont  and  William  Voung,  esqs.,  on  the  Brandy  wine,  with  the  most  perfect  machinery, 
^^BU^  and  economy:  at  both  these,  cloths  of  tlie  best  quaUty  have  been  made,  and  they  are 
itinued,  particularly  by  Mr.  Dupont  Mr.  Young's  and  Messrs.  Hilton's  manufactories  have 
of  latu  more  devoted  to  the  mixed  article  of  wool  imd  cotton,  called  sattinets;  and  in 
county  the  article  of  kerseys  is  united  with  cassinets.  Of  the  other  manufiictures  men* 
in  the  list,  many  of  them  arc  for  preparing  the  wool,  and  fulling,  for  household 
.ufactures. 
all  the  rotiums  of  this  manufacture  hare  not  been  made,  it  is  not  easy  to  form  a  con- 
sdview  of  itfurtlicr  than  those  of  Messrs.  Dupont,  Young,  Hilton,  and  those  from  Smyrna 
show.    It  is  probable,  however,  tliat  this  manufacturiS  employs,  independent  of  the 
an  connected  with  it,  #150,000  capital,  150  workmen,  consumes  130,000  lbs.  of  wool, 
produces  #120,000  of  manufactured  articles,  and  that  80  per  cent  of  the  raw  material 
srived  from  tlie  United  States.    Of  this  manufacture,  in  the  main,  it  may,  I  beheve,  be 
,y  said,  that  it  pays  very  little  profit,  and  is  in  a  languishing  situation,  wliicli  is  attributed 
Vo  cau&cs,  first,  the  number  of  li^it  Knglish  cloths  bixMi^ht  in  and  sokl  at  auction;  and 
ndly,  tlic  duty  on  tht.*  low  priced  foreign  wool,  wliich  otherwise  could  be  brought  in 
nunufacturcd  to  advantage. 
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The  manofacture  of  paper  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  countiT',  h&Tinp  been  establabel 
for  filly  years,  and  it  is  carried  to  j^at  perfection,  for  all  kinds  of  fine  writinji^  and  dnvii^ 
paper,  on  tlic  Brandywine,  where  the  revolving  machinery  was  iirst  introduced  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Gilpin,  nearly  twenty' years  agp:  the  return  of  this  is  given  with  ^kmX  accuracy,  by 
which  it  will  appear,  that  it  employs  a  capital  of  $150,000;  20  men,  10  boys,  and  50  womca 
and  children,  altogether  80,  and  supports  a  population  of  200  persons;  that  it  manufactures 
materials  of  100  tons,  and  the  value  of  $26,000,  and  produces  $60,000  annually,  the  «-hoIe 
of  Vhich,  it  is  to  be  observed,  is  made  of  a  refuse  article  of  society,  altogether  Amfricao. 

Besides  this,  there  exists  in  the  State,  the  respectable  manufactory  of  Messrs.  Mectcer, 
near  Newark,  and  two  others  on  a  smaller  scale;  the  aggregate  of  the  manufacture  nay 
be  estimated  at  $200,000,  its  labor  130,  and  its  product  $100,000,  which,  as  it  isvhcUyof 
American  material,  may  be  taken  as  a  clear  profit  to  the  State.  The  profit  of  the  muiufic- 
ture  very  little  exceeds  an  interest  of  6  per  cent  on  the  whole  capital  vested  in  it,  stkI hit 
one  of  those  which  has  been  so  long  established  as  to  be  conducted  at  prices  so  moderate, 
that  it  is  not  affected  by  the  foreign  imports  of  gpood  paper;  but  it  has  been  at  times  ei* 
-  tremely  hiu-t  by  paper  of  low  quality,  brought  in  and  sold  at  auction,  for  which  it  is  the 
protecting  duties  arc  necessary  to  it 

The  powder  manufactures  of  this  State  are  the  largest  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States 
particularly  that  of  Messrs.  Dupont,  on  the  Brandywine,  not  only  in  extent,  but  in  erery  im> 
provement  that  can  contribute  to  its  goodness  in  Quality;  the  consequence  of  vhtch  is,  that 
it  l)as  supplanted  the  demand  for  foreign  powder  for  all  domestic  purposes.  Mr.  Uupont's 
own  report  on  the  subject  gives  all  the  detail  of  it  that  is  necessary,  by  which  it  «-iIl  be 
seen  that  it  employs  a*  capital  of  $180,000,  occupies  140  persons,  and  produces  850^  lbs. 
of  powder  of  the  value  or  $170,000. 

The  second  and  only  other  manufacture  of  powder  in  the  State,  is  that  of  Mr.  Garoch  j, 
the  details  of  which  are  also  given  in  his  report;  this  manufacture,  it  is  to  be  observed,  it  by 
steam;  the  two  establishments  together  occupy  a  capital  of  $238,000,  employ.  168  meiii,uMi 
manufacture  1,100,000  lbs.  of  powder,  worth  $250,000. 

Of  these  manufactures,  however,  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  great  articles  of  Rilpbv 
and  saltpcti*e  arc  largely  in\ported  from  abroad,  that  the  profit  to  the  State  consnsts  chieflj 
in  the  labor,  which  may  be  estimated  at  $140,000.  The  private  profit  is  stated  by  Mr.  Gi> 
reschc  to  be  from  12  to  15  per  cent,  on  the  raw  material,  when  explosions  do  not  happed, 
to  which  tliis  manufacture  is  particularly  exposed.  Like  paper,  it  has  supplanted  the  ht- 
eign  article  of  go.  d  quality,  but  has  been  greatly  injured  by  old  or  inferior  powder  bnw^ 
in  and  sold  at  auction,  against  which  it  requires  the  protecting  duties. 

The  leather  manufacture  is  a  very  old  one  in  the  State,  founded  on  its  own  mstanlx  but 
for  many  years  past  it  has  been  extended  to  foreign  hides;  it  was  more  extensive  /brmerly  ia 
Newcastle  county,  than  at  present;  owing  to  the  high  price  of  bark,  but  it  hai,  on  that  ac- 
count, increased  in  Kent  and  Sussex.  1  he  return  of  Mr.  Isaac  Jackson  furnishes  very  clear 
ideas  of  it;  it  seems  probable  that  there  are  about  30  tanneries  in  the  State,  that  they  eia- 
ploy  a  capital  altogether  of  $150,000,  12Q  persons,  and  produce  $150,000,  of  which,  bov- 
ever,  at  least  $50,000  may  be  deducted  for  foreign  hides,  leaving  a  profit  of  $100,000  to  the 
State. 

Of  bark,  of  tlie  black  oak  or  quercitron,  there  are  about  20  mills  in  the  State  for  „_. 
it  for  exportation,  the  capital  of  which  may  be  reckoned  at  $50,000,  the  labor  at  UO 
and  the  product  $80,000,  all  which  is  a  clear  profit  to  the  State. 

The  manufacture  of  flour  may  be  considered  as  the  staple,  or  almost  the  indigenooi 
of  the  State.  Of  this,  the  12  mills  at  Brandywine  bridge  may  be  considered  as  the  fint 
class,  manufacturing  only  for  merchant  work,  and  the  details,  are  correctly  gnven;  lO 
may  be  taken  as  a  second  class  for  merchant  and  grist  work  united,  the  two  dbsses  t 
employ  a  capital  of  ^6t 0,000,  and  about  70  men;  manufacture  480,000  bushels  of 
and  230,000  bushels  of  com,  and  produce  96,000  barreb  of  flour,  and  55,000  of  Iii£aniMi( 
'value  together  $816,000:  of  this  a  considerable  part  of  the  raw  material  is  derived  hom  fkt 
neighboring  States,  but  tlic  whole  is  a  fair  product  of  the  United  States,  which  may  betem* 
ed  an  agricultural  manufacture,  nccet^sary  to  put  the  produce  of  the  soil  into  a  Slitr  ftr 
exportation.  Besides  these,  there  are,  perhaps,  50'miU8  in  the  State*  of  a  third  efaii^  ftr 
gnst  or  grinding  the  "wheat  and  cbm  of  the  country  for  domestic  use;  the  capital  of  vUA 
may  be  reckoned  at  $100,000,  the  persons  employed  at  100,  and  the  product  at  $r5^00il 
but  as  this  product  is  consumed  at  home,  the  object  in  enumerating  these  mills  b  chiefly  li 
■how  the  amount  of  their  manufacturing  capital  and  labor. 

There  are,  in  .the  san^e  manner,  about  40  saw  miUs  for,the  manufiicture  of  limber,  ^ 
for  domestic  use,  which  employ  a  capital  of  $40,000,  and  80  men:  altogethery  itupfolMhiri 
they  produce  to  the  value  of  »40,000,  though  there  is  veiy  little  data  tior 
ing  them,  nor  is  it  of  importance. 
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There  are  twa  manufiictures  of  snuff  operating  upon  tobacco  of  the  United  States,  but 
the  returns  of  them  are  two  ineffident  to  notice  them,  as  well  as  two  or  three  6il  mills  for 
fiax-seed,  confined  to  country  use. 

Of  the  common  trades,  time  has  not  admitted  estimates  to  be  fomied;  but  having  thus 
mentioned  all  that  can  be  reached  of  the  principal  manufiictures  of  the  State,  with  such  re- 
iiiar)c8  as  have  seemed  necessary  respecting  theur  profits,  and  the  duties  upon  them,  it  only 
remains  to  bring  them  into  an  segregate  fonn,  which  I  have  dona^  under  ue  three  heads  ii

The  number  of  persons  supported  by  these  manufactures  may  be  taken  as  at  least  3  to  1 
of  those  employed,  or  5,000. 

The  flour  manufacture  consumes,  of  agricultural  produce,  480,000  bushels*  wheat,  and 
250,000  bushels  of  com,  value  $623,000. 

The  cotton  manufacture  consumes  1,500,000  lbs.  of  ntw  cotton:  in  the  estimate  of  tliia 
manufacture,  I  have  included  the  product  of  the  power  looms  employed. 

Having  submitted,  in  a  detached  form,  what  nas  occurred  to  me  on  the  general  subject 
of  the  tariff  and  labor  of  the  country,  I  am  not  aware  of  any  other  part  of  the  duty  required 
of  me  being  unattended  to,  as  far  as  time  has  admitted,  and  I  beg  leave  to  subscribe  myself

It  is  |>ri>l)ab)e  tlmt  little  or  no  commerce  cxieli.'d  before  llie  ruJi 
brouglit  into  tome  more  useful  form.  Tbero  arc,  indeed,  soino  i 
in  llibir  ruUcst  Btntc  arc  ailractivo  objects  of  barter;  acconlin| 
(ILtmonds,  pcarU,  spices,  perfumes,  and  native  sail,  among  the  ar 
Uhiii|i>i  i<IiLvcs,  ivorv,  the  line  Iinun  iif  Eo'pt,  and  many  otlicrs,  i 
period,  utaiiufactarcB  existed  which  fumiiScd  uticlGs  of  superior  c 
iiiai'jrial  fur  their  asv.  Indeed,  it  ia  aluioit  iinpoBsiblc  to  trace  the 
for  the  lirft  cultint;  down  a  tree  iTu]>llcs  on  cuiitence  of  them. 

Tlie  firul  (;onimutci3l  voyaccH  uf  wliich  we  itKid  were  extreme 
the  Europeans  to  have  made  on  our  own  coaBta,  and  such  as  are  n 
of  Anii'rica,  lliat  is,  tor  the  exchange  of  manufactuicd  articles  for  i 
their  arts  at  home.  Such  were  the  voyages  of  the  Egyptians  an 
Phtenician  trader  once  resorted  to  the  coast  ot  Argoi,  and  dis[da; 
broilglit  the  natives  to  tratfic,  when,  seJiing  the  Princess  la  and  1 
iiold  them  as  slaves  in  £gy[il.  Such  is  the  picture  of  Uio  eariicst 
turing  nations  carried  on  witli  Greece,  till  Qrecce  itself  bocamc  c 
settlement  uf  Ital]!,  Gaul,  and  Spain;  where  Marseilles,  C  adit,  i 
'  09  trading-houses  or  colonies  to  barter  manufactures  for  the  furSj 
uf  the  nations. 

Ah  tills  commerce  depended  on  the  maDufacturei  at  homo,  and 
the  beat  arts  far  making  them  gained  the  most  commErce,  ao  : 
object  of  tlie  utmost  atteiilion,  and  of  all  llic  bwa  necessary  to  gua 

In  some  States,  as  in  those  of  tho  rocky  coasts  of  Phienicia,  r 
source  of  commerce  ;  in  others,  as  in  Egypt,  they  combined  with 
ral  productions:  the  manufactures  of  E^pt  are  spoken  of  from  t 
the  book  of  Ezra  above  seventy  articles  of  manufaclurea  arc  cnm 
mercG  of  Tyre  and  Si  don. 

The  economical  regulations  of  these  Stalosj  and  of  thnr  produ 
cwliest  reeords  of  their  commerce  itself;  and  it  ftiay  he  asserted,  n 
manufacture  which  has  eiiatcd  in  any  country  has  depended  up 
iluco  or  mature  it,  but  that  no  great  national  art  baa  bcMi  tbrmed  ^ 
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In  tho  middle  ages,  Justinian  introduced  the  culture  of  silk  in  555,  to  Constantinople ;  and  it 
was  retained  in  the  Greek  prorinces  by  strict  regulations  for  near  six  hundred  years,  until  the 
conquest  of  Roger,  king  of  Sicily,  transplanted  Ix>th  the  art  and  workmen  to  Italy  and  France, 
whore  it  became,  and  has  since  constituted, -the  second  great  staple  of  European  manufacture. 
In  the  same  ages,  the  rich  commerce  of  Venice,  Florence,  Pisa,  Genoa,  and  the  Netherlands — 
in  sliort,  the  entire  reriFal  of  modem  industry  in  Europe,  arose  from  the  estal|lishment  of 
manufactures,  and  the  commerce  founded  upon  them,  equally  guarded  by  wise  regulations. 

There  is  no  one  occurrence  in  history  that  more  fully  illustrates  the  manner  in  whichy  by  the 
force  of  encouragtiment  and  protection,  the  whole  mass  of  agricultural,  manufacturing,  and 
commercial  labor,  may  be  formed  into  a  system  of  national  greatness,  than  the  rise  of  the  wool 
and  wool  trade  of  England.  From  the  remotest  period  of  its  history,  England  abounded  in 
tin,  lead,  hides,  and  wool,  which  were  carried  away  by  other  nations. 

In  the  middle  i^^  its  wool  was  tho  great  article  in  which  the  taxes  were  paid  to  its  kings,  and 
sold  by  them  to  foreigners,  who  carried  it  away  in  their  own  ships  to  supply  the  inanufactures  of 
Lombardy,  Spain,  and  Flanders,'  wliich  wore  in  turn  brought  back  to  supply  tho  people  of 
England.  There  was  then,  indeed,  no  commerce  or  wealth  in  the  kingdom,  beyond  a  bare  sale  ' 
of  this  valuable  article,  until  Edward  III.,  by  the  decisive  encourag^emcnt  of  foreign  artists,  and 
hjy  wholesome  regulations,  established  that  manufacture,  upon  which  its  commerce  began  to 
nse,  and  the  manufacture  itself  to  become  the  greatest  in  Europe.  Since  then  tho  same  regu- 
lations applied  to  other  native  productions,  and^  above  all,  within  the  last  fifly  years  to  its  iron 
and  coal,  have  formed  them  into  an  inmiense  resource,  and  eminently  inoreosed  at  once  its 
inanufactures  and  commerce. 

A  system  of  regulation  for  its  labor,  both  internal  and  external,  was  begun  in  France  after 
tho  reign  of  Henry  IV.,  (in  1600,)  when  it  had  but  few  manufactures,  and  no  commerce.  The 
faltidious  minuteness  of  this  system  has  been  censured,  and  many  of  its  details  now  appear 
absurd,  yet  from  them  has  resulted  the  improvement  of  tlie  pilk  manufacture ,  the  rise  of  those 
of  china,  tapestry,  cloth,  iron,  soap  and  wine,  by  which  the  native  productions  of  the  soil  were 
brought  into  activity,  and  created  the  rich  commerce  wliicli  France  possessed  before  the 
levolution. 

In  the  tfame  manner  we  may  trace  the  commerce  of  Holland,  founded  at  first  on  its  fisheries, 
and  afterwards  on  the  manufactures  of  itself  and  its  neighbors,  until  it  became  one  of  the  greatest 
commercial  States  of  Europe ;  and  wo  may  take  the  round  of  these  Stales  as  a  proof  huw  each, 
by  applying  itself  to  its  own  featureVi,  and  cultivating  the  labor  of  its  own  productions  by  just 
regulations,  has  entered  the  great  mart  of  commerce,  and  partaken  of  its  benefits. 

On  the  discovery  of  America,  the  Europeans  who  efiectcd  it  established  in  their  settlements 
the  common  feature  of  making  thrm  subservient  to  the  interests  at  home*,  and  formed  all  the 
laws  ihey  thought  proper  for  the  purpose.  The  Englisli  colonics,  before  the  revolution,  were 
aupplicd  with  tairifT  regulations  of  every  description  by  Enjoriand  herself,  whose  laws  protected 
thmr  ships  and  citizens,  and  regelated  their  intercourse  with  other  nations.  Tho  system  of 
their  labor  was  restricted  to  furnish  raw  materials  for  the  manufactures  of  England,  with  which 
their  wants  were  to  be  supplied ;  but  they  were  prohibited  from  forming^hoF.c  manufactures 
themselves.  The  principles,  indeed,  tlien  taught,  were  tliat  it  was  not  proper  to  indulge  the 
colonies  in  regulating  their  own  labor,  but  that  they  should  apply  themselves  to  clear  their 
forests,  and  to  pursue  their  agriculture,  leaving  manufactures  to  England  itself.  It  was  in 
Tain  that  the  soi^  of  America  was  found  to  teem  with  rich  mineral  productions,  and  her  woods 
with  objCL'ts  of  maiiufacture :  these,  so  far  as  they  could  furnish  raw  materials  to  England, 
were  encouraged,  hut  beyond  tliatthe  colonists  were  forbidden  to  go* 

The  English  system  was,  however,  so  loosely  understood,  and  so  weakly  pursued,  that 
though  it  prodtic'd  many  severe  and  absurd  restrictions,  yet,  from  the  stni,Tgles  of  tJie  colo- 
nists, or  tlieir  adroitiiess,  and  the  general  diHpoi<ition  of  England  to  turn  thcnito  account^  they 
were  left  veiy  much  to  their  own  operations,  befriended  in  many  instances  by  useful  laws,  and 
protected  by  tliose  of  the  British  empire :  hence  there  grew  ap  among  themselves  a  very 
beneficial  course  of  labor,  and  rapid  prosperity. 

The  history  cf  the  British  colonies  deser\x*s  to  be  studied  for  many  important  considerations, 
bat  pmctically  for  two : — first,  as  it  furnishes  the  best  instance  in  existence  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  labor  of  a  people,  certainly  in  the  main  very  free,  but  as  certainly  aided  by  many 
wholesome  laws,  became  applied  to  the  circumstances  around  them,  and  brought  into  effect  the 
operations  of  agricultural,  manufacturing,  and  commercial  labor,  so  as  to  form  one  great  ag- 
gregate of  the  whole,  founded  on  the  natural  productions  and  wants  of  t!ic  country  ;  and  ,se- 
condly,  as  the  best  practical  instance  of  public  or  political  economy,  to  prove  how  much  more 
the  principles  of  tliis  economy  are  to  be  attained  by  the  just  study  of  public  labor  in  each

country  for  itself,  than  by  general  theories;  and,  above  all,  that  the  political  economy  of  u.- 
United  States  is  to  be  traced  from  its  own  history  as  yet  discernible  tliroug^ut,  nthcr  thu 
from  the  tlieorics  of  European  writers,  unsettled  among  themselves,  and  drawn  from  stitei  of 
society  very  diHicult  to  be  traced  in  point  of  fact,  and  extremely  inapplicable  in  ail  their  d> 
cumstances  to  our  situation. 

The  Hrst  production  brought  into  use  by  the  a^icultural  labor  of  the  colonists,  tad  appli^ 
to  commerce,  was  tobacco ;  the  history  of  which  is  an  eminent  instance  of  the  manr.rr  innhicfa. 
a  production  of  very  little  importance  m  itself,  may,  by  the  application  of  useful  Uw»,  bccrjne 
the  means  of  extensive  happiness.  The  colony  of  Virginia  was  in  its  outset  so  wbollj  de- 
pendant on  England,  not  only  for  clothing,  but  for  food  itself,  that  the  colonists  wtn  on  ttt 
point  of  abandoning  it,  until  relieved  by  a  fortunate  supply,  yet,  having  no  roeins  of  seconn^ 
tliat  supply,  t!ie  same  fato  must  have  attended  it  but  for  the  production  of  tobacca  This  idle 
weed,  nauseous  at  first,  but  containing  a  stimulus  which  strongly  attract?  the  taste  of  cun, 
from  it.4  firtd  introduction  into  England,  seized  upon  the  habits  of  society  so  rapidly  in  prapor- 
tian  to  the  small  quantities  in  which  it  was  furnished,  as  to  establish  a  demand  for  it;  and  the 
regulations  of  James  I.,  though  founded  in  prejudice  against  it,  most  happily  gtveit  just  Che 
aid  it  required  ;  his  denunciations  of  iti>  use  rather  promoted  than  retarded  it ;  buthif  prohibi- 
tion of  its  culture  in  England  secured  it  to  the  colony,  and  gave  that  colon}'  at  dm  ii?  bread, 
and  afterwards  its  greatness.  In  fact,  to  this  plant,  brought  into  importance  by  the  dint  of 
regulation;*,  Viririnia  owed  her  rise,  and  that  powerful  extension  of  agricultural  and  comacicial 
labor  which  she  has  ever  since  enjoyed. 

The  fisheries  of  the  north  may  bo  considered  in  the  same  manner  as  the  second  ^rett  object 
of  labor,  and  the  parent  of  the  eastern  colonies —for  many  ag^s  before  their  settieuent,  iiK 
adventurous  Isshcrman  of  Hiscay  probably  frequented  the  banks  of  America  without  discoverji; 
it.?  shores,  or  turning  them  to  account.  But  the  fisheries  offered  iniinediate  employmen:  to  ocx 
northern  settlers  of  a  mixed  character  of  manufacturing  and  commercial  labor,  protected  fn^a 
the  outset  by  the  laws  of  England,  and  afterwards  by  its  conquests,  -which  gave  thcin  all  tJic 
'  c:icourag\;nK-nt  thi^y  required,  and  estubUshcd,  first,  the  fi&herics  themselves ;  and,  secoodlji 
t!iat  immenpo  naval  enterprise  which  bccs^e  applied  to  every  other  ohject. 

The  scttliMnent  of  the  great  middle  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  witJi  it  XcwJersey,  Dehi- 
ware,  and  part  of  Maryland,  fomis  the  third  instance.  Pennsylvania  depended  at  fiiv!  apc!'i 
a^rirultunil  labor,  but  it  couimcncvd  at  a  period  when  some  ccimraorce  had  begun  in  the  other 
colonies  aiid  the  West  Indicfi,  which  opened  the  supply  of  them  with  food;  bat  wlieit  and 
other  pioductions  of  agriculture  could  not  in  their  raw  state  be  exported  to  them,  or  in  &ct  to 
any  market  then  in  existence:  the  application  of  manufacturing  labor  theretbre  became cb- 
vitMisly  n<.M:i.'ssary  to  put  its  pro<luetiuus  into  a  form  for  commerce,  and  accordingly  manufiio- 
turos  of  wlieat  weic  introduced,  which,  converting  the  article  into  Hour  or  bread  gave  at  once 
a  staple  conuuodity  of  inestimable  value  every  where  demandtnl,  particularly  by  ihc  W*^t 
I.'ulia  Islands.  To  tliis  article  was  added  Indian  corn,  salted  provisions,  staves,  lumber,  and 
otiiers,  the  immediate  result  of  agricultural  and  manufacturing  labor  assisting  each  other. 
au'i  fun)i.<hin;c  the  ba<3is  of  an  extensive  conuncrce,  by  which  the  West  India  IslaaJ&weie 
iin)>rovf'fl  and  tl)c  middle  colonics  established. 

The  labor  cif  New- York  was  applied  in  a  manner  very  similar  to  tluit  of  Pennsylvaata,  so  as 
to  be  chwsfd  in  the  same  districl,  that  is,  its  carl^'  productions  were  wheat,  doiir,  rem,  and 
salted  provi>ions ;  but  its  trade  in  these  was  limited,  as  tlic  large  and  fertile  parti  of  diis 
colony  which  have  of  late  o{)ened  such  immense  resources,  were  unsettled  before  the  revolotiaB. 
New- York,  however,  superadded  U^  these  productions  a  considerable  fur  trad&  This  trader 
the  earliest  that  was  conducted  in  America,  had  engaged  the  Dutch,  Swedes,  French  and 
English,  i)i  s!nall  ves.self;  along  the  coasts,  and  in  small  trading-house?  at  New-Yoik  and  oa 
the  D<?laware,  which  were  in  luct  the  earliest  settlements  of  the  country  before  regular  colou- 
zation  b'.*gan  ;  but  after  this  it  became  an  extensive  trade,  difiercnt  in  some  degree  from  dhct 
classes  of^  labor  pursued  in  most  of  the  colonics,  though  most  extensively  in  New  York,  viwR 
Albany  wns  its  great  centre  until  the  conquest  of  Canada,  when  it  fell  principally  to  thatoteyi 
>v  hich  had  b-en  a  great  competitor  for  it  when  held  by  the  French. 

A  fourth  class  of^  Ihc  application  of  labor  existed  in  the  naval  stores  of  North  Carolina,  whid 
wen^  the  bas's  of  settlement  in  that  province,  and  to  this  was  added  its  lumber:  these  sHo* 
gather  were  the  result  of  an  immediate  application  of  manufacturiQg  labor  to  the  forest,  »d 
wore  fostered  by  the  British  laws. 

A  fiOh  application  of  labor  existed  in  South  Carolina,  whoso  swamps  were  converted  10  tks 
culture  of  rice  and  indigo,  both  of  which  were  the  productions  of  manufacture  and  agiMoR, 
or  rather  of  plunting  united,  the  proportion  of  manufacturing  labor  to  that  of  plantntf  bang 
small  in  the  first,  though  still  requisite  to  bring  it  into  commercial  use;  but  in  the  seoond  Ik  cue 
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Vk  as  revcncd,  ai  it  roquired  great  manufacturing^  labor  and  skill  to  produce  it.  It  if  to  be  noted 
that  cotton  is  mentioned  as  an  article  of  ezpoit  from  Carolina  so  early  as  1750,  yet  this 
must  be  considered  as  a  production  not  realiz^  to  any  extent  beforo  the  revolution. 

To  Carolina  was  added  Georgia — not,  however  until  the  middle  of  the  last  centunr ;  but 
when  added,  it  was  essentially  by  the  same  features  of  labor  producing  the  same  objects  of 
eonmicrce. 

These  constitute  the  essential  application  of  labor  upon  which  the  colonies  were  founded : 
in  describing  them  I  have  purposely  omitted  many  details,  in  order  to  judge  of  them  the  better 
in  their  simple  form.  In  the  progress  of  settlement,  however,  they  became  ramified  into  various 
shapes  by  the  increase  of  population,  the  introduction  of  new  arts,  and  the  discovery  of  natural 
productions,  upon  whidi  these  could  be  exercised :  another  great  feature,  therefore,  was  soon 
superadded  to  constitute  a  sixth  important  application  of  labor,  that  is,  manufactures. 

Hitherto  we  have  seen  manufacturing  labor  primarily  and  essentially  necessary  to  give  value 
to  the  most  simple  agricultural  productions,  and  to  fit  them  for  commerce ;  in  which  it  will  also 
bo  ^cen  that,  without  manufacturing  skill,  there  was  scarcely  a  sin cle  production  of  the  waters, 
the  forest,  or  the  soil,  which  could  bo  exported.  But  to  these,  which  we  may  term  agricultural 
manufactures,  a  second  class  was  immediately  added,  composed  of  those  essential  to  build 
houses  and  ships,  to  form  the  implements  pf  agriculture,  and  at  least  common  clothing ;  the 
uses  of  which  are  obvious,  and  they  immediately  threw  open  the  door  to  a  further  important 
extension.  The  shoemaker  would  encourage  the  tanner  to  manufacture  the  hides  of  the 
country ;  the  smith  who  mended  a  horse  shoe,  would  be  tempted  to  make  them,  and  to  tike 
for  the  purpose  the  iron  which  was  discovered  on  the  spot ;  the  conversion  of  wood  into  boards 
naturallv  led  to  that  of  furniture ;  the  furs  of  the  country  to  the  manufacture  of  hats ;  and  the 
frugal  iarmer  and  housewife  would  employ  the  long  evenings  of  winter  in  converting  their 
wool  and  flax  into  cloth.  These  togx^ther  bring  into  view  the  great  blass  of  staple  and  domes- 
tic manufactures  which,  from  the  outset,  employed  a  considerable  portion  of  the  labor  of  the 
colonists,  especially  of  those  to  whom  remoteness  of  situation,  or  the  want  of  objects  for  com- 
merce, rendered  them  essential .  Such  was  much  the  case  with  the  thriftv  settlers  of  New 
England,  who  became  early  attentive  to  their  manufactures,  not  only  to,  clothe  themselves,  but 
to  produce  many  articles  of  tniilic  with  the  other  colonics,  and  Massachusetts  applied  itself 
Y&cy  early  to  those  of  iron,  and  others  of  considerable  importance. 

It  was,  however,  in  Pennsylvania  that  the  greater  objects  of  manufactures  were  first  realized. 
This  colony  began,  as  I  have  obser>'cd,  at  a  later  period  th:in  most  of  the  rest ;  was  formed 
by  three  classes  of  people,  whoso  varied  characters  admirably  suited  the  distinct  portions  of 
labor.  The  first  of  these  were  tlie  Knglish  settlers,  and  a  large  proportion  of  them  qoakers ; 
the  second  Dutch  or  Germans ;  and  the  third  Irish.  The  last  brought  with  them  few  of  the  arts,but 
were  admirably  fitted  for  the  labor  of  the  forest  and  the  field;  the  English  introduced  many 
manufactures,  and  the  Germans  still  more,  for,  without  entering  deeply  into  the  inquiry,  it 
18  a  fact  that  the  manufactures  of  England  were  then  less  improved  than  those  of  the  con- 
tinent. 

To  her  English  and  German  settlers,  therefore,  Pennsylvania  was  principally  indebted  for 
the  introduction  of  her  arts  which  became  conspicuous  in  the  beginning  of  the  lust  century,  and 
.  to  thr^m  arc  to  be  traced  not  only  a  great  improvement  of  domestic  manufactures,  but  many  of 
a  superior  class,  among  which  we  may  reckon  paper  making,  type -founding,  and  printing, 
tanning  and  dressings  leather  and  skins,  stockings  of  excellent  fabric,  many  of  the  coarse  kinds 
of  cutlery  and  iron  ware,  gtass,  carriages,  and  a  variety  of  others,  which  became  fixed  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  made  it  in  no  small  degree  an  emporium  to  which  the  other  colonies  resorted 
for  many  articles  of  importance. 

Upon  this  basis  of  productions,  the  joint  effect  of  agriculture  and  manufactures,  but  particu* 
larly  of  the  agricultural  manufactures,  was  founded  the  commerce  of  the  colonies,  which  soon 
became  extensive,  and  directed  to  the  following  objects': 

First,  to  England  itself,  from  whence  the  colonies  derived  their  supplies,  and  through  which 
their  productions  were  transmitted  to  other  countries,  at  least  for  many  years. 

Second,  to  the  West  Indies,  which  proved  by  far  a  more  beneficial  trade  than  that  to 
England  itself,  and  was  actually  the  first  nurse  both  of  the  West  India  and  continental 
colonies. 

Third,  a  contraband  tradn,  which  grew  out  of  the  last,  with  tlie  FrenQh  and  Spanish  West 
Indies,  in  which  England  herself  largely  partook.  This  trade  was  perhaps  in  the  main  the 
most  beneficial  one  of  all,  as  it  Iargely|cncouragcd  the  productions  of  the  colonies  at  home,  and 
supplied  them  with  gold  and  silver  in  return. 

Fourth,  to  a  trade  which  was  permitted  by  England  with  Spain  and  Portugal,  the  returns  of 
which  were  allowed  to  bo  made  in  wines,  though  lor  a  far  greater  part  they  wore  remitted  to 
-  England,  or  brought  back  in  gold  and  silver. 
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ThU  brief  enumeration  is  sufficient  to  show  tlic  manacr  ii 
under  circumatuicca  of  gnat  frvi-'doni  in  tliur  choice,  ainn 
climate,  and  waters  iTounil  them,  and  applied  the  scvura]  di'| 
duction  of  ouu  ^rcat  and  imiiona^it  wliuli:,  conuEtiug  ur  ayrii 
and  tiihciiuii,  ao  blendi-d  u  to  form  a  most  poverful  and  hapj 
we  muft  coDMidur  tliia  labor  as  conducted  throughout  under  ti 
tbna  and  UiH-auf  tlicnaturcofa  taiilf.mimy  of  which  most  i 
and  encnnia;;e,  nhili;  iilhera  kpih  rSa  more  dubious  character 
injuriouH.

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On  the  contrary,  as  cariy  as  1699  a  wooUen  manufacture,  probably  no  more  than  a  domestic 
one,  was  denounced,  but  the  growth  of  raw  wool  encouraged ;  in  1731  the  making  of  hats  was 
forbidden  ;  and  in  an  act  of  1750  for  encouraging  pi^  iron,  tilt  hammers,  slitting,  cutting,  or 
platting  mills,  and  the  manufacture  of  steel,  are  prohibited. 

In  the  returns  of  1730  and  1732  the  great  prosperity  of  the  colonies  is  set  forth.  The  to- 
bacco of  Virginia  and  Maryland  employed  2,400  tons  of  shipping.  PennsylTania  exceeded  in 
white  population  all  the  southern  colonics  together,  built  2,000  tons  of  ships  annually,  and 
had  a  larffe  list  of  exports  in  agricultural  produce  and  articles  manufactured  from  it ;  and  the 
Now  Engmnd  colonies,  especially  Massacnusetts,  employed  40,000  tons  of  shipping  and  600 
vessels  in  theur  coasting  trade  and  fisheries.  Many  curious  particulars,  howcYor,  are  now  giren 
of  the  state  of  labor. 

In  Massachusetts  Bay  there  had  been  an  act  for  the  encouragement  of  paper,  and  a  paper* 
mill  erected ,  which  was  reported  to  interfere  w^ith  the  encouragement  of  the  British  merchant 
who  imported  foreign  paper ;  that  great  quantities  of  hats  were  made,  and  some  of  them  ex- 
ported, that  all  sorts  of  iron  work  for  shipping  was  made,  and  there  were  six  iron  furnaces  and 
nineteen  forges  in  New  England ;  that  ships  were  built  and  sold  to  the  French ;  that  wool  and 
flax  cloths  were  made  for  their  own  use  in  New  England,  Pennsylvania)  and  Somerset  county, 
in  Maryland.  There  seems,  however,  to  have  been  no  particular  return  from  Penns^vamiu 
but  it  is  remarked  that  there  are  more  trades  and  manufactures  prejudicial  to  tholie  of  KngJMid 
set  up  in  the  colonies  north  of  Virginia,  for  which  reason  it  is  proposed  to  Parliament  to  increase 
the  encouragement  of  the  colonists  to  turn  their  industry  to  such  manufactures  of  raw  matflyial 
and  naval  stores  as  might  be  of  service  to  England. 

The  commerce  of  the  colonies  may  now  be  considered  as  of  two  kinds ;  first,  thai  of  theCnr 
export  of  their  own  productions  to  a  large  extent  in- their  own  ships  to  the  West  Indies,  Ma- 
deira, Spain,  Portugal,  and  the  Mediterranean,  from  which  they  derived  considerable  profits  and 
large  returns  in  gold  and  silver,  or  bills  of  exchange :  and,  secondly,  the  trade  with  England, 
the  returns  of  wSch  comprised  what  inay  be  termed  tho/iiDiisAnig  trade — that  is,  the  supply 
of  the  colonies  with  all  sorts  of  manufactures,  which  trade  it  was  that  England  was  so  soha- 
tons  to  monopolize,  and  made  it  so  much  the  object  of  her  restrictions.  In  the  middle  and 
northern  States  this  trade  was  extensively  supplanted  by  their  free  population, 'devoted  to  tarn 
their  productions  to  their  own  account,  and  improving  them  by  their  agfricultural,  staple,  and 
domestic  manufactures.  But  to  the  southward  of  Pennsylvania,  England  succeeded  fnUy  in 
her  object,  and  supplied  her  manufactures,  extending  to  the  minutest  articles  of  domestic  use ; 
in  fact,  except  in  some  articles  which  England  could  not  supply,  the  intercourse  of  the  southem 
colonies  was  more  direct  with  her  than  with  the  northern  colonies  themselves. 

The  trade  with  England,  and  particularly  the  fumitking  trade^  was  chiefly  conducted  on 
British  capital,  that  is,  the  mannfactures;wcre  shipped  by  her  merchants  on  credit,  and  she  re- 
ceived tl^e  produce  of  the  colonies  sent  to  England :  but  the  furnishing  trade  required  for  itt 
return  not  only  all  this,  but  the  bills,  and  gold,  and  silver,  received  by  the  colonies  from  alf  their 
other  trade,  in  fact,  the  whole  value  of  the  exports  of  the  colonies,  beyond  whichtkere  was 
still  a  balance  due  the  British  merchants  ;  and  as  it  is  probable  that  all  the  profits  acquired  by 
the  colonists  were  vested  in  improvements,  the  capital  or  balance  of  it  constituted  actnaUy  a 
standing  mortgage  to  the  British  merchants,  apparently  paid  every  year  by  the  activitj  of 
trade^  but  actually  remainmg  and  increasing,  probably  to  the  amount  of  £2,000,000  sterling  in 
1773,  as  that  appears  to  have  been  the  value  of  a  year's  export  from  Engfland  at  the  time.  It 
shoidd  seem,  however,  that  the  excess  of  exports  of  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  and  New  Eng- 
land, then  amounted  to  about  £1,000,000,  and  the  excess  of  imports  in  Virginia,  Maryland,  the 
Carolinas,  and  Georgia,  to  £600,000  sterling,  as  appears  by  the  following  table :

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It  would  now  be  an  useless  inquiry  how  far  the  situation  of  the  colonics  wouM  have  beea 
better  or  wor^c  under  an  entire  free  trade,  but  it  would  not  be  a  dubious  ono,  as  there  caDDothe 
a  question  that  the  protection  and  pupport  of  a  powerful  empire  against  enemies  wbocualii  il- 
ways  have  subdued  or  disturbed  them,  and  who  ot\en  tlircatencd  thcTOt  with  the  bcnrStd'tbe 
arts  and  laws  of  that  empire,  constituted  exactly  that  nurse  of  their  strength  which  w£ise<ien- 
tial  to  their  growth,  and  effectually  accomplished  it;  they  wore  indeed  the  children  of  a  p^'H-srful 
parent  who  supported  thcrn,  but  nsquired  and  stimulated  their  aid  until  the  pcritjd  vb^n  a 
separation  became  advantageous  to  both. 

It  would  be  a  very  valuable  document  if  we  could  possess  it,  which  should  asceitair.  tbe 
statistical  value  of  the  colonies  at  the  time  of  the  revolution  ;  but,  though  nothing  of  iho  kiad 
exists,  there  are  some  data  upon  wliich  a  probable  estimate  of  it  may  be  formed,  sulficieBt,  al 
least,  if  its  principles  be  adhered  to,  to  continue  a  relative  calculation  afterwards.    In  a  work 
published  by  Mr.  Dodsley  in  1757,  the  white  population  of  tlic  colonics  is  cstimaccd  at  neaiiyx 
million;  but  either  by  the  authority  or  for  the  uses  of  the  first  Cong:rc8s  in  1774,  the  whole 
population  was  estimated  at  3,000,000.    At  that  time  the  value  of  the  estates  of  people  vf  the 
best  property,  (excepting  the  grreat  proprietors,)  was  about  $50,000,  and  as  there  wu  a  great 
equality  of  condition,  perhaps  few  were  worth  less  than  ;^100 ;  of  these,  if  we  lake  the-  whoie 
population  at  2,000,000,  the  families  at  400,000,  and  Uie  average  valuation  of  these  at  1300,  it 
would  'give  $200,000,000  for  tlic  aggregate  value  of  the  colonies,  including  real  and  personal 
estate.    Be  this  calculation,  however,  as  it  may,  we  cannot  but  consider  t!ic  many  fair  pr^rltkces 
brought  into  cultivation,  cities  and  houses  erected,  and  ships  and  personal  property  existiss,  as 
the  proof  of  a  vast  aggregate  of  wealth,  formed  in  the  course  of  little  more  than  a  cenioryby 
the  united  eflbrts  of  agriculture,  manufacturing,  and  commercial  labor,  inseparably  aBtbedia 
one  common  whole,  exercised  with  great  freedom,  but  certainly  under  many  regulation*. 

However  advantageous  England  was  to  the  colonies,  their  value  to  her  was  inestimable^  tad 
certainly  the  basis  of  her  commercial  greatness.  "Before  England  had  colonie-s"  says  a  dis- 
tinguished British  writer  of  the  last  ccntur}',  "  our  general  commerce  was  undoubt^ly  very 
inconsiderable."  Again—"  the  American  plantations  arc  estimated  for  the  vast  increase  r/ 
their  people,  and  the  accommodations  raised  by  them  for  our  use,  manufactures  and  exportif 
tion,  and  more  especially  fur  the  perpetually  increasing  demand  for  all  kinds  of  our  manulactares; 
the  people  and  ships,  the  supply  and  the  bullion  they  bring  in,  and  it  is  said  the  commerce  we 
carry  on  with  our  colonies,  is  so  vast  as  probably  to  exceed  in  profit  that  with  all  the  rest  uf  the 
world.**  Sir  Josiali  Child,  in  hiti  treatise  on  the  trade  of  England,  obserres  "'that  erery 
white  man  in  the  colonics  gives  empluy  to  four  at  home."  In  fact,  the  colonics  affoided  to  Eng- 
land that  sure  and  certain  market  for  her  manufactures  which  enabled  her  to  tiy  every  exp^ 
riment  to  improve  them  until  they  became  fitted  for  the  rest  of  the  world.  If^  dkerefore,  we 
examine  the  rise  of  Manchester,  Birmingham,  SheiHeld,  and  her  other  manufactuiing  to^mt, 
we  shall  find  that  the  first  great  commencement  of  their  prosperity  took  place  with  the  opening 
of  tlie  colonies  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  century,  and  that  the  great  part  of  Liverpool  hu 
actually  been  created  by  their  trade. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  first  rupture  between  England  and  her  colonies  began  with  the  al* 
tempts  of  her  minister,  Mr.  Grcnville,  too  rigidly  to  enforce  the  existing  reg^ationsy  (which  bid 
always  been  most  wisely  attempered  to  their  situation,)  and  new  regulations  to  tax  them,  the 
attempts  at  which  had  at  all  times  been  resisted  as  an  invasion  of  their  rights ;  but  periiaps  the 
best  reason  may  be  given  for  it  in  the  confidence  of  the  colonics  to  reg^atc  their  own  labor  udte 
govern  themselves.  One  of  the  first  measures  of  Congress  of  1774  was  a  very  bold  ooe^  thtti% 
to  get  rid  of  the  furnishing  trade,  or  in  fact  the  whole  trade  of  England,  by  the  noa-importatiQa, 
non-coruiumption,  and  non-exportation  agreement.  This  was  founded  on  the  value  of  the  trade 
to  England,  and  the  resources  she  derived  fiom  it;  and  it  certainly  was  a  measure  of  severe  di^ 
tress  to  her,  as  it  deprived  her  of  the  debt  due  from  the  colonies,  which  cannot  be  estimated  at 
less  than  £1,500,000,  of  all  the  revenue  derived  from  tho.trade,  and  of  the  best  market  ibr  bci 
manufactures  before  she  had  acquired  others  to  supply  its  place,  the  annual  loss  of  whidicanaet 
perhaps  be  estimated  at  less  than  another  £1,500,000  in  itself. 

But  the  measure  was  not  witliout  severe  distress  to  the  colonies,  who  were  now  dinci  to 
their  own  resources  for  a  period  of  nine  years,  in  which  they  had  to  encounter  not  only  aH  the 
privations  of  their  accustomed  labor,  but  the  calamities  of  war.  Their  first  loss  was  an  cntiie 
one  of  their  commerce  and  the  fisheries,  with  the  lumber  trade  of  the  north;  then  foOoved 
the  flour  and  other  provisions  of  the  middle  States,  and  of  the  rice,  tobacco,  and  naval  itom 
of  the  south ;  except  the  supply  of  the  pc^ople,  and  the  provisions  of  the  army,  a  great  paxtef 
the  crops  of  1775,  1776,  and  1777,  perished,  and  cultivation  was  extremely  reduced. 

The  stock  of  foreign  manufactures  in  the  country  at  first  waa  probably  equal  to  one  yan^ 
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supply,  or  might  bo  spun  out  to  two ;  but  there  was  immediately  an  extraordinary  demand  for 
the  army,  and  the  supply  of  many  articles  of  the  first  necessity  was  altogether  deficient,  par- 
ticularly of  military  stores,  salt  and  sugars.  Of  these  two  last  articles  the  want  was  for  a  long 
time  irremediable,  the  prices  became  exhorbitant,  and  the  consumption  diminished,  but  the 
want  of  salt  was  severely  distressing.  Of  clothing,  the  stock  at  first  was  largely  applied  to  the 
army  and  the  troops  of  1775,  particularly,  the  volunteers  of  the  cities  were  well  supplied,  but  the 
supply  soon  became  so  exhausted  that  the  sufferings  of  1776  were  extreme. 

In  this  situation,  two  circumstances  saved  the  country,  viz.  its  severe  economy  and  its  manu- 
facturing labor ;  both  of  these  were  most  interestingly  impressed  by  Coogrcss  and  all  public 
bodies,  and  eminently  supported  by  the  people.  Withdrawn  from  those  allurementa  which  the 
constant  change  of  fashion  in  foreign  manufacture  presents  to  increase  their  expenses  beyond  cal- 
culation, t)ie  time  now  arrived  in  which  the  pride  of  drees,  furniture,  and  equipage,  became  abated, 
and  the  best  citizens  of  the  country  were  not  ashamed  to  be  seen  in  clothes  of  extended  use,  a 
patched  garment,  an  overcoat  of  blanket  or  of  their  household  manufacture,  and  it  is  almost 
needless  to  say  that  the  poorer  class  of  people,  and  the  negroes  of  the  south,  were  supplied  in 
this  way  by  their  own  hands. 

It  was  now,  however,  that  the  value  of  the  existing  manufactures,  with  their  improvements, 
and  the  introduction  of  now  ones,  was  felt  and  encouraged  by  every  public  and  private  exertion. 
The  wants  of  the  army  led  immediately  to  those  of  powder,  cannon,  and  military  stores :  these 
therefore  became  immediately  active,  and  particularly  iron  in  all  its  shapes,  as,  also,  leather  and 
hats.  Of  cotton,  little  was  yet  grown  in  the  colonies,  but  it  began  to  be  cultivated  for  domestic 
uses.  The  quantity  of  wool  was  small,  but  it  was  increased  by  attention;  and  the  growth  of 
hemp  and  flax,  with  the  manufactures  of  them,  largely  encouraged.  To  these  primary  articles 
were  added  paper,  glass,  and  many  others ;  in  short,  most  of  the  uses  and  comforts  of  life 
began  to  receive  a  decent  and  beneficial  supply  before  any  could  be  obtained  from  abroad. 

As  the  war  advanced,  and  particularly  after  the  French  alliance  of  1778,  some  markets  were 
opened  in  France  and  the  West  Indies  for  exports,  particuUu'ly  flour  and  tobacco,  and  some 
supplies  were  derived  by  fast  sailing  vessels  and  privateers.  The  trade  was  attended,  however, 
with  so  much  risk  and  expense,  that  the  prices  were  very  high ;  but  those  obtained  for  our  own 
produce  became  most  useful  in  raising  tl^  prices  at  home,  and  reviving  cultivation ;  and  those 
of  foreign  supplies  stimulated  the  manufacturer.  One  beneficial  efifect  of  the  foreign  trade, 
particulariythatofthe  West  Indies,  was  to  supply  the  country  with  specie,  and  to  tlus  was 
added  the  expenditure  of  the  BriAh  army,  which  insensibly  circulated  through  the  coun- 
try. At  the  close  of  the  war,  therefore,  English  guineas,  French  crowns,  and  Spanish  doUars,# 
were  in  considerable  abundance,  the  fair  result  of  its  industry ;  so  that,  altogether,  the  last 
years  of  the  war  furnished  an  admirable  practical  lesson  of  the  manner  in  which  a  freQ  people 
may  overcome  all  their  disadvantages  by  a  frugal  and  industrious  application  of  their  own 
labor  to  their  own  resources,  and  creating  that  best  of  all  enjoyments — their  self-dependance. 
This  self-dependance  was  indeed  one  of  the  most  inestimable  fruits  of  the  revolution,- as  it 
gave  the  real  independence  of  labor  and  resource  to  that  of  political  right,  which  would  have 
been  nugatoij  without  it,  and  this  itefiected  by  confirming  the  old  manufacturing  and  agricul- 
tural labor  of  the  country  with  the  new  objects  that  necessity  adfled  to  them,  to  supply  the  loss 
of  commercial  labor  for  the  present,  and  to  lay  the  best  foundation  for  its  pursuit  when  it 
iwived. 

Dnrinjg  this  period  there  existed  few  features  of  a  tarifl*:  Congress  indeed  established  a  flag, 
tnd  gave  a  national  character  to  our  ships  where  they  were  admitted,  but  it  had  no  power  to  - 
lay  duties  or  regulate  commerce;  that  rested  with  the  several  States,  and  what  was  done  was 
by  them ;  but  little  was  necessary ;  it  was  altogether  a  period  of  storm  and  convulsion,  in 
which  war  and  exigence  suppUed  the  place  of  regulation.  The  labor  of  the  country  was  suffi- 
ciently protected  by  the  early  regulations  which  had  been  made,  and  the  high  price  at  which 
every  supply  was  attained,  and  duties  were  not  wanted  to  enhance  what  necessity  so  much 
required. 

Some  attention  to  the  capital  of  the  country  during  this  period  is  necessary  in  considering  its 
labor.  That  which  was  due  to  England  existed  chiefly  in  debts  of  the  country  to  those  who 
owed  it  abroad,  and  with  those  of  the  people  among  themselvei^  were  eitlier  not  paid  at  all,  or 
paid  in  depreciated  paper  money,  the  greater  part  of  it  remained  in  a  state  of  abeyance;  the 
gold  and  silver  of  the  country  was  carefully  hoarded,  or  brought  out  only  for  the  most  pressing 
uses ;  and  the  pay  of  the  army  and  public  supplies  were  made  in  the  depreciated  paper  until 
that  would  no  longer  serve  the  purpose,  when  the  private  credit  of  Mr.  Morris  and  some  fo 
reign  loans  supplied  its  place.  Extreme  demand  and  brisk  sale  seem  to  have  suppUed  the 
place  of  capital  until  the  revival  of  commerce  brought  home  supplies  of  gold  and  silver.  During 
Qie  latter  three  years  of  the  war  the  combination  of  these  with  foreign  loans,  and  the  expendi- 
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turo  uf  tlic  Froiich  ami  BntiHli  anniee,  gavR  thai  decent  Fp 
mcnliuiii  il,  and  t  >  lliia  nmy  Iw  tuJdi'd  Uiv  opcialionB  of  Ok  1

The  period  In  questioa  lasted  seven  years,  that  is,  fron 
Federal  UovemmonI  wan  formed  and  becan  to  impart  its  ha 
be  traced  strp  by  step  almost  with  ma^  influence  The 
powerful  judiciary  redeemed  the  debt  of  the  country  from  I 
gave  iinm.'diate  value  to  properly,  and  funding  the  nationa 
justice  to  the  Government,  gave  atrength  to  the  country  at  h< 
was  wanting  to  all  its  operations — a  powerful  capital ;  butt 
cicnt,  funds  were  wanting  to  pay  the  debt,  or  interest  of  it, 
taxalion,  and  had  no  resource  but  liy  reviving  the  labor  oftl 
from  it,  which  was  accordingly  b^un  by  all  that  protection  ai 
features  of  alorifl'.  The  regiHlcringour  ships,  their  papers  a 
toana^  duties,  and  discrimination  on  them  between  our  own  a 
in  favor oF commercial  labor;  bul,  to  support  that  labor,  the  pi 
it  dependeil  was  Gqually  necessary,  and  was  eliect«d  by  im[ 
commodating  them  to  the  purpose 
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It  was  in  the  three  sestiona  of  the  first  Congress  of  1789,  1790,  and  1791,  that  all  the  great 
measures  for  organizing  the  Government  were  brought  forward  in  succession,  and  placed,  like 
tne  well  adjust^  parts  of  a  building,  to  form  a  magnificent  whole.  In  this  the  establishment 
and  regulations  of  Congress  itself  constituted  one  feature ;  that  of  the  Judiciary,  the  Depart- 
ments of  State,  Treasury  and  War,  another;  naturalization  and  the  census  a  third;  the  na- 
tional debt  a  fourth ;  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  a  Mint,  and  Patent  Office,  a  fifth — all  ap- 
plicable to  the  Government  generally  ;  but  the  regulations  of  commerce,  with  the  duties  and 
custom-house,  constituted  the  general  tarifl*. 

The  duties  of  the  tarifij  strictly'speakint;,  were  formed  by  the  first  eiHcient  act  of  Cong^ss, 
dated  July  4,  1789,  in  which  the  principles  for  establishing  them  were  thus  declared  by  the 
preamble :  "  Whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  support  of  Government,  for  the  discharge  of  the 
debts  of  the  United  States,  and  the  encouragement  and  protection  of  manufactures,  that  duties 
be  laid  on  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  imported  ;*' — and  the  same  is  repeated  in  the  act  of 
August  10,  1790,  for  increasing  them.  These  acts  constitute  the  basis  of  the  tariff  duties  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  principles  ever  after  pursued.  Accordingly,  they  were  adjusted  from 
the  outset  at  once  to  form  the  revenue  and  protect  the  labor  of  the  country  in  which  they  were, 
of  course,  in  some  degree  experii^ental  as  to  their  items  at  first,  and,  with  the  tonnage  and 
other.acts  of  the  same  nature,  received  various  modifications  to  complete  their  details  and  to 
increase  the  revenue  as  they  did  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1791. 

As  if,  however,  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  was  destined  not  only  to  realize  the 
blessino^s  of  political  liberty,  but  to  be  the  harbinger  of  an  unbounded  prosperity,  it  began  and 
proceeded  so  much  hand  in  hand  with  the  revolution  of  France,  and  those  troubles  which  finally 
convulsed  all  Europe,  as  to  derive  from  them  advantages  which  they  would  probably  never 
otherwise  have  obtamed.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1788,  the  produce  of  the  United  States  seems 
to  have  been  at  its  utmost  ebb,  and  fiour,  which  may  be  taken  as  one  of  the  best  types  of  it* 
was  as  low  as  four  dollars  per  barrel,  yet,  from  a  demand  for  France,  occasioned  by  the  dis- 
organization of  its  labor,  the  price  of  this  article  rose  in  1787  to  upwards  of  five  dollars,  and 
the  French  islands  cut  off  from  supplies  from  home,  opened  their  ports,  and  gtive  a  market  for 
the  provisions  of  the  United  States,  and  soon  after  for  two  other  important  branches  of  their 
trade — first,  a  considerable  supply  of  furnishing:  manufactures,  and,  secondly,  the  return  or 
produce,  particularly  sugars  and  coffee,  which,  nrst  carried  to  the  United  States  beyond  their 
consumption,  were  exported  to  Europe,  and  began  their  trade . 

In  the  meantime,  the  trade  to  Canton  and  India  become  very  extensive  and  profitable,  Siid 
though  conducted  with  silver,  that  silver  was  obtained  principally  from  the  islands  in  return 
for  our  produce  ;  and  nankeens,  India  muslins,  and  teas,  were  brought  home  and  sent  again 
to  the  West  Indies  or  Europe,  by  which  they  became  new  objects  for  the  carrying  trade. 

About  this  time  the  settlement  of  the  Genessee  country  began  largely  to  open  those  resources 
which  have  raised  the  State  of  New  York  to  its  present  eminence.  The  cultivtition  of  cotton 
became  an  object  of  importance  in  Carolina  and  Georgia,  and  the  machinery  to  manufacture 
it  to  constitute  a  new  era  in  manufactures.  These  soon  caught  the  attention  of  the  people  of 
these  States,  and  the  vigilance  of  Mr.  Hamilton,  then  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  turn  the 
manufacture  to  the  best  account,  and  to  encourage  the  growth  of  cotton  by  tlie  improvement  of 
its  home  consumption.  Accordingly  the  import  of  cotton,  which  had  thus  far  been  obtained  from 
abroad,  was  subjected  to  a  duty,  and  some  English  artists  conversant  in  tho  new  machinery 
coming  mto  these  States  were  encouraged  by  the  ministers  with  the  influence,  though  not  the 

Jarticipation  of  Government,  to  begin  their  operations,  for  which  the  works  at  Patcrson  in  New 
ersey^  were  formed ;  previous  to  which  a  woollen  manufacture  had  been  begun  at  Hartford, 
in  Connecticut.  At  this  period,  it  is  worth  remarking,  that  the  export  of  cotton  from  Carolina 
amounted  to  63,500  lbs.  per  annum. 

In  December,  1791,  Mr.  Hamilton,  at  the  requisition  of  Congress,  brought  forward  his  cele- 
brated report  on  the  manufactures  of  the  United  States,  which  was  the  result  of  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  them  pursued  that  year  by  conferences  with  persons,  whether  mercantile  or  ma- 
nufacturing, who  were  conversant  with  them,  and  employing  others  in  obtaining  accurate  in- 
fonnation  of  their  details.  Upon  this  occasion,  afmass  of  statistical  facts  and  estimates  were 
produced,  which  are  or  ought  to  be  among  the  public  records ;  but  much  of  them  is  within 
the  recollection  of  those  who  were  conversant  with  them  at  tho  time,  and  some  facts  are  repre- 
sented which  it  was  not  within  the  scope  of  Mr.  Hamilton's  report  to  mentionf  particularly  that 
the  mass  of  manufactures  in  Pennsylvania,  especially  if  we  include  a  few  adjoining  counties  of 
Delaware  and  New  Jersey,  exceeded  all  those  of  the  otlicr  States  together,  and  were  certainly 
very  important,  as  also  were  those  of  tho  New  England  States,  through  which  manufactures 
were  extremely  diffused,  though  in  no  degree  with  the  great  features  which  they  have  since 
ass«med« 
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It  is  by  no  means  within  the  scope  of  thcac  notes  to  enter  into  a  disquisition  or  even  de- 
acriptioii  of  the  principles  of  Mr.  Hamilton's  report.  Thus  much,  however,  must  be  raid— dat 
('^w  Stutc  papers  have  been  fonncd  upon  a  better  knowledge  of  facts,  or  have  more  deazly 
elucidated  the  principlun  to  be  drawn  from  them,  in  a  country  and  state  of  society  which  ad- 
mitted the  most  lucid  discemmentt  and  the  application  of  them  against  theories  of  the  doKC. 
AVith  a  iu!*t  review  of  all  the  intcresbi  of  commerce,  agriculture,  and  mannfactures,  the  gmt 
principle  uf  Mr.  Hamilton  seems  to  have  been  to  embrace  them  all  under  one  head  of  natotil 
labor,  and  there  is  no  one  point  uf  sectional  produce,  labot  or  opinion,  which  he  did  not  con* 
template,  elucidate,  and  endeavor  to  reconcile. 

There  were  few  of  tlie  manufactures  into  which  the  report  did  not  enter  in  considrrable  dfr> 
tail,  ex{)lainln<!  at  once  itu  situation,  bearing  on  the  countrv*,  and  the  particular  aUendnn  it  rv> 
quirud,  in  which  it  is  that  the  value  of  such  inquiries  consist  far  more  than  in  the  application  of 
geueral  principles.     And  here  it  may  be  proper  to  mention  a  classification  which  the  manufac- 
turus  now  admitted   rather  different  from  any  that  has  been  givei* :  one  class  df  them  con- 
sisted of  manufactures  so  old  and  firm  that  they  might  be  considercid   staple  or  indi^ous — 
such  wore  the  flour,  paper,  leatlier,  and  iron  manufactures  of  •I'cnnsylvania,  which  wuccoe^'al 
witli  it;^  settlement,  and  had  sto<xl  tlic  test  of  British  prohibition,  revolutionary  war,  uidnhse- 
quent  dtprcioion ;  and  in  this  doss  may  be, included  the  distilleries  and  many  others  of  N«r 
Eln<;iaiid,  those  of  tobacco  and  snufi*,  beer,  hats,  cordage,  refmed  ^ugar  and  carriages,  vhesevcr 
t-.)  be  found-     A  second  class  constituted  many  more  refined  artidica   of  the  Axmishin;  tnk, 
such  as  funiituro,  wuies  of  all  the  metals,  potteries,  bricks,  tiles,  marble.  Sec    The  dtf^n^ 
manufactures  tuna  a  third  class,  but  those,  which  were  so  important  in  Europe,  hod  not  yet  tt 
vjticcd  in  the  United  States  much  l>eyond  household  or  domestic  manufactures,  and  the  m- 
I'.'rials  wore  not  yet  alumdant ;  neither  wool,  cotton,  or  silk,  or  oven   hemp  or  fiax,  being  yet 
raised  sulHcient  for  extonsive  manufactures.    Of  the  embryo  cotton   manufacturer,  we  have, 
alrcafly  ijpokcn,   and   tlie  rest  will  be  noted  hereafter  as  the  materials  for  tliem    were  is* 
trod  need. 

The  principlos  of  tliis  n-'port  w«Te  adojited  in  the  act  of  May  2d,   1792,  which  immediately 
followed  it,  and  uf  which  indeed  ii  was  the  <ilivious  precursor.     It  is  however  to  be  noted  that 
the  act  (if  Aug.  10,  17'J0,  had  already  cuterc>d  so  fully  into  all  the  details  then  known  as  to  pos- 
sess the  character  of  a  very  general  act  modified  upon  the  same  principles,  and  to  this  had  been 
adiled  the  uotof  March  i2d,  1791,  as  to  the  articles  of  lead  aud  colored  linens.     The  obTJouf 
Purpose  of  I  lie  act  of  March,  1702,  was  to  increase  the  revenue  for  the  defence  of  the  fiuncien, 
a:id  of  ( oiirse  the  du;ic:K  were  considerably  raised  by  it,  in  doing  %vhich  they  vi*ere  »  modelled 
to  the  priacipies  of  the  report,  that  we  might  take  the  occasion  for  a  general  analyiis  sf  the 
duties,  if  it  were  not  that  soon  after  this  a  farther  extension  and  modification  of  them  by  the  id 
of  1791,  afford  j  a  better  op{>ortunity  uf  doing  it.  ^ 

In  Die  incantiino,  a  most  rapid  increase  of  prosperity  in  every  form  of  labor  followed  these 
act.^,  of  wliicli  we  may  judge  4roni  Hour,  the  export  of  wliich  had  risen  Irom  300,000,  at  |4,  in 
I7e,ij,  to  1,000,000,  at  $7,  in  17'J3,  and  the  exports  of  the  United  States  to  $26,000,000.  Various 
new  uSjicts  of  produce  or  application  of  labor  were  brought  into  operation,  particularly  the 
coal  mincit  of  Virginia,  the  use  of  steam  engines,  and  the  improvement  of  coni'CTUice  by 
roads  and  canals,  in  which  more  was  effected  from  1790  to  1793,  than  since  the  settlement  of 
the  country. 

These  circumatanccji,  however,  were  not  without  the  alloy  of  several  advene  ones,  ptiticn* 
larly  the  insurrection  in  Pennsylvania  against  the  attempts  to  introduce  an  excise  law,  the  wan 
c'f  the  Indians  on  our  frontiers,  and  the  capture  of  our  ships  in  the  West  Indies  both  by  the 
British  and  French. 

The^e  occurrences  produced,  as  is  well  known,  the  levy  of  considerable  forces,  the  IhitificB- 
t.m  of  our  seaports,  and  a  navy ;  and  briefly  to  mention  their  issue,  the  insurrection  vis 
(fuelled  by  the  prompt  display  of  an  adequate  force  ^hich  gave  increased  strength  to  the  G(h 
vernincnt,  the  British  captures  prorluced  a  remonstrance  and  settlement  of  difierenccs  with  Gmt 
Britain  by  Ja>'s  treaty,  and  the  Indian  war  was  terminated  by  the  peace  of  QreenriUe.  Tie 
Fronch  captures  alone  still  remain  unredressed. 

Of  tlie  (;n*ect  of  tho.'o  measures  upon  labor,  it  is  to  be  observed  that,  by  the  trsaty  of  Giec^ 
v'.lie,  YTt*  became  posscHsi'd  of  the  Indian  territory  northwest  of  the  Ohio;  and  Kentucky  having 
]i?en  admitted  into  the  Union  in  179S,  and  Tennessee  settled,  though  not  admitted  till  1791, 
the  rise  of  the  western  States  nuw  coinnir^nced,  the  immediate  eflfect  of  which  was  to  incieeM 
the  produce  and  manufactures  of  Pittsburgh,  and  open  new  markets  for  supplies  from  the  A^ 
lantic  States .  The  tflect  of  the  British  treaty  was  to  obtain  redress  for  our  plundered  cidi 
and,  in  some,  degree,  to  allay  Uic  spirit  of  depredation  on  our  commerce.  It  is  to  be  obi 
however,  that  tliis  was  tlio  first  moment  in  which  the  ministry  of  that  nation  had  giiea 
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lion  to  the  af&irs  of  these  States  since  she  had  lost  them,  and  it  did  not  escape  the  Tigilance  of 
Mr.  Pitt  what  vast  resources  were  to  be  derived  from  sharing  in  the  neutral  commerce  which 
oar  Stat^  were  extending  to  every  quarter  of  the  world,  and  making  England  the  emporium 
of  it :  a  sort  of  tadt  division  of  the  neutral  trade  therefore  ensued,  which  certainly  produced 
ffteat  wealth  to  both  countries  even  under  the  bad  faith  with  which  England  maintained  it. 
One  effect  of  the  treaty  was  that  the  supply  of  British  manufactures  was  continued,  and 
that  large  quantities  of  them  were  brought  to  the  United  States,  and  re-shipped  to  other 
countries. 

By  the  act  of  June  5,  1794,  domestic  taxes  were  laid  of  8  cents  per  lb.  on  snufi^  and  two 
'  cents  on  sugar  refined  in  the  United  States,  and  additional  import  duties  of  4  cents  on  manu- 
factured tobacco,  12  on  snufi^  and  4  on  refined  sugar,  to  counteract  them :  the  act,  however, 
was  confined  to  these  objects,  but  the  general  act  of  June  7,  taken  in  onnection  with  the  pre« 
joeding  acts  of  1790  and  1798,  form  a  tariff  of  duties,  which,  with  the  tonna^  act,  and  those 
for  the  regulation  of  commerce,  constitute  altogether  that  general  tariff  which  it  is  now  a  proper 
moment  to  analyze  in  order  to  forn^  a  just  idea  of  the  system  of  our  revenue,  and  the  protection 
of  our  labor. 

Referring  to  this,  it  will  be  seen  that  our  general  commerce  was  protected  by  the  tonnage  of 
50  cents  on  foreign  ships  against  S  on  our  own,  and  the  disOriminating  duty  of  ten  per  cent,  on 
imports  in  foreign  ships,  by  the  act  for  registering  our  ships,  protection  of  seamen,  erecting 
light-houses  and  harbors,  and  establishing  the  navy ;  foreign  commerce  by  these,  or  establish* 
ing  consulates  and  intercourse  abroad ;  the  carrying  trade  by  the  drawback  of  duties,  and  the 
coasting  trade  by  the  high  tonnage  dutj^  on  foreign  vessels,  which  amounted  to  a  prohibition  of 
their  engaging  in  it. 

The  fisheries  were  protected  by  their  licenses,  the  tonnage  duty  on  foreign  vessels,  by  the 
duties  on  foreign  fish  oil  and  spermaceti  candles,  and  a  specific  bounty  given  at  first  on  fifh 
exported,  afterwards  commuted  to  an  annual  tonnage  bounty  of  fVom  one  to  two  and  a.  helf 
dollars,  with  various  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  fishing  vessels  and  the  general  protection  of 
commerce. 

Agriculture  was  protected  by  the  general  duty  on  non-enumerated  articles,  and  discrini* 
Bating  duties  on  foreign  ships,  where  these  were  sufficient,  as  they  were  on  wheat,  rice,  tobacco, 
wool  and  flour,  by  specific  duties  on  others,  as  hemp  and  cotton,  and  by  the  duties  on  agrieul* 
tural  manufactures. 

These  agncultural  manufactures  were  protected  also  by  the  non-enumerated  and  dis- 
criminating duties  \irhich  were  sufficient ;  on  flour,  com  meal,  potash,  naval  stores  and  lunber, 
and  by  specific  duties  on  indigo,  malt,  beer,  cheese,  candles,  soap,  starch,  and  bounties  oi  salt 
provisions. 

Those  which  may  be  termed  the  old  staple  and  domestic  manufactures  of  the  country  were 
protected  by  specific  duties,  as  ships  by  tonnage,  the  home  distilleries,  and  iron,  with  the  larger 
articles  derived  from  it,  as  cannon  and  anchors,  steel,  paper,  cordage,  refined  sugar,  finrming 
utensils,  &c.  , 

The  furnishing  manufactures,  and  a  variety  of  others  which  had  sprung  from  the  abov«,  were 
protected  by  specific  duties,  as  nails,  arms,  and  a  great  variety  of  articles  of  iron,  steel,  copper, 
tin,  lead,  books,  stationery,  &c. 

The  clothing  manufactures  not  having  been  extensively  established  beyond  domestic  articles, 
were  not,  as  I  have  already  observed,  pressed  by  protecting  duties  beyond  thegenenl  ones, 
except  on  some  articles  which  were  established,  as  stockings,  hnens,  print  ai^d  coloredcottons, 
and  silks. 

For  the  general  protection  and  encouragement  of  manufactures,  raw  materials  not  fiirnished 
in  the  country,  or  in  sufficient  quantities,  were  made  free,  such  as  bullion,  copper,  tin,  sulphury 
•  saltpetre,  plaster,  hides,  skins  and  furs,  rags  and  dying  materials,  and  such  as  were  partially 
'  produced  in  it  with  sufficient  protection,  sudi  as  cotton,  hemp,  lead,  iron  and  coals. 

^he  great  mass  of  the  revenue  was  made  to  depend  on  those  miscellaneous  articles  of  ex- 
tended use  for  comfort  or  luxury,  which  in  all  ages  and  nations  have  been  made  the  fiur  objects 
of  taxation,  particulariy  distilled  liquors,  wines,  teas,  sufar  and  molasses,  salt,  cofiee  aid  cocoa, 
J^epper  and  other  spices,  foreign  fruits,  china,  and  India  goods,  and  the  innumerable  articles 
Gif  use,  luxury,  and  fashion,  of  the  furnishing  manufactures  of  Great  Britain  and  the  rest  of 
felofope. 

If  we  take  the  duties  in  a  sectional  view,  we  shall  find  that  the  fisheries  and  distilleries  of  the 
^BMtiem  States,  the  wheat  flour  and  other  provisions  of  the  middle  States,  the  tobacco  of  Maryland 
%snd  Vu^^nia,  the  naval  stores  and  lumber  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  rice,  indigo  and  cotton  of 
^uth  Carolina  and  Georgia,  with  tho  manufactures  and  productions  of  all,  command  a  fair 
and  equal  attention,  and  that  the  whole  system  of  the  [tariff  was  adjusted  to  the  production  of 
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bonU  powera  lo  ]iiovulo  lor  U>e  ecncral  wcWre,  it  w*(  justly  aakct 
pliihcd  bill  bj  protecting  the  univerail  labor  on  which  all  dependei 
protection  wu  wilhdnwn,  whu  would  rcnia.iii  lo  which  the  term  w 
As  this  tarf  «raa  imquritionDbly  a  matlororcompromiBo  in  whic 
their  claiihinK  Interest*  to  thb  j^enoml  gimJ,  it  n  proper  to  inquiro  i

II  the  period  in  question,  and  undPr  the  operation  of  this  tarif] 
eontnuiHl  Cm  the  ensuing  seven  rear*,  during  which  it  is  iini|uc9tj 
lalioi  of  wc^alth  wan  realized  iiy  the  lalior  of  the  country,  aa  ivill 
eipons  in  1795  (o  ^47,000,000,  and  in  1797  to  957,000,000  :  it  ia 
the  agricullural  and  manufacturinfc  intontl*  were  improrcd  moro 
and  ihu  lud  furnished  to  commerce  tknn  by  any  particuUr  bearing  ii 
of  the  crops  in  ICnglnnd  occasioned  tiM  opening  of  ila  porta  at  part 
wi:r(>  ihut  again  as  soon  as  its  ncccnilieu  subsided — yet,  from  tli 
agriciittural  product*  wer«  denerally  high,  bnl  manufactures  iec(>ivi 
tiKM.  fioin  the  exislinp  duties  while  the  country  was  open  to  free 
the  whale  force  of  capital  was  no  much  employed  in  tbc  commvp 
acarcclj  nltninahlc  In  that  permansnt  form  which  agricultnrs  and  iri 
staple  articles  of  the  lost,  however,  entered  into  comiuercc,  and  w 
which  ttsy  wcrr  unknown  before,  such  as  paper,  hcor,  mahii^ny,  i 
10  Calciita  ;  and  in  tlia  main,  ii*  manufacturci  did  not  greatly  or  < 
leant  maiptained  their  standing,  and  they  woro  certainty  favored  by 
I)ritii>b  goodi  during  the  war. 

With  iCKpectlo  the  manufactures  of  the  two  staple  articlca  of  co 
obdcrvcd  that  both  began  to  assiimc  a  character  beyond  that  of  doitii 
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to  th«  manufacturer,  and  in  1796  it  I  was  complained  of  in  a  memorial  from  the  Delaware  ma- 
nufacturers, but  retained  by  the  southern  interest,  when  certainly  from  the  high  prices  of  forei^ 
cotton,  including  the  duty  and  the  high  prices  also,  or  want  of  the  article,  together  with  £e 
import  of  British  goods,  the  Delaware  manufactures  tumbled  to  dust. 

it  was  to  the  carrying  trade  that  the  force  of  the  country  and  its  capital  was  now  directed, 
and  this  literally  became  extended  to  all  the  ports  of  the  earth  whose  productions  were  ex- 
changed between  them,  or  brought  home  and  carried  again  to  Europe  by  an  intermingled  and 
almost  boundless  commerce,  which  was  howeyer  exposed  to  the  continual  depredations  of 
the  belligerent  powei-s,  and  at  length  involved  us  in  a  war  with  France  in  1798. 

During  this  period,  the  alterations  of  the  tariff  consisted  of  a  diity^  on  printing  types,  the 
founding  of  which  was  established  in  the  country,  of  some  explanations  in  other  manu(acture8, 
and  additional  duties  on  molasses,  brown  sugar,  tea,  silks  and  priated  linens,  by  t^e  act  of 
March  3d,  1797 ;  of  an  additional  duty  on  salt  by  that  of  July  9,  of  the  same  year ;  and  by 
the  act  of  May  13, 1800,  additional  duties  on  molasses,  sugar  and  wines,  with  2j[.^r  cent,  on 
the  existing  ad  valorem  duties,  in  all  which  the  principles  of  the  former  tariff  are  recognized  by 
a  correspondent  extension  of  the  duties  of  10  per  cent,  on  imports  in  foreign  ships,  of  draw- 
backs on  refined  sugar,  distilled  spirits,  fish  and  salted  provisions,  and  an  addition  of  33|  per 
cent,  on  tonnage  bounty  on  fishing  vessels. 

Besides  these,  a  domestic  duty  on  carriages  was  imposed  by  the  act  of  May  19, 1796,  and  on 
stamps  by  that  of  July  6,  1798 ;  but  on  the  occurrence  of  the  war  with  France,  it  induced  the 
resort  to  a  direct  land  tax  for  $2,000,000  by  the  act  of  July  14,  1798,  with  the  various  aets  of 
that  period  for  the  defence  of  commerce. 

The  war,  as  is  well  known,  lasted  hutjs^  short  time,  and  cannot  be  said  to  have  had  any  ma- 
teria,! operation  upon  the  exterior  or  interior  labor  of  the  country  except  its  expense,  as  the 
French  were  not  then  in  a  state  to  commit  {prther  injuries  to  either  than  they  had  effected  under 
the  mask  of  peace  for  many  years  before.  9 

On  the  recurrence  of  the  peace  in  Europe  in  1801,  the  situation  of  the  United  States  became 
in  some  degree  similar  to  what  it  had  been  on  the  close  of  the  revolutionaxy  war;  or,  rather 
what  it  will  always  be  on  the  close  of  a  war  in  Europe  to  which  it  may  not  be  a  party — that  is, 
deprived  of  those  adventitious  circumstances  which  the  situatioa  of  the  helligerent  powers  it 
oempelled  to  admit.  The  States  had  now,  however,  the  advantage  over  the  revolutionary  peace 
in  an  excellent  government,  a  large  capital,  and  a  great  inercase  of  its  labor.  But  the  nations 
of  Europe,  returning  to  their  accustomed  habits,  and  compelled  to  refit  their  shattered  barks 
by  nursing  their  resources^  shut  their  ports  and  resumed  their  colonies ;  the  carrying  trade  of 
l^e  United  States  ceased,  and  they  were  compelled  to  resort  to  their  own  natural  commerce 
founded  on  their  own  labor.  It  was  then  discemable  how  large  a  portion  of  their  recent  com- 
mercial labor  was  due  to  the  fortune  of  war,  and  until  their  labor  became  accommodated  to  the 
habits  of  peace,  the  scene  was  a  distressing  one,  of  ships  decaying  in  port,  real  property 
depreciated,  the  agricultural  products  reduced,  and  the  large  capital  of  the  countiy  usem- 
ployed. 

It  is  unnecessary,  however,  to  dwell  upon  the  scene,  as  the  renewal  of  the  war  in  Europe 
made  it  of  short  continuance,  and  opened  the  carrying  trade  with  all  the  advantages  the  United 
States  liad  enjoyed  before.  It* was  not  opened,  however,  to  unmingled  enjoyment,  for,  though 
it  remained  in  some  degree  unmolested  for  the  first  three  years,  that  is  to  1804,  yet,  by  degrees, 
all  the  circumstances  which  had  occurred  to  harrass  it,  returned  with  double  force.  We  had, 
indeed,  made  a  treaty  with  France,  but  it  was  soon  found  to  be  no  peace ;  and  England  viewed 
the  commerce  we  enjoyed  only  as  a,golden  fleece,  which  no  one  but  herself  should  be  per^ 
mitte(|  to  shear  or  possess.  There  now  occurred  indeed  a  period  in  which  voyages  to  the  Isle 
of  France,  Batavia,  India,  Canton,  Manilla,  and  in  fact  every  port  of  the  eastern  as  well  as 
western  world,  brought  home  their  rich  productions  to  be  sent  again  to  Europe,  but  liable  in  all 
their  progress  to  be  seized  and  pillaged  under  every  circumstance  of  an  insulting  and  dis^ 
^riitsea  war. 

This  neriod  laste^or  five  years,  until  it  brought  on  those  acts  of  public  vindication  and  de» 
fence  wflch  were  cAnprohendcd  in  the  embargo  and  non-intercourse  act& — ^in  fact,  in  the 
measures  of  1807,  and  subsequently,  on  which  a  few  reflections  may  give  a  correct  idea  of  their 
operation  upon  our  system  of  labor. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  republican  party  oC  the  country,  long  sufficiently  designated,  had 
mt  all  times  been  the  distinguished,  I  will  not  say  the  exclusive  supporters  of  that  system  of 
labor  which  had  more  immediately  the  objccl  of  improying  our  domestic  labor,  and  promoting 
the  self-dependance  of  the  country.  In  this  respect  Mr.Madisan  had,  in  the  first  Congress,  been 
the  great  leader  of  the  tariff  of  July  4th,  1789,  openly  and  unequivocally  establishing  the  pro- 
tection of  manufactures  as  an  important  feature  of  the  revenue  laws.     The  jsentiments  of  Mr.

Jefferson  on  this  head  are  well  known  as  adverse  to  the  system  of  forei^  intercoone  or  e«^ 
ncxion  alto<rctlier ;  and  though  his  ideas  changed  in  latter  life  as  to  commerce^  they  nenr 
chan"*Hl  ius^Ui  the  management  of  the  domestic  labor  and  self-depcndancc  of  the  couDtrv,  wfaidi 
wa5  tlic  &rreat  object  of  his  life.  In  fact,  no  administration  had  admitted  an  idsa  of  irxiiif 
oUierwisc  ;  on  tlio  contrary,  our  manufactures  and  ai^riculturc  were,  oa  wc  have  sen,  die  gnat 
obiecti  of  th'.^  Wa»liington  and  Adamses  administrations,  and  the  rise  of  them  bad  unqocftioB- 
ably  a  puwcrful  influence  in  promoting  our  commerce  under  all  the  difficulties,  hostUibo,  lad 
expense,  which  had  embarrassed  iU  It  liad,  however,  certainly  been  seen  that  our  coaunacc, 
and  particularly  the  carrying  trado,forraed  the  tangible  point  to  involve  us  with  other  nalioM,  lal 
that,  lucrative  as  it  was,  it  had  been  the  immediate  cause  of  tlie  difficulties  and  expense  of  Ik 
country ;  so  that  it  had  become  an  object  of  calculation  how  far  its  benefits  shoffld  be  prolong 
at  this  expense,  and  what  wan  the  balance  in  it^  favor,  wluch,  under  the  conduct  cf  the  bdl^ 
rents,  lesjcneil  every  day,  with  the  prospect  of  being  reversed,  and  in  fact  lonagall  LHat  thej 
had  gained  by  it. 

Other  circumstances,  however,  came  into  operation  after  1804 — ^that  is,  the  jot  protectioi 
of  our  citizens  on  the  seas,  and  the  insults  of  our  ships,  coasts  and  harbore,  winch  lilt  no  al- 
ternative to  a  government  justly  mindful  of  the  righti  or  character  of  the  conntry.  Tiiereis 
no  question  but  the  conduct  of  both  the  belligerents  had  become  such  as  to  leave  iheGoven- 
mcnt  justtificd  in  attacking  either  or  both,  according  to  its  own  interests;  but  as  war,  ii  all  its 
shapes,  was  to  be  avoided,  if  possible,  for  these  interests  themselves,  the  measures  adoplsd,  in- 
cluding the  embargo  and  non  intercourse  acts,  seemed  to  be  a  recurrence  to  the  ^iril  ud 
principles  of  our  ftiihers  in  1775,  not  unlikely  to  produce  in  the  end  the  same  beneficial  renll, 
and  though,  with  some  intermediate  sacrifice,  yet  far  less  than  that  of  war. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  consequence  of  it  was  an  arrest  of  our  commercial  labor,  andftit 
it  was  felt  by  the  other  departments  of  that  labor  in  ^  manner  that  the  injury  to  one  will  etcr 
affect  the  whole  ;  tliat  it  should  ensurgthc  application  of  capital  to  domestic  objects,  naybt 
supposed,  and  was  certainly  the  fact ;  but  there  was  one  circumstance  which  limited  ihii^  tkit 
is,  the  continual  expectation  of  adjustment,  during  which  the  carrying  trade  was  viewed  ftfl 
the  sun  in  a  clouded  atmosphere,  ready  again  to  burst  forth. 

The  want  of  precise  statistical  documents  prevents  our  speakings'  with  prediion  as  to  the 
number  of  manufacturing  establishments  formed  during  the  embargo  period.  It  teene  estnn 
that  the  old  manufactures  maintained  themselves  and  increased,  and  of  the  new,  (paiticaiuly 
cotton)  it  is  said  in  a  report  of  the  committee  of  Congress  of  February  13,  181^  thttpriarto 
1806  isnd  1807,  estabUshmcnts  for  manufacturing  cotton  had  not  been  attempted  botiaallnr 
instances  and  on  a  limited  scale ;  yet  it  is  quoted  in  the  same  document  that  the  imnnrMtire 
of  cotton  had  increased  from  500  bales  in  1800  to  1000  in  1805,  and  from  this  time  it  mocaaed 
most  rapidly,  as  it  was  10,000  in  1810. 

In  the  meantime,  an  immense  increase  in  the  importance  of  theJUnion  occoncd  bj)lhe  oiw 
ganiLation  of  the  western  Statcs^-that  is,  Indiana  as  a  Territory  in  1800,  and  Ohio  as  a  ^^'""^ 
in  1802,  with  a  population  of  70,000,  by  the  purchase  of  Louisiana  in  1S03;  which  at  ( 
creased  with  a  magic  influence  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  and  brought  new  i 
into  view.  Of  the  produce  of  these  States,  and  the  consequence  likely  to  ariie  fioBdMni,«i 
may  observe  that  of^Ohio,  and  probably  of  Indiana,  to  be  very  similar  to  tha  niddklptalM  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Now -York,  that  is,  of  flour  and  other  provisions,  withpiemp,  fla^  sid  soBi 
tobacco ;  Kentucky  not  dissimilar,  but  with  a  larger  proportion  of  tobaccot  honp  anid  ~ 
Tennessee  with  a  larger  proportion  of  cotton.  There  was,  therefore,  something  in  t ' 
of  these  to  assimilate  them  both  to  the  middle  and  southern  States.  But  Loi 
new  objects  of  incalculable  importance,  the  first  of  which  was  its  rich  mine  of 
duce,  particuhirly  the  great  agricultural  manufacture  of  sngar ;  and,  aecondlyp  the  ontkt  it 
g^ve  to  the  western  States,  and,  in  fact,  the  whole  Union  ;  the  first  of  these  was  aa  aittck 
nearly  of  necessity  for  which  the  United  States  had  been  heretofore  dependant  on  '  ' 
but  now  nourished  on  their  own  sod,  and  the  second  shut  out  her  territory  from  '  ^ 
forever  would  have  marred  her  peace,  and  secured  to  them  a  vast  and  peaceful 

As  if  nothing  should  be  wanting  to  complete  this  acquisition,  the  invedfeon  of 
by  our  immortal  countryman  Fulton  occurred  at  a  period  so  fortunate  that  we  are  eompcM  Ii 
acknowledge  the  finger  of  Providence  in  this,  no  less  than  in  the  improvement  of  the  "^ 
originally  to  g^idc  to  our  shores.  To  these  most  timely  discoveries  our  ooniltry  oi 
istcnce  in  the  circle  of  civilized  nations  and  its  greatness ;  hut  it  is  impossible  in  the 
its  labdr  not  to  consider  %vith  attention  tho  immense  cliects  of  the  steamboat ;  as  a  1 
or  labor-saving  machine  it  is  not  only  pro-eminent  in^itadf,  but,  as  it  adnuraUT  eoEplauis 
plication  of  every  other  to  our  particular  situation,  wc  may  jostlv  ask  and  renoct  m  liiK 
manner  and  in  what  length  of  time  our  immense  western  waters,  with  the  wide  eompaMfllfV 
lakes,  would  have  been  ascended,  and  tho  vast  area  of  our  country  opened^  fkauliani^tfi

united,  by  any  of  the  means  formerly  in  cxiatence  ?  And  without  stopping  to  fix  the  principles 
of  au  exact  caiculntion,  if  we  suppose  as  many  jrondsnow  to  bo  carried  up  the  Mississippi  by 
one  man,  as  formerly  by  ten,  wn  pcrcoivc  that,  in  this  respect  it  least,  wc  have  increased  'he 
force  of  our  po^nilation  from  13,00(1,000  to  130,000,000,  and  liave  probably  anticipated  a  century 
in  the  improvement  of  our  country  in  point  of  time. 

No  circumstance  more  clearly  dispels  the  idea  of  our  want  of  popiflation  for  labor,  and  the 
absurdity  ♦)f  binding  it  to  the  cleuriiiir  of  forests  and  pursuits  of  agriculture,  (still  the  theme  of 
every  British  factor.)  Is  notour  country  settb^d,  cliMircHl,  and  cultivat%^d,  almost  with  the  swift- 
ness of  a  whirlwind  ;  and  productions  of  every  dt\scriptir)n  furnished  as  fast  as  means  can  be 
found  to  use  them?  No  sooner  is  any  art  developed  in  Murope  than,  with  the  keenness  and 
gt^nius  which  our  freedom  inspires,  it  is  taken  up,  improved,  and  applied  to  our  situation  upon 
a  scale  of  magnitude  and  success  that  mocks  all  calculation.  The  great  cause  of  tliis  un- 
questionably arises  from  the  total  reverse  of  our  situation  to  that  of  Europe  :  there,  where  an 
overplus  of  population  re<|uirc9  bread,  and  every  means  of  employment  to  obtain  it,  the  result 
of  machines  is  to  rob  the  people  of  that  employ,  and  devote  them  to  misery.  With  us,  machines 
supply  the  want  of  population,  and  furnish  all  that  manufactures  require,  without  taking  from 
agriculture  or  out  forests  those  who  are  to  cultivate  or  settle  them  ;  while,  in  turn,  the  rapidity 
of  our  communications,  and  the  immense  increase  of  production,  ensures  plenty,  and  furnishes 
ever}'  sort  i)f  supply.  In  fact,  wc  may  perceive  that  onr  manufaciuiing  population  has  become 
as  essential  to  the  progress  of  settlement  westward,  by  furnisliing  it  with  necessaries,  as  by 
consuming  its  pK)duce.  * 

Such  was  the  situation  opened  by  our  western  country,  and  the  means  of  supplying  it,  which 
tojsrether  form  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  our  labor,  from  whence  our  country,  its  government, 
laws,  and  improvements,  all  moved  on  a  broader  busis,  and  witii  features  immensely 
extended. 

Among  the  objects  of  the  western  country,  though  of  inferior  magnitude,  we  may  notice  the 
acquisition  of  coal,  saltpetre  and  lead,  in  iupxiiau;<iible  quantities,  and  probably  many  other 
miner3.ls.  Salt,  which  from  tlie  first  settlement  of  the  GencHsce  country  furnished  the  interior 
of  thcM'ountry  an  immense  cxtcntndn  of  the  fur  trade,  and  t!ie  connnencement  of  a  trade  with 
the  Spanish  provinces. 

About  the  period  in  question  some  acts  arc  to  be  noticed  of  an  economical  nature,  such  as 
will  probably  be  required  at  every  session  of  CongrcH.',  to  modify  the  tariff  to  existing  circum- 
stonces.  By  the  act  of  March  37tli,  1804,  intended  for  the  benetit  of  the  manufacturers,  a  variety 
of  raw  mnteriuls,  such  as  ratrs,  bristles,  regulus  of  antimony,  clay,  &c.  are  plucc<l  among  the 
free  goods,  the  duties  raised  on  fish,  corda.io  and  many  iron  articles,  powder.  Sec.  and  a  light 
money  of  60  cents  per  ton  on  forcirm  ships.  By  an  act  of  March  3(1,  1807,  for  continuing  the 
]&Iediterranean  fund,  the  duty  on  salt  was  repealed. 

In  the  year  1810  wc  have  for  the  first  time  some  regular  statistical  documents  of  the  manu- 
factures of  the  United  States,  or  rather  an  attempt  to  form  tlicm  by  the  act  of  May  Ist,  which 
directed  the  marshals  to  collect  them;  but  this  duly,  whieli,  if  ever  porfonncd  with  accurac}', 
would  go  far  to  put  an  end  to  misconcefition  on  the  subjocf,  wqh  so  miserably  tixecuted  as  to 
furnish  no  idea  of  the  general  state  of  public  labor  that  can  be  termed  exact,  though  it  abounds 
in  many  valuable  partial  statements.  It  is  said  to  have  be^ii  tolerably  executed  in  Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut,  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia,  but  scantdy  in  many  cases  even  in 
tiiem,  anil,  as  the  errors  are  on  the  side  of  onii:?sions,  it  v!'cou:>e  falls  short  of  the  actual  ma- 
nufactures ;  yet  from  the  enumeration,  such  as  it  is,  we  tlnd  the  matmfactures  then  very  im- 
portant, as  the  following  items  will  show :

Th''ri' continued  lip. oujihout  t!ie  years  of  1810  and  1811  a  coiisiJ«'rable  ini:»rove?n€3t  in 
manufactures  arisinir  froiM  the  disturbed  sUite  of  public  affairs  and  the   a ppearaaci- of  a  nrv, 
th'^  diminution  oi  commerce  and  want  of  employ:uent  for  capital,   and   also  fp>m  laaay  othi-r 
preparatory  circumstances,  particularly  the  increase  of  wool  by  our  agriculture,  the  contiaued 
arrival  of  merino  sheep,  and  lart^c  importations  of  merino  wool  during'  the  war  in  Spain.  AU 
th'esi-  f^ivc  a  sjurited  ii-'i^innin;:;  to  the  wooll'^n  manufacture  ;  indeed,  the  supply  of  rdw  ma- 
t.-rials  now  ftirnished  by  agrinslture,  especially  of  cotton  and  wool,  formed  a  jus:  prepualioa 
for  what  soon  followed,  that  is  the  est;iblishmcnt  of  our  manufactures  upon  an  extended  basisi 
stimtdatinl  by  the  war  with  England. 

This  war,  without  entering  deeply  into  its  political  features,  was  in  [joint  of  fact  no  dhfl 
than  the  consummation  of  the  existin*;  c}ua*-rels  with  England,  eng'cndered  by  her  hostility  tc 
our  carr\ing  trade,  of  v.  hich  it  may  be  said  that  its  very  prosperity  broug[ht  on  its  deetructioo. 
and  that  it  actually  involved  every  other  department  of  labor  in  expenses  which  they  wen 
obIi|red  to  supply.  It  is  certain,  however,  that  if  ever  a  war  was  necessary  to  the  character  ol 
a  country,  this  was  so  :  from  tlic  Ion;;  forbearance  of  the  United  States  they  had  come  to  b< 
considered  in  Europe  as  a  race  of  mercantile  speculators  whose  only  obji'Ct  was  gain,  toi 
which  they  would  snlunit  to  every  insult  without  the  po*»er  or  courage  to  resent  it;  this.wti 
particularly  obnoxious  to  both  the  belligerant  powers,  who  were  in  a  hig^h  state  of  milituy  if 
ritation  against  each  other,  and  viewed  with  contempt  those  who  were  not  impressed  with  il 
If,  therefore,  in|  this  situation,  the  war  had  closed  upon  the  scene  of  provocation  without  i 
stru'TjLrl' '  to  repel  it,  such  a  character  would  pntbably  liave  been  fixed  on  the  United  Stales  ai 
it  would  have  been  difhcult  to  remove,  and  such  as  would  have  formed  tho  immediate  piiocipfa 
of  action  in  any  future  war. 

With  respect  to  our  domestic  labor  and  our  manufactures  in  particular,  it  will  be  seca  thai, 
while;  all  the  fortunate  circumstances  of  the  war  thus  far  had  been  enjoyed  by  our  commodil 
labor,  this  was  the  first  instance  in  which  the  turns  of  fortune  had  thrown  any  particiilarirf* 
vantag '.'S  upon  our  manufactures.  Now,  however,  this  department  of  labor,  in  coojuaclionviCi 
a(;riculture,  rose  to  the  actual  support  of  the  country,  under  tlioabsolote  decline  of  comnMRr, 
tlie  fisheries,  and  all  that  required  exterior  support  or  co-operation. 

The  manufactures  begun  on  the  declaration  of  war  in  1812  may  be  considered  chiefly  Hi 
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rapid  extension   of  thoEe  which  had  existed  before — that  is,  as  to  the  objects  of  them,  and 
they  were  h'.nt.  to  the  innncdiutP  sjiipport  of  the  country  from  the  following  direct  causes  : 

First — Its  neccfiaar)'  wants,  which  now  l)ocamc  extensive  and  pressing. 

Seconil — Its  deprivation  of  foreign  supplies. 

Third — The  Inrtrc  unemployed  capital  and  labor  of  the  country. 

Fourth — The  duties,  whicii  wore  immediately  doubled. 

It  is,  however,  imnei.-essary  to  mention  tho  latU.'r,  as  the  wants  of  the  country,  and  other 
means  of  supplying  it,  operated  beyond  all  duties,  or,  in  fact,  allothor  protection. 

What  was  the  bxact  number  of  manufactures  established  during  the  war,  and  their  product, 
it  is  impossible  to  mention  in  detail  for  wrwit  of  ducumcnts,  and  it  would  bo  very  uncertsiin  to 
describe  them  from  conjecture :  it  is  certain,  however,  that  most  active  and  spirited  exertions 
immediately  ensued.  <.)ne  ma[uifactory  on  the  Brandywine,  begun  in  June,  1812,  produced 
excellent  superfine  clotli  for  sab?  in  thr?  following;  Decembur  ;  in  fact,  a  prodigious  extension  of 
them,  ail  investment  of  capital  took  place  t!irou,!;lwtIio  years  1S12,  ISl?,  191 1  and  1S15,  for  a 
period  altorxetlierot' three  jcars,  diiri.ig  wliicli  thoidea  of  a  war  witli  Knjrhir.t!,  rho  only  country 
from  which  competition  was  to  be  feared,  was  powerfully  operative ;  un-J  of  this  v/ar  the  pros?- 
pert  of  a  lon^  conliiiuanco  was  confirmed  by  the  conforcnec^  of  Gliont  ainio.'t  to  the  moment 
of  peace.  The  stiuiulus  fur  manufacturing^  etitablifilimcnta,  therefore,  was  powerful  and  con- 
tinued, and  to  thosr^  oroeted  at  first,  upon  the;  exi;^encios  of  the  momonl,  larger*  and  moro 
improved  ones  wero  addtfd,  with  the  coinpletest  imitations  of  European  machinery. 

It  is  extremely  well  known  that  the  manufactures  furnished  a  large  quantity  of  most  useful 
articles  for  tlic  country,  and  that,  although  perfectiou  could  scarcely  be  •■xpected  at  first,  super- 
fine cloths  were  made  equal  to  any  imported.  It  has  been  objected  that  the  prices  were  very 
high,  and  fJiat  the  manufacturera  showed  a  disposition  to  pre>!.s  upon  tlie  waiits  of  thr;  countr}*: 
ibis,  however,  is  incorrect  in  point  of  fact,  and  a:<  far  as  hiirh  price'-,  existed,  they  arose  from 
other  catises.  The  prices  were  actually  first  raised  by  those  wlio  had  foreign  goods  on  the 
breaking  out  of  the  war,  or  obtiiinnd  them  aftir wards.  It  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  on  the  in- 
telligence of  the  war  with  England,  the  British  Gc^verniaent  permitted  the  return  of  our  .ships 
with  large  .«!!ipplies,  but  this  did  not  prevent  their  capture  in  our  own.  ports  by  our  own  armed 
vessels,  and  when  the  articlej;  came  into  the  market,  they  were  sold  at  enormous  prices  without 
imputation  on  the  merchants  who  raised  them. 

The  ijiannfanturer,  howeV(  r,  had  not  only  tliis  lisc  of  price  l)cfor'^  him,  btit  the  circumstance .i 
occasioned  an  immediate  rise  of  the  raw  niatorial ;  morino  wool  soon  increas^od  from  90  cents 
to  $3  per  lb.,  and  cotton  to  30  cents,  so  that  agricult\ire  obtained  the  first  great  benefit  of  the 
advance;  besidos. the  cost  of  the  e.^tablishmonts  were  throughout  extremely  hi[jh,  and  the 
P'".ie.' came  on  bclorcthe.  market'hail  been  n-'lured  !iy  coi.ipetiTit.i,  which  would  have  been  the 
certain  ofi'eet  of  the  numerous  establishinonf.s. 

The  clothing  manufactures  huv.?  been  much  dwelt  upon  in  speaking  of  the  estalilishments 
iljenerolly,  but  the  same  circumstances  apply  to  all  other  artiehvs  of  necessity,  except  indeed  a 
few  v/hi^h  were  injured  hy  the  war,  parlicuhuly  paper,  which  declined  for  wjint  of  the 
u.^ual  consumption  of  businei's,  letters  having  so  iar  lessened  that  th«*  post  ofiice  did  not  pay 
its  expenses. 

It  is  unnecessary  nt)W  to  dwoll  upon  the  detail  of  manufactures  during  the  v/nr,  for  they 
tire  much  within  jienoral  recollection;  and  a  few  features  of  them  v/ill  revive  all  that  is  ne- 
♦•pRsary.  It  is  notorious  thnt  a  vast  portion  of  the  capital  and  ap])lication  of  the  country  be- 
came invested  in  them,  that  it  most  eminently  supplied  its  wants,  that  it  kept  alive  the  ijro- 
ductivc  labor  and  wealth  rjf  the  country  when  every  other  means  haxi  failed,  and  that  it  con- 
Hituted  a  most  important  branch  of  private  and  ])ublic  investment. 

It  seems  unnecessary,  also,  to  dwell  upon  the  tarifl'reiriflations  during  the  war,  as  ino-!t  of 
them  became  inactive  with  comnicico  itsvlt',  and  others  wr.re  alioireiher  of  a  lemporar}"  nature. 
It  is,  however,  correct  to  observe,  that  although  induced  most  particularly  in  support  of  our 
commercial  labor,  the  resources  from  that  altogether  failing,  the  war  had  to  depend  on  other 
means — that  is,  upon  direct  taxes  on  land  to  the  amount,  first,  of  $3,000,000,  and,  secondly,  of 
Sfi,fiU0,OnO,  and  upon  carriage?,  li::ensf^  for  selling  goods,  sales  at  auction,  and  on  t!io  manu- 
factures of  refined  sugar,  disstilleries  and  paper,  and,  lastly,  upon  the  war  loans. 

When  the  short  period  in  which  our  more  extensive  manufiwturcs  thus  rose  and  had  to 
flourish  is  considered,  it  is  useful  to  reflect  what  aid  and  comfort  they  gavo  to  the  country  .il 
the  time,  and  what  a  piosp<»<t  they  opened  for  its  support ;  nor  is  it  possible  for  any  candid 
mind  to  withliold  ajii-st  allowance  for  irregularity  that  niigiit  appear  at  t.'"?  rnnjuncture,  which 
was  little  in  point  of  fact,  and  was  rapidly  subsiding  into  a  state  of  onler  that  promised  the 
most  permanent  benefit  to   the  country.     One  great  lesson  was  certainly  taught — that  is.

and  rc|[ru!ation  of  its  labor:  such  as  they  were,  they  wore  considered  by  the  ablest  statesmen  as 
umong  the  innovations  of  tho  day,  and  of  very  dubious  character;  but  in  tlicir  utmost  extent 
they  were  hut  as  a  drop  in  a  bucket  to  the  vast  system  of  British  restrictions.  If,  however, 
under  thcjidca  of  openinpj  a  free  trade,  other  States  could  be  ho  deluded  as  to  throw  down  tlio 
barrier  of  thoir  usetul  restrictions,  no  opportunity  could  be  so  desirable  to  Great  Britain,  who, 
by  her  immense  capital,  and  the  overiKJwering  state  of  her  arts,  is  of  all  nations  the  one  to 
inculcate  free  trade  to  tlie  rest  of  the  world,  and  establish  a  universal  pn^eminencc  by  its 
means. 

Such  are  a  few  of  the  meai«ures  of  Europe  to  regain  its  former  situation  since  the  last  peace, 
to  which  it  is  merely  necessary  to  add,  that  those  who  hafl  colonies  remaining  have  turned  again 
to  nourish  them  and  their  own  trade  by  excluding  other  States,  and  shutting  their  ports  at 
home,  except  when  a  strict  calculation  of  their  interest.^  opens  them  to  other  nations.  All, 
however,  have  turned  with  one  accord  to  nourish  their  domestic  resources  by  their  agriculture, 
increasing  its  products  by  inunufacturc  s,  abstaiuing  from  a  wa."»t»:lul  introduction  of  foreign 
articles,  and  supporting  their  commerce  upon  the  basis  of  tlivir  surpluH  pro<luctions;  in  fact,  by 
a  svst em  of  labor  of  one  common  feature  and  cflect,  by  which  it  is  most  certainly  that  tlie 
States  of  Kurope  have  repaired  the  waste  of  war,  and  restored  tlieinselves  to  a  ilounshmg

The  United  States  liad  to  encounter  the  same  ditlicultic.<«  as  the  Stales  of  Europe  in  returning 
to  a  peace  establishment.  Their  carrying  trade  had  ceased  with  the  adventitious circumotancea 
tliat  gave  it  birth:  it  .^sunk,  therefore,  without  the  hope  of  a  revival,  yet  it  left  behind  imprca- 
sions  on  the  race  of  merchants  who  had  been  enriched  by  it,  which  have  had  a  powerful  efiect 
on  the  consideration  of  our  commerce  eversincf,  that  it  is  this  tra<le  whicli  actually  constitutea 
that  commerce  properly  sprakins,  and  that  it  ouijht  to  be  tlie  great  object  of  our  labor.  Such 
certainly  is  the  impre.ssiun  of  our  cilic-*,  even  in  preference  to  t»ur  coasting  trade,  or  in  fact  all 
•  •♦hortrridi  b'lt  one — that  i.-*  the  »!ireet  tra^e  to  England  for  her  manufactures;  and  though  tlieso 
iinpressio'.  eannul  be  av«ivi'd,  tlwy  an.*  too  discernible  not  to  be  f»'lL  Our  legitimate  general 
commerce  indeed  t-oened  ap^-ain  with  u  fxreat  extension  of  suifaee  and  ports,  but  with  the  uni- 
versal rivalship  of  the  whole  world,  particularly  England  with  her  innumerable  objects  to  sup- 
port it,  against  the  few  we  have  had  to  furnish. 

Our  commerce,  therefore,  n  mained  inelHcient  for  want  of  objects  to  renew  it,  and  so  did 
our  fish'Ties,  in  fact  all  our  c-xtt.-nor  hibor.  At  home,  agriculture  was  universally  deprcssou  for 
want  of  markets,  and  with  it  real  est^ites  of  every  description  declined,  and  the  whole  system 
of  our  money  and  capital  became  deranged.  In  this  situation  a  very  deplorable  inattention 
oceurp'd  towarls  our  t!o:n">tit;  labor,  auiountin'4  to  aliuo'»t  a  spirit  of  ho:?tdity  against  our 
manul'aciuriiiii  f.-tab:i-:u:ioi'.ts  liat  lli«  y  luil  not,  uniier  lir-  vAlwrti  »n."«  in  uuporii.r.s  uml  thtir 
owi  <'nurmo-.is  i.xpfn>?s,  I;epl  tlown  the  prices  .^i'L'Oiid.-'duriiii;  tlie  war,  <:ven  before  there  was 
a  pf>«sibility  of  maturing  their  own  operations.  Inunediatelv  on  the  peace  the  war  duties  were 
rcp'-aled,  and  the  tarilf  of  April,  IS  16,  established  ;  but  in  the  nuantimean  immense  imiK)rtof 
AJiitisli  maijn:Ucture.:  e(in:in«;  in,  v.iiii  ail  tlu:  fasci.iulioiis  ..rciii.Uj>M(r.-,  oveqjcwered  all  tho  in- 
stitutions of  our  domestic  labor,  and  ihey  fell  wivh  (he  rts.-t. 

Th«^  iniT-.irtations  of  HI "»  and  l^jIO  are  stati'd  at  $i  J(),(iOO,Oi"»0,  and  the  exports  of  the  United 
Stati.*s  at  $135,000,000,  leaving  a  balance  o^  $10  5,000, oO(»,  which,  wjjatever  may  be  said  on 
the  .lulijeel,  h:.d  to  be  pai«l,  arnl  produced  an  imme'dia'  •  '!r:::n  of  specie,  tlie  distress  of  which 
wad,  as  ii  ever  will  be,  directly  itlt  by  every  class  of  the  couununity  in  the  s;topp.'»ge  of  the 
bank  accouimodations,  thescan'ity  of  money,  and  universal  embarrassment. 

This  was  d^orably  telt  in  every  Stale  of  the  Union,  and  in  none  was  it  more  loudly  com- 
plained of  tliaifln  the  soullurn  Stati.s,  tor  i:s  just  and  actual  eause  independent  of  all  tariflT 
n^gulalifiFi-*.  whi':h  v.':re  n<t  ♦Im-u  s'llflnn-l  ;^s  its  r.an?«^,  n«»r  was  th'TC  inde«Ml  any  can.se  to 
complain  of  them.  It  is  well  known  that  the  high  prices  which  England  paid  for  South  Ca- 
rolina cotton,  especially  the  Sea  Island,  and  the  uncertainty  of  supply  in  case  of  a  rupture  such 
ai^that  of  the  war,  induced  her  to  encourage  the  cotton  of  Brazil,  and  to  use  her  utmost  exer- 
tion.^ to  raise  it  in  Indi.a.  The  etfeet  of  this  came  into  o]u'ration  in  181!:*  and  ISIO,  when  the 
Brazil  cotton  was  fouml  no  bad  substitute  for  Sea  island,  and  though  tiie  India  cotton  was  in- 
ferior to  tli.it  of  the  United  States,  yet  it  effected  the  great  iiiirposcs  of  England  to  reduce  tho 
price  of  Anierit;ancotton,  atid  to  (itfera  restuircein  case  of  diftieulty  wi4h  the  Unitwl  States  on 
which  .she  couM  r«'ly,  and  probably  overcome  the  disadvantage  of  quality  by  her  arts.  The 
reduction  of  the  prici.  of  cotton,  however,  by  these  means,  was  the  first  i  ircumstance  which 
reduced  its  value  *  >  Uie  suuilxm  pl.mlcrs,  and  united  as  It'biuame  willi  llie  iiiin;ons«;  cultiva- 
tion of  the  article,  it  appears  at  once  the  real  cause  of  southern  distress,  and  the  best  lesson  in 
favor  of  a  home  market. 
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Th«»  L'fn'-nil  ili«trij!««  of  ibr  country  cannot  be  better  dcscrihod  than  in  the  report 
iJniwlonl,  SccTHury  ofllie  Treasury,  in  Fihruary,  1520,  in  lliis  brief  si<i»lemc—**riw 
I'll"?  li:i\«'  oiTMrriMrof  II  dipfro:!?  so  m-nrml  and  so  aeverc  as  thai  which  ha*  of^'urrw: 
I  nit'il  Statis."     Anil  it  wuulil  Kut-mthat  this  wa.<tln'  opinion  of  the  southt.rii  jjcn'Jiiai: 
rally,  a.-*  in  iS-i:^  wlu-n  this  distress  had  attained  an  extreme  point,  it  is  so  rtprusunlid  ! 
UrnMon  ami  othirs  in  a  memorial  to  Con^rress,  in  which  it  iss  eaid  that  the  cultiratioQ 
ton  had  luin  so  pnxliLruiHly  extended  in  South  Carolina  and  other  States,  as  well  uii 
«'onntrici4,  that,  notwithstandini;  the  unprecedented  increase  of  the  trade  with  Engi&ad 
market  in  Kuropc  was  glutted  with  iL

Airainst  thi?  <loiiii  ntie  sourcMif  distress  ih'*reseemc-d  a  remrdv  xnoro  feasible  thaa  anv 
for  if  we  cnui<l  nut  eominand  th-.:  conduei  of  other  nations  in  rcvivino;^  o'lr  trad-.^abiviad.  wi 
at  leiiht  toilow  their  example  in  repelling  their  inlluenre  upon  our  ias^titutions  at  boiO' 
h'Miee  tiK*  peojile  ju-fly  re.snrt(jd  to  the  Crovernment  for  pii.>teetion  on  those  poiats  in 
renvrly  se- mkmI  in  its  (>ower.  A<'eordingly.tli:' appeal  to  thi- Govcrnmi-iif  i)rod*.ici?il  lJ:c  ta 
IJ^SI  and  H-iS,  which  were  suecessivo  expj'rinienis  to  arrest  thr.»  injurious  opcratioas ol 
Slates,  parliejdarly  the  inunilation  of  British  maiuitaeture.-*,  and  to  presvrvo  at  v»r»f.e  c^ir 
facturing  establishments,  the  as^rieulture  which  depended  on  them,  and  tiic  cxliaustiiu:  di 
capital  and  wealth.

Congress,  ha.*:  mainly  depi'iided  upon  the  indu.-try  and  entrrpriso  of  tiu:  prx-plc,  ms  t 
portunity  for  exercismc  it.  Pi'rhaps  it  may  be  said  to  have  depenu*.d  more  upo"  pop« 
than  any  other  eiu-"  ;  t!ie  operations  of  the  tariiV  seems  to  havi*  biTii  more  f.cti^t.*,  ai 
••eeded  at  a  lov.-  r  r.ilein  tiie  iiuithern  Siai.<,  wijieli  ha^e  \]u.  lari**  <t  una  »;i..:l  ac*t»f  ;. 
tion,  and  to  have  irone  }iroL'Tisr.lv«'ly  soutii ;  that  is  tl#e  n  vivul  of  a  prv»-«:>»  rous  «lr.t*c

To  the  eans«.*  of  p.ipulation  we  mu'-«t  ad<l  tlic  operation  of  bjcnl  eirenm-tane*  s  andci 
uity.  In  t!ie  southern  States  their  rieh  soil  j;iveB  in  one  direct  oiij'^'et  what  is  to  be  sw 
inthenorthtm  Stii:  •..;  iiunany,  and  of  euu"S"by  more  enterprise  and  vari-ty  of  applies tw 
labor.  These  circumstances  indr«:d  have  dictated  to  the  .•several  States  Ihenicaasof  n 
their  distress,  and  the  points  to  whicii  the  benefit  of  regulations  could  b(>  apj^ic-d ;  ia 
immense  deal  hasdijiended  on  mineral  production.-,  mill  seats,  and  the  auricuflpral  prod 
of  a  liardy  «oil.  *" 

"Takiuii  Penn.'*ylvanii  as  a  type  of  the  nortluTU  district,  these  circiini.stancr;$  have 
commanded  the  application  of  her  labor,  and  now  more  than  ever,  since,  of  all  her  agri 
productions,  she  has  scarcely  one  that  can  be  sent  to  a  foreign  market,  but  at  a  price  i 
depressing  to  her  commerce'  an«l  airriculture.  >'eeessily,  therefore,  has  cozupcfitd 
ciiantje  her  commensal  character,  and  apjdy  her  vast  capital  to  her  internal  n  .«ourcc«ia 
manufacturing  State,  which  is  now  undoubtedly  her  true  character,  hecouiin*r  more  c« 
every  day  fro.M  her  immense  sttires  of  er>:d,  iron,  and  other  raw  nuitcrials. 

Hut  Pennsylvania  is  but  one  of  the  areatmassof  the  northern,  eastern,  middle,  and  ^ 
States,  whose  population  and  productions  are  of  the  same  character,  and  dictate  tlie  a* 
ployments  ;  nor  can  it  be  denied  that  the  proirress  of  population  southwnni  i*  ra;ii 
tendinw  the  same  enterprise,  and  infusing  the  same  domestic  industry  to  all  the  obJMtt 
south,  either  directly  on  the  spot,  or  by  bringing  them  to  the  points  where  entcrpriiec 
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come  successfully  exercised,  so  thai  the  south  is  becoming  more  and  more  comprised  in  the 
circle  ofdoniu^tic  employment. 

In  the  meantime  tiicru  hus  certainly  been  no  want  of  encouragement  or  protection  to  com- 
mercial enterprise,  of  which  the  port  of  New  York  is  an  eminent  instance  to  show  how,  on 
the  decline  of  tlic  adventitious  circumstances  of  the  war,  commerce  had  been  resuscitated  by 
an  iniini'us'*  coasting  trade,  and  }?uch  furdfrn  trade  as  our  intercourse  abroad  admits. 

1  liave  mentioned  the  tariifof  April,  Ibl6,  the  tirst  ^rcncral  one  after  the  war  giving  protecting 
duties  to  woollen  and  cotton  eloUis  of  25  per  cent,  hempen  20,  salt  2U  cents  per  busheU  &ud 
iron  45  cents  per  cwt,  and  by  the  acts  of  April  20th)  1818,  iron  was  rai.-ved  to  75  cents.  All  these 
were  in  the  same  spirit  of  protection,  but  they  failed  from  their  insut!iciency,  and  occasioned 
the  tariff  of  May  22d,  1824,  which  was  general  as  to  the  protections  then  clahned,  and  eHc€< 
tu.  1  as  to  some;  not  so  however  as  to  many,  which  led  to  the  tarilTof  li?28. 

A  eonsuferable  revival  of  the  manufactures  seems  to  have  followed  the  tariff  of  1S24,  espc- 
cially  in  tlie  eastern  States  ;  but  that  of  1S28  appears  to  have  been  thorougiUy  effectual,  and 
for  the  last  few  years  there  has  certainly  been  an  universal  revival  of  labor  in  all  its  forms,  on 
the  best  of  all  basi^,  that  is  a  mocierate  price  of  land,  labor  and  produce,  rewarding  the  natu- 
ral industry  of  the  country  without  any  foreign  adventitious  aid.  In  this  M*ay  the  fisheries, 
especially  the  whale  fishery,  had  become  prodigiously  active,  and  with  it  a  rich  scope  of  en- 
terprising commerce  formed  without  injury  to  uther  institutions  of  the  country.  The  town  of 
New  Bedford,  the  great  seat  of  this  trade,  though  founded  in  the  revolutionary  war,  is  tlie  next  in 
extent  of  tonnage  to  New  York,  and  is  also  distinguished  for  its  manufacturing  establishments. 
New  York  possesses  a  commerce  founded  at  once  on  the  coasting  aii<l  foreign  trade,  which 
certainly  has  no  impediment  to  its  increase.  The  produce  of  the  middle  States,  though  low  and 
destitute  of  foreign  markets,  is  at  prices  which  moderately  pay  the  [farmer,  but  agriculture 
receives  its  bent  support  actually  from  the  manufacturing  establishments.  The  quantity  of 
sheep  is  e!>iiinalcd  at  20,000,000,  valued  at  $40,000,000,  and  every  manufacturing  district  is 
distinguished  by  its  agricultural  improvements.  Of  the  southern  produce,  th.it  of  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina  is  at  least  u])on  the  same  footing  as  that  of  the  middle  States,  and  the 
sugars  of  Louisiana  have  attained  tlie  surest  of  all  markets  in  tlio  consumption  of  the  country: 
fJiis  is  also  rapidly  rising  to  the  support  of  cotton  by  the  increase  of  the  munufaeturcs,  which 
seem  to  open  an  unbounded  increase  of  the  article  in  every  shape  for  home  consumption,  with 
no  small  proi-pect  of  diffusing  them  to  great  extent  abroad. 

To  iliis  state  of  the  country  we  muy  add  tlie  energ}'  and  vigilance  of  an  excellent  adminis- 
tration, which  has  already  explored  and  remetlied  most  of  tlie  entangled  interests  of  the  coun- 
try, and  is  devoted  to  restore  and  establish  them  all  with  a  vigorous  and  masterly  exertion. 

In  tliin  flourishing  situation  it  would  almost  seem  tliat  we  might  leave  the  institutions  of  our 
labor  under  the  parental  care  of  the  Governmcnt|for  time  to  mature  their  prosperity,  but  since 
the  projipect  for  extinction  of  the  national  debt,  and  the  wi.ahes  or  complaints  of  a  large  portion 
of  the  people  point  to  their  consideration,  it  is  but  just  that  they  should  receive  that  attention 
to  which  tiie  measures  of  Government  are  at  all  times  entitled,^and  the  respect  M'liich  is  cer- 
tainly due  to  the  representations  of  an  impoi-tant  part  of  the  people. 

With  respect  to  the  constitutional  doubt  on  the  subject  of  the  tariff,  it  may  be  observed 
that  it  hasnow  become  so  much  the  practice  to  start  thi|p)ilficulty  upon  almost  every  public 
measure,  and  to  make  it  the  ground  of  oppo.sition  to  the  Government  when  no  other  exists, 
that  it  should  seem  the  most  necessary  preliminary  step  to  settle  some  tes{  for  adjusting  this 
great  question  itsr>If,  in  which  it  should  appear  that  we  cannot  act  more  safely  than  by  follow- 
ing that  course  wliich  has  perfected  the  fabric  of  our  laws  and  almost  every  other  institution, 
that  'i9f  liy  respecting  the  solemn  decisions  of  the  Government,  sanctioned  by  time,  especially 
when  those  decision.**  have  been  made  by  tlie  founders  of  the  constitution,  and  at  the  moment 
when  the  causes  and  principle.-)  which  brought  it  into  effect  were  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the 
people. 

The  constitution  itself,  after  guarding  the  simple  and  essential  points  on  which  the  freedom 
of  the  people  reposes,  appears  to  have  letl  the  most  liberal  powers  of  construction  as  to  the 
mode  of  carrying  it  into  eflect,  witli  the  government  it'ereatcd,  which  its  framers  well  knew 
would  at  all  times  bo  the  just  and  powerful  representative  of  the  people,  scarcely  inferior  to 
themselves.  Decisions  by  that  Government,  therefore,  uniform  from  time  to  time,  must  be  con- 
sidered as  of  great  force ;  and  their  a[)plication  at  present  to  the  Bank  of  the  United  Stateis 
constitutes  perhaps  the  best  argument  in  its  favor,  but  upon  no  subject  do  its  decisions  appear 
more  uniform  than  u])on  the  tariff;  and  although  one  important  object  for  establishing  the  duties 
on  imports  will  cease  with  the  national  debt,  still  two  out  of  the  three  declared  at  the  time  of 
forming  tliem,  as  of  enual  effect,  remain,  viz.  the  support  of  Government,  and  the  encourage-  < 
mont  and  protection  of  manufactures. 
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There  is  no  one  point  of  the  constitution  in  wliich  it  Bcema  more  n»;cossary  to  attain  a  cl^r  ci>a- 
8truction  tliaii  that  nnjst  liberal  one  of  pru  vidin  •?  lor  the  general  wf;lf:iro,  by  w  lii-'h  ir  ah-^uU  ?-'-r: 
to  be  intended  that  Co!i^'ress  >hr)ii!d  ex(.Tri<:e  a  wide  discretion  in  doin  rj  alllhose  acts  vhichiniri: 
contnbiite  to  ilw.  happiness*  o''  the  people  :  and  this  S4eni8  peculiarly  applii  ;ii«!»:  to  liie  fucc:!:- 
aifernint  and  prutietion  of  tht't  labor  and  universal  employment  upon  n hich  cvcrv  n:*n  i;«- 
pends',  not  <'idy  by  t'tiardin:;  it  from  all  exterior  injuries,  but  encouragiriff  it  at  i.-i-K-  Nv 
ihojse  aits  whieii  ilu"  people  cannut  I'tfeet  tor  themsehe^  ;  for  whit  ii  purp^s-v.  thv  nt- :/;.-»  o: 
exintinj^  tax»>,  or  Iht.:  bvy  of  new  ones,  seems  the  great  object,  not  only  of  the  ronst.iit:.? 
and  Uniim,  but  in  fael  of  Goverimient  itself. 

I  have  endeavored,  in  ihe  foreiroingf  notes,  to  show  that  the  institutions  of  a  •arirriiiirt.  ir. 
point  of  fact,  have  cxiftted  in  t>ery  nation  coeval  with  it.s  co^lr^lC^rc^.•  ;  that  it  hn>  c<jii;.'.Iv  t.:.- 
braced  all  the  objects  of  labc»r,  and  that  no  great  object  of  intornul  labor  has  evrr  :?t:.*n  iti- 
tured  without  these  regulations  which  are  justly  comprised  in  ilii  more  exU-n-Jc-d  fi'U<>,  a.nd 
1  have  not  seen  in  any  publication  on  the  subject  any  contradiction  of  tliis  wiiich  ;»  c-.irrrtt 
in  point  of  fact,  or  is  nut  drawn  from  the  restrictions  of  feudal  time  s,  with  which  n-anv  .Staii? 
are  still  most  grievously  oppressed,  or  from  the  want  of  wisdom  in  the  consttnctJOQ  of  tiii- 
acts  of  regulation  themselves. 

What  is  meant  by  free  trade  it  is  difH(  idt  to  collect  in  the  publications  of  th?  -.i.-  wLich, 
instad  of  a  broad  and  liberal  dt.'fuiition  of  its  principles,  are  chiclly  coiifinai  to  i-rHiniU'Tis 
and  complaints  against  particular  manufactures.  If  an  universal  i'tof.  tnidr-  be  |:rty..*f<i,  as 
Home  have  imagined,  it  requires  so  much  the  accordance  of  all  mankind  Tl\at  *i  u.vaii  be 
scarcely  wise  in  any  one  Static  to  bejjrin  it ;  but  if  restrictions  of  any  kind  arc-  to  r-.rjaiL,;: 
comes  to  the  same  point  as  a  tariff  of  commercial  regulations,  depending  on  the  corr'.-ct:.i?> 
with  which  they  are  fonned. 

The  constitutional  objections  adjusted,  there  would  remain  to  the  GovcnimtT.t  th<.  niort?c.L-v 
but  not  less  important  exercise  of  its  powers  ni  the  review  ofits  tariff*,  which,  fro.»-.i  i>  naior', 
it  constantly  and  essentially  requires  to  adjust  the  njvenue,  finances,  and  labi.r  of  j.u  cc'»Dlr.. 
upon  pr'K-ipb'S  of  univerbul  and  equal  accommodation.  This  r.djustnienl  is  ny.v  .Ji  c>.'.  rlv* 
requisite  in  many  ofits  details,  which  are  incong-ruous  and  in^on^^istt.'nt  with  cam  •.ifivr.  aur- 
cumstance  that  will  always  more  or  less  occur;  and  the  preparation  of  tlic  mea»ur>.»  ucccsjarv 
for  the  purpose  rests  with  peculiar  propriety  upon  tlic  minister  to  whom  the  auminifftrarion  if 
the  finances  is  committed,  but  it  is  nut  only  essential  that  he  should  have  all  the  ..iJ  n«*t^.««.irr 
to  a  thoriiugh  investigation  of  the  subject,  but  that  in  every  step  of  the  considiratK.n  oiii  th.,i 
should  exist  the  most  perft'cl  slatistiOal  documents  of  the  whole  course  of  the  h !■•■.•,  wralji 
and  resources  of  the  country,  in  all  their  details.  This,  like  a  pcritctly  wi.ll  a«lj!.v.fu  Afjcant. 
would  of  itself  dictate  many  of  the  mea.suros  to  be  pursued,  cloar  up  doubts  an^  i-iinciilli-S 
which  occur,  and  leave  evrn  the  points  for  discussion  clear,  where  difTt-ronets  ol"  principk  or 
opinion  exist :  above  all,  it  would  have  a  happy  tendency  to  give  that  informal i.:r.  «,♦'  ih?  ts- 
tablishnients  of  the  country  to  its  distant  sections,  the  want  of  which  is  perhaps  one  of  the 
greatest  sources  of dirteri-nce.  On  this  head  it '«hould  seem  that  the  inf-aa;urts  r:Ci;mlv  insU- 
tuted  by  the  Seci*ctaiy  of  the  Treasury  would  produce  the  result,  if  time  wore  ^Aciilk^ruit 
dilij^ent  investigation  they  require.  In  England,  a  thorough  investigation  of  this'^kiad  isths 
basis  of  every  financial  operation,  a^  is  essential  to  the  minister  who  is  or  ought  to  be  t:c 
best  informed  person  in  the  kingtiom  upon  all  its  operations,  nor  would  it  he  less  iiaporaEt 
here,  in  every  stage  of  legislation,  to  Congress  itself. 

After  correct  mfonnation  on  the  suliject,  it  is  of  the  utmost  im|)ortancc  that  wc  should  cone 
to  its  discussion  with  the  spirit  of  compromise  which  the  whole  history  of  our  coustitutioa  re- 
quires, and  that,  while  the  importance  of  the  institutions  of  the  north  arc  justlv  csumatcd  al- 
most as  the  fabric  of  socic^ty  tiiere,  equal  attention  should  be  bestowt:d  on  thosir  ofthjsuii6: 
aller  allowances  on  both  sidos  for  what  fcclinir,  and  perhaps  an  honest  but  warm  imagina- 
tion has  painted  as  to  present  distress,  it  is  an  object  to  consider  how  much  of  this  diairosj 
itself  arises  from  the  universal  depression  which  followed  the  late  |>eace,  how  much  it  hi* 
been  sulxlued  by  industry  step  by  step,  till  it  will  soon  yield  to  it  altogether,  that  the  in*iit> 
tions  of  one  part  of  our  country  are  laying  the  most  pennauent  fouiuiations  of  relief  to  tJM 
rest,  and  how  viudly  essential  it  is  tliat  the  great  fabric  of  oup  common  labor  and  Govemo^al 
should  be  supported. 

Of  the  precise  measures  to  be  adopted  at  present,  it  is  proper  to  observe  that  individuals  n-:< 
conn«-cled  with  the  tiovemment  are  rather  called  upon  to  furnish  facts  and  information  thaa 
opinions,  which  perhaps  will  be  hazarded  most  by  those  who  are  tlio  least  capable  of  fepiis^ 
their  importance;  and,  unquestionably,  it  must  be  obvious  that  the  arrangement  of  these  met^ 
surcs  in  the  first  instance,  can  he  effected  by  no  one  so  Hcll  as  by  him  before  whom  the  whor; 
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nia88  of  facts  must  come  into  review,  nor  better  decided  upon  than  by  the  Government  to  whom 
both  the  arrangements  and  facts  will  be  submitted.  On  this  subject,  it  is  however  correct  to 
observe,  that  the  late  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  already  contains  a  most  lucid 
preliminary  to  the  subject  in  ]>oint  of  principle,  and  one  sentiment  among  many  may  be  se- 
lected as  a  just  ground  of  confidence  to  all  who  are  disposed  to  think  liberally  on  the  subject* 
viz.  :  <*  These  duties,  (alluding  to  those  in  some  of  the  most  important  branches  of  manufac* 
ture)  could  not  be  materially  changed  at  present,  without  the  effect  already  deprecated.  No 
objection  is  perceived,  however,  to  such  a  gradual  reduction  of  them  in  future,  as  may  with- 
draw the  aid  thus  afibrdcd,'as  the  growth  and  stability  of  our  manufactures  will  enable  them 
to  dispense  with  it,  to  such  aMegree  at  least  as  will,  with  the  aid  of  an  increase  of  population 
and  the  means  of  consumption,  still  leave  a  revenue  adequate  to  the  expenditures,  or  until 
what  may  be  withdrawn  from  them  may  be  levied  on  other  articles  which  may  be  found  to 
'admit  of  it" 

When  to  these  and  other  sentiments  expressed  in  the  report,  the  result  of  the  information 
now  in  progress  is.  added,  there  is  every  just  reason  to  hope  that  this  one,  out  of  many  en- 
tangled circumstances  which  have  yielded  to  the  discernment  of  the  Secretary  and  the  iirmnes* 
of  the  Government,  will  receive  the  same  confidence  fVom  the  country  that  has  been  bestowed 
npon  its  arrangements  abroad  and  at  borne.  « 

Since,  however,  opinion  is  in  some  decree  demanded,  and  maybe  useful 'where  suggested 
with  moderation,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  mention  that  much  of  the  utility  of  a  scale  for  the  re- 
duction of  the  duties  on  protected  articles  depends  upon  time,  particularly  the  time  at  which  they 
are  begun.  Institutions  of  labor  unquestionably  acquire  permanence — obtain  it  from  success- 
ful operation,  and  become  enabled  to  endure  shocks  which  would  utterly  overthrow  them  in 
their  outset :  such  permanence  many  of  our  manufactures  have  attained,  and  others  are  at- 
taining, aud  th^ consideration  of  these  are  among  the  most  important  objects  of  constant  re- 
view and  altention ;  but  the  protection  seems  necessary  to  both  to  counteract  the  deleterious 
efiects  of  foreign  articles  of  the  worst  fabric,  and  if  the  duties  at  present  go  even  beyond  the-' 
point  of  protection,  they  seem  useful  in  correcting  the  efiectsof  fluctuating  importations  which 
most  materially  afi^t  them.  In  the  course  of  last  year  there  was  a  large  importation,  whicbt 
however,  did  not  seem  to  affect  our  manufacturing  institutions  (though  it  would  do  so  if  con- 
tinued,) more  than  it  has  affected  other  institutions  of  the  country,  particularly  the  money 
market,  and  through  that  the  country  generally,  by  its  inevitable  consequence  of  a  denumd 
for  specie. 

It  is  probably  worth'  while  to  mention  another  mode  of  settling  the  difierent  opinions  on  the 
tariflf^  that  is  by  retaining  the  duties  especially  on  the  protected  articles,  and  giving  the  surplus 
of  revenue  to  the  southern  States  either  in  bounties  on  the  export  of  cotton,  or  in  such  other 
way  as  may  be  devised.  This  would  retain  their  operation  against  foreigners  for  the  common 
benefit  of  the  country,  and  the  measure  itself  is  sanctioned  by  what  has  been  done  in  adapting 
the  duties  on  salt  to  the  fisheries  and  salt  provisions,  and  in  several  other  instances.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  directions,  contained  in  your  circular  of  the  7tli  Fdmair  l^gt,  I 
entered  on  tlie  duties  imposed  tliercin,  in  a  manner  to  be  enabled  to  make  a  satiiiMtoiy  report 
in  the  shortest  possible  period.    I  was  met,  however,  in  the  very  threshold  of  the  miiattkmf, 
by  difficulties  which  there  was  no  just  cause  to  anticipate.     I  found  that,  in  evoy  ertablisb- 
ment  in  our  lar^e  towns,  a  mystery  was  thrown  around  their  operations;   and,  in  the  conntiyy 
a  want  of  czpenence  in  some,  and  probably  a  total  ignorance  and  absence  of  scientific  kaoir* 
ledge  in  otlicrs,  rendered  what  information  could  be  gleaned  a  matter  of  much  tmcertamtj  ad 
distrust. 

As  yet,  in  Ohio,  and  indeed  in  all  the  country  west  of  Pittsburgh  manufactories  are  but  be- 
ginning to  exist;  a  fair  experiment  has  been  made  in  no  branch  of  fabric,  with  the  ezcepcioa  of 
iron;  and  it  would,  therefore,  be  in  vain  to  seek  for  any  absolutely  correct  data  to  aid  yoo  iathe 
very  responsible  duty  of  making  a  report  on  that  question  which  so  unhappily  now  a^tes 
our  countr}'.  What  could  be  done,  I  believe  I  have  done.  I  have  had  the  whoMregioo  of  lUi 
State,  west  of  Zanenvilie,  examined;  the  factories,  which  are  '*  few  and  far  between,"  thatcouid 
be  fotmd  in  this  district,  have  been  visited;  interrogatories  have  been  proposed  in  ^ery  i^»p^ 
and  the  substance  of  the  replies  have  been  condensed  as  much  as  possible,  and  presented  io  the 
enclosed  statement. 

I  give  them  to  you  as  they  were  received;  and,  although  you  vrill  find  some  discrepancieiaad 
false  calculations  and  estimates,  I  thought  it  better  to  submit  them  to  you,  under  txk6ogeir- 
cumstancos,  in  their  actual  shape,  than  to  attempt  corrections  myself. 

There  arc  a  few  iron  establishments  in  the  Western  Reserve  District  which  wereooCnBlfld, 
as  I  was  fearful  I  should  not  be  able  to  present  you  the  result  in  time  for  your  repoit. 
There  arc  also  one  or  two  important  woollen  and  cotton  manufactories  in  and  abovt  8tai> 
benvilie,  which  are  here  omitted. 

To  both  of  these  places  1  addressed  letters,  enclosing  your  interrogatories*  As  yet  I  bift 
received  no  replies:  should  any  arrive  in  time  to  be  useful  to  you,  they  shall  be  forwudcd. 

In  triancing  your  eye  over  the  difierent  statements,  you  will  find  that  the  presumed  prafifei  of 
the  different  fabrics  extend  from  12  to  S5  per  cent,  and  that  the  univeyval  opinion  i%  thatt 
reduction  of  duties  would  be  highly  injurious,  If  it  would  not  entirely  paralyze  eveiy  cstaUiib* 
ment.  Anotlier  fact  is  fiilly  disclosed  by  the  investigation  made:  Where  the  owncis  tbeai- 
selves  are  generally  the  operatives,  the  piofits  are  double  what  they  are  in  those  estaUiriimcBti 
which  are  distinguished  by  the  names  of  jointpstock  companies.  This  is  illnstiated  by  ths  ex- 
hibit of  the  "  Miami  Cotton  Mill  Company,**  the  principal  owner  of  which  is  an  ingemoos  ar- 
tist himself,  who  gives  his  whole  attention  to  the  business.  He  reports  25  per  cent  profit, 
when  some  othevs  near  him  believe  they  receive  but  12^^.  This  fact  I  consider  all  inpsrtaift 
in  the  great  consideration  of  a  modification  of  the  tariff*:  it  is  one  which,  in  my  humble  opinian^ 
has  not  had  sufficient  weight  in  the  speculations  of  many  of  those  intelligent  and  patriode  indi- 
viduals who  have  so  ardently  advocated  the  encouragement  of  domestic  fabrics. 

What  would  or  ought  to  bo  considered  a  fair  tarifr  of  duties  in  one  State,  might  not  be  tDS^ 
teemed  in  another.  It  must  depend  upon  the  actual  value  of  capital  in  each  place,  b  As  dU 
sections  of  the  Union,  in  the  vicinity  particularly  of  the  large  commercial  cities,  where  cqilal 
is  ]>lcnty,  and  has  benn  accumulating  for  a  century,  a  business  that  will  jkid  firom  $  Is  8  per 
cent,  would  be  viewed  as  worthy  of  attention,  and  of  the  appropriation  of  ca|»lali  In  die  wie^ 
on-  the  contrary,  embracing  a  region  of  country  west  of  Wheeling  and  the  northenatem  bondaiy 
of  Ohio,  10  per  cent  is  certainly  no  inducement  for  the  appUcation  of  capital  in  anyboaneH^ 
except  in  the  loan  of  money  on  mortgage  security.  Money  is  every  where  with  ni  wwA  101* 
13  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually.  The  causes  which  produce  €tAB  state  of  tUeif 
are  inherent  in  the  nature  of  a  new  country,  and  may  be  eaailj  iqppreciated  bj  joil    I  Aam 
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conclude,  therefore,  that,  when  a  manufactory  in  this  State,  not  (ar  removed  from  water  car- 
riage, is  in  successful  operation,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  owners,  it  cannot  be  yielding  a  profit 
less  than  from  15  to  20  per  cent  I  do  not  believe,  in  short,  that  any  money-holder  would  think 
a  moment  of  investing  means  in  any  factoxy  without  a  strong  conviction  of  realizing  at  least  15 
percent  clear. 

I  consider  the  greatest  obstacle  which  has  been  presented  in  testing  the  American  system  in 
the  west,  is  the  want  of  capital.  Capitalists  have  found,  hitherto,  a  more  certain  and  a  safer 
road  to  profit  than  the  unexplored  one  of  manufactures.  Every  establishment  in  the  west  may 
be  considered  as  the  creation  of  industry  and  credit  Many  men  of  reputed  wealth  have  en* 
gaged  in  them,  but  their  wealth  was  not  available,  but  for  the  purpose  of  getting  credit  Loaoi 
generally  to  the  whole  amount  of  capital  vested  were  negotiated;  and  when  we  take  into  view 
the  sacrifices  necessary  to  meet  bank  demands,  the  vast  amount  of  current  paper  (not  at  par) 
in  circulation,  the  interest  on  these  loans  may  be  fairly  estimated  at  8  per  cent  The  splendid 
enterprise  of  the  Steubenville  Woollen  Factory,  which  failed  a  few  years  since,  is  an  illustra- 
tion of  this  position.  I  think,  had  such  an  establishment  been  erected  by  real  capitalists,  who 
aouj^ht  no  more  than  a  fair  income  upon  investment,  that  it  would  still  have  been  in  operatioSy 
an  miposing  monument  of  western  enterprise. 

In  tiie  old  countries  of  Europe,  where  long  experience,  and  the  application  of  science  to  the 
arts,  have  brought  manufactures  to  perfection,  capital  is  probably  invested  for  the  purpose  of 
producing  permanent  income.  In  our  country,  at  all  events  in  the  west,  matiu^tures  are  un- 
dertaken as  a  speculation,  from  which  wealth  is  to  be  realized  in  a  given  time,  or  the  under- 
taking is  abandoned  for  something  more  dazzling. 

The  manufacture  of  iron  appears  to  be  one  which  is  destined  to  succeed  well  in  this  Statei, 
and  to  bring  much  wealth  into  the  country.  The  owners,  however,  all-assert,  that,  in  no  part 
of  the  west,  are  they  beyond  the  reach  of  European  competition.  This  is  certainly  incorrect 
I  refer  you,  in  the  list  of  iron  works,  tb  the  one  called  the  "  Ohio  Iron  Company."  Thi^  statA- 
ment  may  be  particularly  relied  on,  as  I  received  it  from  the  owner,  who  is  a  man  of  calculation 
and  a  merchant  He  states,  inter  dia^  that  he  exports  iron  (pig-metal  he  means)  to  New 
Tork  at  a  fair  profit  Now  the  expense  of  transportation,  via  New  Orleans,  including  conip 
missions  and  insurance,  amounts  to  over  ten  dollars  per  ton. 

The  statement  from  Cincinnati  is  a  meagre  one.  There  was  a  universal  fductance  in  an- 
swering questions,  particularly  as  to  profits  and  capital  borrowed.  But  it  is  certain  that  a  great 
prosperity  attends  every  factory;  considerable  fottunes  seem  to  have  been  made  by  the  maks  of 
those  who  have  embarked  in  manufactures  with  the  proper  amount  of  knowledge^  even  when 
commencing  without  capital,  which  is  the  fact  as  regards  most  of  the  manufactories  in  the  west 
A  large  business  has  been  done  in  the  fabrication  of  steam  engines  for  boats  since  18S0.  To 
this  important  brahch,  connected  with  the  building  of  steamboats,  Cincinnati  is  more  indebted 
for  her  present  prosperity  than  to  anj  other  cause.  Paper  is  also  successfrdly  made.  Bat  at 
yet,  compared  with  Pittsburgh,  Cincmnati  cannot  be  called  a  manufacturing  ciQr.  The  product 
of  tiie  mechanic  arts  is  at  present  more  important  to  her  than  manufactures  on  a  laiger  scale. 
The  exports  of  cabinet  ware,  chairs,  hats,  and  sugar  mills  for  the  sugar  region  of  the  south,  tie 
very  extensive;  and  when  the  amount  of  this  trade  is  connected  with  the  export  of  pork,  and 
agricultural  products  generally,  a  result  is  presented  which  might  rival  in  importance  the  busi- 
ness of  the  large  sea-ports  on  the  Atlantic. 

Upon  the  whole,  I  believe  that  the  state  of  manufactures  at  present  would  l^par  a  judiciout 
reduction  of  the  tariff.  How  this  reduction  ought  to  be  apportioned,  requires  much  skill  and 
caution,  and  ought  to  be  the  result  of  the  combined  reflection  of  individuals  from  difibrent  parts 
of  the  Union.  An  increased  inducement  for  this  reduction  is  presented  by  the  state  of  feding 
in  the  south;  for,  although  I  considet  the  citizens  there  acting  under  a  most  sin^lar  halludni^ 
tion  as  to  the  real  cause  of  their  declension  in  prosperity,  yet  I  view  the  prinaple  of  oompffo* 
mise  so  completely  an  element  in  the  Union,  that  nothing  ought  to  be  forced  into  the  leaslation 
of  the  country  not  indispensable  to  its  welfare,  which  is  opposed  by  the  whole  mass  of  an  im- 
portant section  of  the  nation. 

The  data  which  the  limited  time  prescribed  for  your  report  suffers  me  to  present  to  yon,  it 
much  more  imperfect  than  I  expected  they  would  be  when  I  commenced  my  duties.  A  statis- 
tical investigation  of  this  kind  requires  much  time  and  deliberation.  Such,  however,  as  I  have 
been  enabled  to  procure,  you  may  consider  as  more  important  and  useful  than  inferences  and 
reasonings  of  my  own.  I  give  them  to  you,  therefore,  as  much  condensed  as  possible,  and  I  shall 
be  grati&d  if,  in  their  present  shape,  they  can  affoni  you  any  assistance  in  smoothing  the  di^ 
ficmties  of  the  much  vexed  question.

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STATEMENT  FROM  THE  COUNTRY. 

Xenia  Woollen  Factory,  in  Grecnn  county,  was  established  in  1825;  water  pover.  AboKi 
9,000  lbs.  of  wool  are  manufactured  per  annum,  into  satinets,  country  cloths,  &c.  OnMhird 
of  the  goods  made  are  sold  at  the  factory,  principally  in  barter  for  wool,  proYisions,  amdiaiin 
of  wa{^cs  to  the  workmen;  50  persons  are  supported  by  the  eBtabliBhment;  $6,500  is  the  capital 
inTCstcd,  yiuldin«:  a  profit  of  10  per  cent.  During  the  last  year  6,000  lbs.  of  wool  were  ca.-ded 
for  the  people  in  the  neighborhood,  from  which  they  manufacture  their  own  clothing. 

The  Old-Town  Factory  carded  the  last  year  6,000  lbs.  of  wool  for  household  manotactorei, 
and  dressed,  and  dyed,  and  finished  1,500  yards  in  addition,  worth  $1  per  jajd.  The  faciorj 
made  for  themselves  100  yards  of  cloth,  worth  Si 00.  Water  power.  The  factory  is  ucoated 
in  Greene  county,  within  one  or  two  miles  of  the  town  of  Xenia. 

The  Fairfield  Woollen  Factory,  in  Fairfield  county,  was  established  in  1827,  whh  a  capitil 
of  $9,000,  invested  in  buildings  and  machinery.  Twenty  men,  at  one  dollar  per  day,  and  ax 
children,  at  eight  dollars  per  month,  are  employed  ten  hours  a  day  throughout  the  jeir. 
supporting  some  fifly  souls.  15,000  pounds  of  wool,  worth  25  cents  per  pound,  are  anouallj 
manufactured  into  flannels,  &c.,  say  20,000  yards,  of  an  average  value  of  55  cents  per  yard. 
Water  power. 

The  Licking  County  Woollen  Factory,  running  by  steam  and  water  power,  is  an  indiridoal 
concern,  established  in  1S29;  about  $4,000  arc  invested  in  buildin^rs,  water  power,  tad  ma- 
chinery; $5,000  lbs.  wool,  at  an  average  value  of  37}  cents  per  lb.,  are  man ufactnrtd  into 
broadcloths,  satinets,  &c.,  which  are  bartered  for  wool,  produce,  labor,  &c.;  8  men,  at|SOfer 
month,  and  4  boys  at  $8,  work  12  hours  a  day  the  year  round,  supporting  some  20  pemutt. 
The  owner  says  that  the  business  at  present  yields  him  a  fair  profit,  and  no  more:  if  the  doty 
were  reduced,  it  would  be  ruinous,  but  should  the  present  system  be  persevered  in  for  two  or 
three  years  longer,  manufactures  would  be  so  permanently  established  as  to  compete  withfih 
reign  articles  of  the  same  description. 

The  Springsborough  Woollen  Factory,  in  Warren  county,  was  cstabliiihcd  in  I  Si  3;  runnini^ 
by  water  power,  about  $5,000  worth  of  goods  are  made  per  annum,  by  the  proprietor,  on  htt 
I  own  account,  in  addition  to  the  business  carried  on  by  him  of  a  fuller  and  cloth  draper.  He 
makes  felting,  wortli  $1  per  yard,  satinets  75  cents,  and  broadcloths  wortli  $2  50.  He  ma 
about  3,000  lbs.  wool  per  annum,  worth  from  SO  to  35  cents  per  lb.;  $200  worth  country  Hip 
and  dye  stuffs  are  consumed  per  annum;  6  men,  at  $20  per  month,  and  3  boys,  at  $8,  are  i0* 
ployed  12  hours  a  day  throughout  the  year;  20  persons  are  supported,  clothed,  and  fed,  br  ite 
productions  of  the  neighboring  country.  All  the  goods  are  bartered  and  sold  at  the  frctoiy. 
$1,500  worth  of  household  g^ods  arc  made  in  the  neighborhood. 

An  Air  Foundry  in  Zanesville,  Muskingum  county,  was  established  iii  1818,  with  a  cipitB! 
of  from  $6,0C0  to  $8,000;  150  tons  pig  iron,  worth  $5,000,  and  10,000  bushels  stone  coal, 
worth  $500,  are  annually  used  in  the  establishment  The  castings  find  a  market  in  this  and 
the  neighboring  States.  The  present  proprietors  have  been  in  tlie  business  but  seven  monthly 
and  are  not  thoroughly  acquainted  with  it,  which  might  have  been  their  reason  for  noC  aninf 
more  satisfactory  information.  They  find  competition  in  foreign  articles,  of  similar  kind  wi£ 
those  made  by  them,  at  lower  pnces,  in  the  markets  on  the  soa^board,  and  of  course  exteodng 
an  influence  into  this  section  of  country.  They  do  not  believe  that  there  are  any  manufactum^ 
either  of  salt  or  iron,  in  the  United  States  out  of  the  reach  of  foreign  competition. 

A  Cupola  Rimace,  in  Columbus,  Franklin  county,  was  established  with  a  capital  (invcated 
in  buildings  and  machinery)  of  $5,000;  the  furnace  is  blown  by  a  steam  engine  of  eight  bone 
power;  120  tons  pig  iron  are  annually  made  into  castings  of  varioos  kinds,  at  an  avenge  eort 
of  $38  per  ton  .......  .  .     $4^

This  statement  is  by  no  means  a  clear  one,  for  what  amoant  of  castins  made  per  annua  a 
not  known.  Castings  fVom  the  foundry  sell  for  five  cents  per  pound;  the  plon^is  raqoiis  SO 
or  60  tons  of  casting,  and  three  men  arc  employed  in  fitting  them  up  ready  for  sale;  their  wag« 
and  the  expense  of  the  wood  work  are  not  given.  The  Mies  made  in  small  sums,  scattcni 
over  a  wide  extent  of  territory,  are  difficult  to  collect,  and  a  great  deal  ia  liMt  in  that  way;  m

that  it  would  be  impossible  to  fonn  an  idea,  at  least  a  correct  one,  of  what  is  the  profit  of  this 
establishment.  The  owners  think  that  foreign  pig  iron  could  never  be  brought  into  competi- 
tion with'  the  domestic  article:  for,  if  there  were  no  duty,  the  transportation  hither  would  bo  aa 
cfiectual  bar  to  its  admission. 

A  Cupola  Foundry  in  Dayton,  Montgomery  county,  was  established  in  1828,  by  an  indivi« 
dual,  which  turns  out  a'bout  three  tons  of  casting  per  week,  worth  $100  per  ton.  These  cast- 
ings, of  various  sizes,  are  sold  in  the  neighborhood  and  in  Indiana,  at  90  days'  credit;  old  iron 
is  received  in  barter.  Five  men,  at  $1  25  per  day,  and  3  boys,  at  $11  per  month,  are  employ- 
ed  10  hours  a  day  the  year  round.  The  profits  have  decreased  in  consequence  of  domestic 
competition. 

The  information  from  these  foundries  is  far  from  being  of  a  satisfactory  nature;  the  precise 
capital  has  in  no  instanpe  been  stated;  no  particulars  have  been  given  from  whence  correct  in- 
ferences might  be  drawn  as  to  the  amount  of  profits,  cost  of  manufacturing,  &c.  Several 
foundries  in  the  interior  have  been  visited,  but  there  appeared  a  general  indisposition  to  reply  to 
the  questions  proposed,  by  the  Secretary!  The  three  above  mentioned  are  the  only  ones  in  the 
country  from  which  information  of  any  kind  could  be  obtained. 

The  Phoenix  Foundly,  in  Cincinnati,  was  established  in  1819;  both  air  and  cupola;  using  an 
engine  of  fifteen  horse  power;  35  hands  are  employed,  averaging  $1  25  per  day,  throughout  the 
year;  500  tons  of  pig,  $30=$15,000,  and  10,000  bushels  stone  coal,  at  10  centS3s$l,000,  are 
used  per  annum;  incidental  expenses  amount  to  $1,000;  400  tons  castings,  averaging  $75  per 
ton,  are  made  ycarly=$30,00u.  The  castings  are  principally  for  steam  engines  and  sugar 
mills  for  the  lower  country.  ^ 

The  Clinton  Foundry  (air  and  cupola)  is  owned  by  the  same  proprietors  as  the  Phcenix. 
Productions,  expenses,  hands,  &c.  the  same. 

The  iEtna  Foundry,  in  Cincinnati,  (air  and  cupola)  established  m  1825;  steam  engine  of  ip 
horse  power;  employing  30  hands  per  annum;  paying,  per  annum,  say  $12,000  in  wages;  500 
tons  pig  at  $32=$16,000,  and  coal  to  the  amount  of  $1,950;  sand  $50,  and  $1,000  in  sundries, 
are  the  expenses  per  annum.  500  tons  castings,  worth  $70  per  ton,  neating  2,000  1^8.,  are 
made  yearly.  The  pigs  are  bought  at  gross  weight,  the  castings  aic  sold  neat  The  gross 
weight  lost  in  rc-melting.  ^^ 

Granville  Furnace,  in  Licking  county,  was  built  in  1816,  at  a  co^t  of  $20,000;  proved  an  un- 
profitable concern,  from  causes  not  known  precisely;  presumed  want  of  knoWledge  in  the  own- 
ers. In  1828  it  was  sold  to  the  present  proprietors,  who  rebuilt  it  at  a  cost  (including^puiv 
chase)  of  $10,000;  $5,000  are  invested  in  machinery 'and  fixtures,  and  $15,000  as  floating  capi^ 
tal,  making  the  capital  employed  by  the  present  company  $30,000,  which  yields  a  profit  of  15 
per  cent,  per  annum.  The  works  are  driven  by  steam;  lOO  oxen  and  horses  (principally  oxen) 
are  used;  100  hands  are  employed  permanently,  and  the  owners  say  that  a  population" of  from 
five  to  seven  hundred  pefsons  are  entirely  supported  by  the  furnace.  The  number  of  tons  of 
iron  annually  made  has  not  been  ascertained,  but  pigs  and  castings  to  the  amount  of  $35,000 
are  manufactured  per  annum. 

The  owners  state  it  as  their  opinion,  *' that  a  reduction  of  the  duty  on  iron  would  drive  them 
from  the  business  immediately,  as  three-fourths  of  the  iron  that  would  then  come  in  competi- 
tion with  them  now  finds  a  market  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  in  the  States  south  on  the 
.  Mississippi.     If  a  forei^  article  were  introduced  at  less  than  the  present  duty,  they  could' not 
continue  to  manufacture  at  the  price  it  would  be  sold  at." 

Marble  Furnace,  in  Adams  county,  was  established  in  1816,  with  a  capital  of  $20,000;  pro- 
pelled bolkby  water  and  steam  power;  $15,000  worth  of  pigs  are  made  per  annum,  on  which 
the  profit  las  not  been  ascertained;  50  hands  are  employed,  averaging  $15  per  month;  50  oxen 
and  horses  are  used;  market  for  aH  the  metal  at  the  furnace.  Profits  have  decreased  in  con- 
sequence of  domestic  competition,  lower  price  of  manufactured  articles,  and  increased  cost  of 
production.  The  pigs  of  this  furnace  are  taken  to  a  forge  on  Paint  creek,  in  Ross  county,  dis- 
tant about  20  miles.  The  ore  and  timber  lands  belonging  to  the  furnace  are  almost  exhausted, 
and  the  works  have  been  idle  for  two  seasons  past;  but  a  stock  of  ore,  coal,  &c.  is  now  collect- 
ing for  one  more  blast,  after  which  the  works  will  bo  abandoned,  and  the  lands  which  have 
been  cleared,  having  been  allowed  to  grow  up  in  thickets,  will  run  waste,  as  the  soil  is  too 
poor  to  pay  the  expense  of  improving,  though  in  time  they  might  be  adapted  to  the  pasturing 

of  sheep. 

Mary  Ann  Furnace,  in  Licking  county,  14  miles  east  of  Granville,  was  established  in  1829, 
with  a  capital  of  $30,000,  $20,000  of  which  are  invested  in  buildings,  lands,  &c,  $10,000  in 
floating  capital;  the  furnace  is  driven  by  water  power,  and  4,000  acres  of  land  are  attached  to 
it;  100  hands  (supporting  500  persons)  are  employed;  50  oxen  and  horses  are  used;  the  furnace 
is  in  blast  250  dhys  in  the  year,  making  two  tons  of  iron  per  day,  one  half  of  which  is  pig  iron, 
the  other  castings  and  hollow  ware.

The  owners  say  they  hare  been  engaged  here  and  elsewhere  in  the  manuftctnre  of  iron  tm 
the  last  twelve  years,  and  have  witnessed  a  decline  in  the  price  of  castings  from  $120  to  ffl) 
per  ton,  entirely  the  consequence  of  domestic  competition.  At  this  reduced  priee,  thej  ay, 
^  that  any  material  reduction  in  the  present  protecting  duty  wotald  cause  ruin  to  their  bwineis, 
as  there  is  no  situation  entirely  exempt  from  foreign  competition.*' 

Remarks, — This  furnace  appears  to  yield  a  greater  profit  on  the  quantity  of  iroa  nade  this 
others  which  have  been  heard  from.  By  comparison  with  the  other  estireiltes  given  ia,  the  labor 
and  expenses,  $4,500,  deduct  one-half  of  them  incurred  by  the  Union,  Pine  Grove,  ke.  ke^ 
there  is  no  just  reason  for  supposing  that  there  would  be  this  great  difierencc  in  these  itaui  be- 
tween furnaces  situated  within  fifty  miles  of  each  other,  using  the  same  method  of  ntan&c^ 
taring,  and  employing  hands  at  similar  rates  of  wages.  The  one  costs  the  proprietors  nore 
than  double  the  price  it  does  the  Sciota,  Franklin,  &c.  &c.;  from  which  it  might  be  infenedlhit 
the  proprietors  are  mistaken  in  the  amount  of  their  profits,  say  at  least  ono-halfl  Thar  Issdi, 
however,  improve  in  value  as  they  are  cleared,  and  on  that  account  may  make  as  great  a  profit 
as  their  estimate  would  show. 

Ohio  Brush  Creek  Forge,  in  Scioto  county,  was  established  by  John  Means  &  Co.  in  ltt9; 
water  power:  the  capital  invested  is  about  $13,000;  lands  attached  to  the  forge  amount  to  f3,S0A, 
including  the  water  privilege;  about  $7,600  arc  invested  in  buildings,  machinery,  &c.;  the  bt- 
lance  of  capital,  say  $2,100,  is  active;  27  hands  are  employed  during  the  year,  supportiaf  si 
least  80  souls;  18  oxen  and  2  horses  are  used,  consuming  say  2,000  bushels  corn.    The  witer 
power  in  this  section  of  country  is  by  no  means  permanent,  and  the  forge  would  not  becsjMblf 
of  running  more  than  six  or  eight  months;  200  working  days  for  the  year  would  be  iftir  ifcr 
age,  and  the  subjoined  estimate  is  made  for  that  length  of  time:

Lafayette  Forgo,  in  Scioto  county,  was  established  by  the  owners  of  the  Scioto  Fmses^  ii 
1829,  with  a  capital  of  $10,000.  Tliis  forge  is  situated  on  the  LitUe  ScioU  river,  within  fbor 
miles  of  the  furnace,  and  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  nuinufacturine  the  scrap  and  yerior  bob 
of  that  establishment  into  blooms.  The  ownera  think  they  are  doing  well  if  th&f'mmk»  or 
save  $1,000  per  annum  by  this  concern ,  thoug)i  the  subjoined  estimate  would  show  a  grate 
profit.  $2,500  are  invested  in  buildingti,  water  power,  land,  &c.,  and  $7,500  in  w^aiuKf, 
stock,  &c.  The  forge  runs  for  six  months  in  the  year,  and  16  hands  and  l8  oxen  an  cnipluytd 
for  that  time.    Some  50  persons  obtain  subsistence  by  labor  of  this  estabUslmieBt.

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Remarks. — From  the  two  preceding  estimates,  an  inference  might  be  drawn  that  the  busi- 
ness of  a  forge  yields  a  fair  profit;  but  from  such  general  information  as  has  been  obtained,  the 
business  cannot  be  considered  profitable  in  this  section  of  the  Union.  A  forge  unconnected 
•with  a  furnace  would  scarcely  yield  a  maintenance.  The  calculation  of  the  Ohio  Brush  Creek 
Forge  (on  thcipreceding  page)  is  predicated  on  an  annual  product  of  200  tons  of  bar  iron.  The 
forge  has  never  made  this  quantity  of  metal,  owing  to  the  many  incidental  circumstances  which 
occur  in  almost  every  establishment,  but  particularly  in  establishments  of  this  nature,  in  the 
western  country.  The  workmen  who  understand  this  kind  of  business  are,  as  yet,  by  no  means 
plenty;  those  who  are  hero  are  dissipated,  leave  at  a  moment's  notice,  and  arc  difficult  to  be 
replaced.  The  labor  is  very  severe,  and,  when  Saturday  arrives,  are  almost  exhausted,  requir- 
ing at  least  two  days  in  the  week  to  recruit  Twelve  tons  of  blooms  per  week  for  six  weeks 
together,  would  be  considered  excellent  work  on  the  Juniata,  where  water  power  is  permanent 
The  streams  in  this  section,  dependant  on  rains  for  supply,  yield  no  permanent  water  power; 
and  there  is  scarcely  a  forge  in  this  section  making  200  tons  blooms,  so  that  200  tons  of  bar  iron 
would  be  too  great  an  annual  product.  There  are  two  other  forges  in  the  neighborhood,  one 
of  which  has  not  been  heard  from,  and  the  other  is  known  not  to  have  made  an  hundred  tone 
blooms,  though  in  operation  for  nearly  a  year.  A  steam  forge  for  the  manufacture  of  bloomi 
is  about  going  into  operation  in  Kentucky,  on  the  Ohio  nver,  in  connexion  with  a  rolling  mill 
at  Cincinnati.  Rolling  mills  are  now  generally  used  for  making  bar  iron,  and  forges  for  that 
purpose  will  be  abandoned,  or  go  into  the  manufacture  of  blooms  for  the  rolling  mills.

Furnaces  in  the  Ore  Regi€n  qf  the  French  GnmL 

Pine  Grove  Furnace,  in  Lawrence  county,  was  established  in  1828,  by  three  individuals,  with 
a  capital  of  $18,000)  steam  power;  3,000  acres  of  land,  worth  $2  per  acre,  are  attached  to  the 
furnace,  amounting  to  ^6,000;  $5,000  are  invested  in  buildings,  tlie  residue,  $7,000,  at  the 
time  of  commencement,  invested  in  ore,  cool,  goods,  &c.;  100  hands  are  employed  throughout 
the  year;  and  there  are  on  the  place  30  families,  averaging  five  persons  each,  who  are  entirely 
supported  by  this  establishment,  besides  many  others  whose  subsistence,  in  A  great  measure, 
depends  on  the  labor  of  the  furnace;  70  oxen  are  employed  by  the  concern,  consuming  12,000 
bushels  com  per  annum.  The  ore  used  by  Messrs.  Ellison  &  Hamilton  (the  proprietors  of  the 
establishment)  is  the  rock  or  calcareous  ore,  with  a  slight  admixture  of  clay  or  argillaceous, 
and  requiring  about  three  tons  of  ore  to  one  of  iron.  The  rock  ore  is  found  in  veins  varying 
from  four  to  five  feet  in  thickness.  The  furnace  is  kept  in  blast  nine  montlis  in  the  year,  and, 
during  that  time,  worked  night  and  day,  without  cessation:  the  other  three  months  of  the  year 
are  occupied  in  repairs  and  accumulating  stocks  of  ore,  coal,  &c.

Since  the  cstablisKment  of 
the  furnace  (four  years)  no  dividends  have  been  made;  and  the  actual  capital  required  and  cm- 
ployed  in  the  above  estimate  amounts  to  $45,000.  The  above  is  substantially  a  correct  calcu- 
lation, and  the  actual  profit  may  bo  estimated  at  25  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  a  capital  of  from 
f40,000  to  $50,000. 

Union  Furnace,  in  Lawrence  county,  Ohio,  was  established  in  1826,  (the  first  in  this  section 
of  country,)  with  a  capital  of  $20,000.  No  dividends  were  made  since  the  establishment  of  the 
concern,  and  the  actual  cost  to  the  present  owners  is  $40,000.  The  works  are  propelled  by 
steam  power;  about  3,300  acres  of  land  are  attached  to  the  concern,  (some  of  which  were  Con- 
gress and  some  in  the  French  Grant  proper)  costing  $1  S5  per  acre,  amounting  to  $4,150; 
08,000  are  invested  in  buildings,  &c.  the  rest  is  floating  capital,  invested  in  ore,  coal,  iron,  &c. 
Below  is  subjoined  a  calculation  based  on  the  business  of  me  last  year,  yielding  on  original  in- 
vestment say  20  per  cent;  the  average  profit,  however,  from  the  commencement,  in  1826,  to 
the  present  time,  1832,  has  been  about  10  per  cent  on  the  whole  capital  invested.  The'ores 
u:ied  at  the  furnace  are  the  same  as  those  oi  the  preceding,  (the  Pine  Grove)  the  argillaceous 
and  the  calcanious,  which  arc  dispersed  in  strata  of  from  6  to  10  inches.  There  are  several 
strata  of  bituminous  coal  running  all  through  this  re^gion,  of  which  the  upper  stratam  is  the 
largest,  say  from  2  to  4  feet  in  Sickness.

Scioto  Furnace,  in  Scioto  county,  Ohio,  was  established  in  1829,  by  tlirec  per«oD&  wirh  a 
capital  of  $30,000;  2,300  acres  of  land  are  attached  to  the  concern,  costing  about  5^,300;  flO,- 
000  arc  invested  in  buildings;  $4,500  in  steam  engine,  machinery,  &c  ,  and  Sll.OOiJ  in  active 
capital;  86  hands  lind  permanent  emidoyment  throughout  the  year,  on  \i-hosc  labor  &tlftj| 
350  ]iersona  depend  for  subsistence;  54  oxen  and  3  horses  arc  used,  consuming'  9ome  eight  crteo 
thousand  bu^buU  of  com.  The  ores  used  are  the  kidney  and  clay,  of  which  the  kidDvv  is  Uk 
richest;  three  tons  arc  required  to  make  one  ton  of  iron.  This  furnace  runs  about  9icooth^ 
and  the  estimate  below  is  made  for  270  days:

1 ,080  tons  metal  made  per  annum,  at  a  profit  of  S9,764,  say  $10,000,  (as  the  labor  of  mould- 
ing in  the  item  of  expenses  is  overrated,)  being  a  clear  protit  of 33|  per  cent,  on  tbcoriginai  inrut- 
ment  of  $30,000;  without,  however,  taking  into  consideration  that  tijis,  as  well  as  all  other  seatf 
for  fumaci-s,  decreases  at  least  ten  per  cent,  in  value  per  annum,  by  tlie  exhaustion  of  ot«.  um- 
ber, &c.:  the  country  being  barren,  the  lands,  after  being  deprived  of  the  timber,  arc  valuricts, 
and  allowed  to  run  waste.  It  wuuld  appear  that  the  iron  of  this  establish uient  is  held  in  ^atn 
estimation  than  that  of  any  other  in  this  section,  as  it  sells  from  $4  to  86  hieher  than  thatd 
tlic  neighboring  furnaces.  This,  also,  is  the  only  furnace  which  uses  the  kidney  ore;  it  being 
more  abundant  here,  and  forming  a  large  portion  of  the  ores  smelted,  may  account  for  the  su- 
perior quality  of  the  iron.  It  (the  kidney  ore)  is  always  the  upper  stratum,  being  found  in  tin 
tops  of  the  hills,  with  but  a  slight  covering  of  earth- 

The  Ohio  Iron  Company,  in  SScioto  county,  established  two  furnaces,  one  called  the  Franklin 
in  \S'27;  and  one  the  Franklin  Junior,  in  1829.  The  company  was  incorporated  in  1828,  witl 
a  capital  of  $100,000,  60,000  of  which  is  the  amount  actually  invested,  and  on  which  the  bnB 
ness  yields  a  profit  of  15  per  cent;  2,000  tons  of  iron  are  made  per  annum,  at  from  ISO  U 
§60  per  ton;  6,000  tons  of  ore,  at  $1  25  per  ton,  and  550,000  bushels  coal,  at  3}  cents,  wid 
500  tons  limestone,  at  $1  50  per  ton,  and  20,000  bushels  of  coal,  (bituminous)  at  6  centi 
per  bushel,  are  annually  consumed;  from  200  to  300  hands  are  constantly  employed;  ik 
wages  of  the  laliorers  from  $8  to  $10  per  month,  and  the  mechanics  from  $1  to  ^1  50  per  da? 
70  or  80  yoke  of  oxen  are  employed,  principally  during  the  summer.  A  portion  of  the  iran  u 
sold  at  the  furnace,  but  the  principal  part  is  sent  to  the  towns  on  the  Ohio  river;  some  Imi  ipeex 
sold  in  New  York,  ond  a  small  lot,  by  order,  has  been  shipped  to  England,  presumed  as  taez 
pcriment,  the  result  of  which  is  not  known.  The  foreign  article  does  not  enter  into  oompeti 
tion  at  the  markets  on  the  Ohio  river,  owing  to  the  necessary  expense  that  would  be  incuTe^ 
in  freighting  it  up  the  river;  but  it  does  at  New  York,  which  competition  the  company  arc  ena- 
bled to  sustain  by  the  present  rate  of  duty.  Occasional  sales  are  made  for  cash,  but  geaenBl 
on  a  credit  of  from  three  to  six  months.  The  cost  of  manufacturing  has  somewhat  incmii^ 
since  tlie  commencement  of  the  establishment,  owing  to  a  greater  demand  for  labor,  cavscd  Irf 
tlie  increase  of  similar  establishments  in  the  vicinity.  The  advance  is  not  gre«t.  however,  isd 
as  the  price  of  iron  has  not  varied  materially,  the  profits  continue  much  the  taaiei    The 
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pany  do  not  think  Uiat  capital  invested  in  iron  works  3rielda  a  ^rreater  profit  than  capital  other- 
wise judiciously  invested,  and  managed  with  equal  skill.  The  establishment  is  supplied  with 
provisions  from  the  surrounding  country,  and  with^  generally,  low  priced  clothing,  manutactur* 
ed  in  the  eastern  section  of  the  United  States.  The  goods  are  purchased  principally  in  New 
Tork,  in  payment  of  which  bills  are  drawn  on  factors  to  whom  iron  has  been  shipped  for  that 
purpose,  it  being  a  convenient  method  of  remitting  and  yielding  a  fair  profit  on  the  shipment.  If 
the  duties  were  reduced  to  12  J  per  cent.,  the  company  would  abandon  the  business;  their  capital 
they  suppose  would  cease  to  exist.  The  lands  being  unfit  for  culture,  and  the  works  being 
untit  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  manufacture  of  iron,  would  be  valueless  were  they  com- 
pelled to  abandon  them. 

Bemarks. — In  the  foregoing  pages,  estimates  have  been  given  of  the  annual  profits  and  pro- 
ducts of  five  furnaces  now  in  operation  in  that  section  of  country  commencing  near  the  Scioto 
river,  embracing  Scioto  and  Lawrence  counties,  and  bordering  on  the  Ohio.  In  addition  to 
which,  four  other  new  furnaces  are,  or  are  about  being  commenced,  in  different  stages  of  pro- 
gress;  making  in  all  nine  furnaces  which  will  be  in  operation  in  the  spring  of  1833,  and  pro- 
ducing about  1,000  tons  of  iron  each,  manufactured  at  the  furnace  into  pigs  and  castings. 

The  value  of  castings  for  some  years  past  has  been  $60  per  ton;  the  price  of  pigs  has 
varied  from  $25  to  $32;  at  present  they  are  in  brisk  demand  at  $30.  Supposing  that  these  fur- 
naces made  pig  metal  alone,  valued  at  $30  per  ton,  their  united  product  would  be  9000  tons, 
worth  $270,000  per  annum,  employing  from  900  to  1,000  hands,  supporting,  in  a  country  other- 
wise barren,  a  population  of  3,000  persons,  and  consuming  about  100,000  bushels  com  in  food 
for  oxen  and  horses.  The  capital  invested  or  employed  might  be  safely  estimated  at  $300,000, 
yielding  an  average  interest  (judging  from  the  estimates)  of  20  per  cent.  p6r  annum.  The  ores 
(of  several  kinds)  appear  abundant  and  almost  inexhaustible,  and  bituminous  coal  abounds, 
bein^  used  at  every  furnace  for  the  steam  engines,  which  is  the  only  power  used  for  the  pro- 
duction of  blast.  The  furnaces  arc  in  blast  night  and  day  for  nine  months  in  the  year,  the  other 
three  months  being  required  for  repairs,  renewal  of  stock,  &c.  The  wages  of  the  laborers  are 
somewhat  higher  thap  are  given  for  other  purposes,  such  as  agriculture,  canals,  &c.  As  re- 
gards pig  iron,  it  would  appear  to  be  beyond  foreign  competition,  but  as  soon  as  manufactured 
would  be  subject  to,  and  controlled  by,  its  influence,  were  it  not  protected  by  a  duty.  The  im- 
pression of  the  iron  masters  generally  is,  that  a  reduction  of  duties  would  cause  ruin  to  them- 
selves and  to  their  business.  In  reply  to  the  question  proposed  by  the  Secretary — *'  In  what 
would  you  employ  your  capital  were  you  to  abandon  your  business  in  consequence  of  a  reduc- 
tion of  duties?" — a  highly  intelligent  individual  remarked:  **  That,  if  any  thing  were  saved 
from  his  property,  he  would  proceed  south,  purchase  slaves,  and  commence  the  planting  of 
cotton,  that  yielding  a  greater  revenue  for  the  capital  invested  than  any  other  business,  that  of 
sugar  not  excepted.** 

The  Colcrain  Cotton  Mill  Company  was  incorporated  in  1823,  with  a  capital  of  $20,000. 
The  mill  is  propelled  both  by  water  and  steam  power,  and  manufactures  cotton  y&ni,  wick  yam, 
and  batting;  2,000  lbs.  cotton  are  consumed  per  week,  costing  at  the  factory  lOJ  cents  per  lb.; 
60,000  lbs.  cotton  yam,  at  22  cents,  and  2,500  lbs.  batting,  at  15  cents  per  lb.,  have  been  made 
the  present  year;  5  men,  at  from  $4  to  $10  per  week,  and  30  women  and  children,  at  $1  to 
$1  75,  are  employed  for  12  hours  a  day  the  year  round:  $80  is  the  amount  paid  in  wages  per 
week.  The  profits  of  the  company  have  been  about  11  per  cent,  since  the  commencement,  with- 
out calculating  the  depreciation  of  buildings,  machinery,  &c.  Profits  have  latterly  decreased, 
in  consequence  of  heavy  importations  from  the  east,  and  competition  in  the  western  States.  No 
money  has  been  borrowed  by  the  company,  except  occasional  discounts  at  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States.  Four  horses  are  employed  in  transporting  the  yam  and  cotton  to  and  from  Cin- 
cinnati, from  whence  the  mill  is  distant  18  miles.  The  yam  is  all  sold  in  Cincinnati  for  cash» 
and  an  average  credit  of  four  months,  but  is  consumed  in  Illinois,  Missouri,  and  States  on  the 
river.  The  prices  of  yam  have  varied  in  nine  years  from  45  to  20  cents.  A  dividend  of  20 
per  cent,  was  paid;  the  rest  of  the  profits  accruing  has  been  retained  as  capitaL  100  persons 
are  supported  m  and  about  the  estabhshment.  The  neighboring  families  have  made  about 
^000  worth  of  linsey,  &c.,  which  was  dressed  and  finished  at  a  fulling  mill  on  the  same 
property.  The  usual  rate  at  which  money  is  let  among  the  farmers  of  this  section  is  from  10 
to  is  per  cent. 

The  Woodboume  Cotton  Factory  was  established  by  individuals  in  1820,  and  proved  a  losing 
business  until  the  present  year,  when  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  present  occupant  About 
#5,000  are  invested  in  stock,  machinery,  buildings,  &c.  In  consequence  of  improved  ma^ 
chinery,  the  cost  of  manufacturing  has  decreased,  while  the  profits  have  increased  on  account 
of  the  present  rise  in  the  price  of  yams.  25,000  lbs.  of  yam.  No.  7,  are  made  per  annum, 
worth  about  $5,750,  whidi  ia  all  sold  at  the  factory,  and  consumed  in  the  county  of  Montgo-^ 
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mcry,  in  which  tho  mill  is  situated.  One  man  at  $6  per  week,  and  ten  girls  at  91*25,  arc  em- 
ployed 13  hours  a  day  Uiroughout  the  year;  the  yarns  are  sold  for  cash  and  a  credit  cf  niaety 
days.     The  mill  is  drivm  by  water  power. 

Tho  Miami  Cotton  Mill  Company  was  incorporated  in  1830,  with  a  capiul  of  $SO,COO, one- 
fourth  of  wliich  is  borrowed.  The  mill  is  situated  in  Dayton,  Montgoraerr  county,  on  Cfse 
Slate  Basin,  from  which  it  draws  its  water  power;  4  men  at  $1  per  day,  and  16'  womenand  chil- 
dren at  22  cents,  are  employed  12  hours  a  day  the  year  round;  60,000  Iba.  raw  cottoa  are  aa- 
nually  manufactured  into  yarns,  worth  $14,000,  half  of  which  is  sold  at  the  factory,  and  iheic- 
niainilcr  sent  by  tlie  canal  to  Cincinnati,  a  distance  of  65  miles.  The  yams  arc'sold  for  cash 
or  a  credit  of  four  months,  and  are  generally  consumed  in  the  manufacture  of  household  goodi. 
The  yarn  is  coarse  in  quality,  averaging  No.  8,  at  an  onlinary  price  of  22  cents.  Half  ofihe 
cost  of  yarn  is  raw  material,  one-fourth  in  labor,  and  one-fourth  in  profits.  No  dividends  kare 
hern  made,  and  the  profits  are  invested  in  new  machinery.  The  uiill  is  not  yet  completed;  ia 
a  short  time  double  the  quantity  of  machinery  will  be  in  operation,  requiring  double  the  amount 
of  cotton,  handtf,  &c.,  and  of  course  producing  double  the  amount  of  yamit.  Attached  to  ikt 
cotton  mill  is  a  machine  shop  capable  of  making  $20,000  worth  of  machinery  ■{<:  annum. 
Within  eight  months,  $8,000  worth  has  been  made,  part  of  which  ia  for  Spanish  Amcrics;  one- 
fourth  the  cost  of  machinery  is  in  material,  such  as  wood,  iron,  ^c,  one-half  in  wage?,  «ad  one- 
fourth  in  protit.  About  |7,000*  worth  of  agricultural  productions  are  consumed  amoa^  the 
families  dependant  on  the  factory  for  support. 

PAPER  MANUFACTORIES. 

There  arc  eight  paper  mills  in  the  Miami  jcountry:  three  on  the  waters  of  th*"  Big  Miami,  threa 
on  tlie  Little  Miami,  two  in  Cincinnati,  worked  by  steam  power,  cost  60,000,  emploTinfi  a 
capital  in  stock  of  $30,000;  manufacturing  annually  f  120,000  wortli  of  writing,'  printing,  and 
wrapping  paper,  which  is  principally  used  in  Cincinnati  and  vicinity  m  boi>k  and  news  piint* 
ing.  I'he  price  of  paper  has  been  unifonn  since  1820;  rags  have  varied  little  in  the  sane  time: 
wages  to  hands  have  advanced  say  25  per  cent.;  the  profits  have  been  nearly  the  samc^  oving 
to  improved  machinery  and  knowledge  in  the  basineii»s,  say  30  per  cent,  on  the  capital  employ- 
ad.  The  number  of  hands  employed,  say  160,  one  half  females;  wages  to  females  |I  25  per 
week,  to  men  $6  50.     No  foreign  paper  in  our  market  for  sale.

Morgan  &  Sanxay,  bookbinders  and  printers,  employ  a  capital  of  15,000;  they  have  fifty 
hands,  twenty  of  which  are  women:  the  wages  of  the  men  are  8  dollars  weekly,  of  the  women 
3  dollars;  there  are  also  three  boys,  who  earn  each  two  dollars  per  week.  All  the  materials 
employed,  excepting  leather,  are  domestic,  and  a  share  of  the  leather  also  is  such.

A."  C.  Brown,  machine  card  factory,  just  established,  and  operates  by  steam  power;  employs 
9  men,  at  average  wages  of  $1  25  per  day,  and  3  girls  at  $3  per  week;  consumes  So,60'j 
worth  of  iron  wire  annually;  forci^  materials,  wire,  and  domtstic  leather;  makes  not  only  cards 
annually  to  the  value  of  $8,600,  but  machines  for  cards  to  the  amount  of  $3,600,  and  wiJimikf 
to  a  much  {greater  amount  when  fully  in  operation.

These  prices  aro  25  per  cent,  lesithai 
were  obtained  two  years  ago,  al thou (fh  the  raw  materials  have  advanced  within  thai ptriod- 
This  establishment  is  the  largest  in  the  United  States;  there  arc  none  south  or  west  of  New- 
ark, N.  J.,  besides  this,  but  one  at  Wheeling,  on  a  small  scale;  the  factories  in  TrumduUind 
Bridgeport  are  next  in  imi)ortanee  to  this;  they  need  no  protection;  steam  power  is  empjond; 
they  use  half  a  ton  of  iron  per  week — none  but  the  best  Juniata  will  answer;  thoy  makvibiir 
own  canvass  and  wooden  frames.  There  ars  in  this  factory  22  men,  M'ho  earn  from  8  to  16 
dollars  per  week,  6  women,  at  50  cents  per  day  wages.  It  is  supposed  to  h^  one  of  the  moft 
orderly  factories  in  the  State:  its  owners  do  not  permit  drinking  nor  HW^earing  within  it«  wall*. 

J.  B.  Casey,  tobacco  factory,  Covington,  consumes  SOOhhds  leaf  tobacco  annuaUy;  employs 
20  hands  at  $3  per  week,  and  10  bovs  at  $1  50;  turns  out  1,500  kegs  tobacco  annaaily,  valued 
at  $15,000:  his  trade  is  one-eighth  of  the  tobacco  trade  in  Boone  and  Campbell  counties 

P.  J.  Bonte,  rope  walk;  manufactures  cordai^e  by  horse  power;  was  established  in  13S2; 
his  capital,  in  machiner}'  and  buildings,  is  $1,000;  consumes  80  tons  hemp  annually,  w«th 
^8,000;  the  protit«  of  the  business  arc  decreasing,  owing  to  rise  in  the  raw  material  and  do- 
mestic competition*  Ue  employs  8  men  and  10  boys;  the  men  earn 'about  $1  per  day,  and  the 
boys  $1  50  per  week;  they  work  12  hours  in  the  day  on  average  the  year  round;  the  market  Sv 
his  manufactures  is  at  home.  Cordage  is  not  imported,  although  the  material  in  part,  Manilia 
hemp,  is,  and,  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  the  Russia  also.  Manufactures  160,000  lbs.  coidage^ 
averaging  10  eta.  per  lb.,  $16,000  in  value.  The  Manilla  and  Russia  hump  injure  the  planter, 
but  do  not  affect  the  manufacturers'  interest  unless  indirectly.

The  business  affords  a  pro6t  of  20  percent,  on  Hkc 
amount  made;  makes  300  kegs  tobacco  and  60,000  lbs.  snuff  annually,  value  $15,000,  employ 
five  men,  who  earn  about  $7  per  week;  market  in  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi. 

William  Holyokc,  coachmaker,  employs  12  hands  at  an  average  of  01  25  per  day;  maniH 
factures  stages,  gigs,  coaches,  &c.  to  the  value  of  $9,000  per  year. 

Thomas  M'Gregor,  stone  and  marble  yard;  turns  out  work  in  value  $10,000  per  uuinm; 
employs  12  hands,  who  cam  $1  50  per  day. 

O.  M'Donald,  blacksmith,  consumes  40  tons  iron  and  1  ton  steel  in  the  course  of  the  year, 
value  $4,000;  employs  13  men  and  7  boys;  value  of  work  produced  ^11,000  per  yeartiues 
largely  the  English  iron,  which  answers  for  railings  and  wagon  tires,  but  id  not  as  valuable  as 
Juniata  for  general  purposes. 

Hiram  Marks,  cutler;  works  by  steam  power,  employs  5  hands;  value  of  work  $5,000  per 
annum;  owing  to  the  low  price  of  labor  abroad,  and  the  large  share  of  value  whioh  it  fozms  in 
the  manufactured  article,  a  reductiom  of  duty  would  operate  very  injuriously. 

W.  S.  Chappcll,  tailor;  employs  6  men  and  8  women,  at  8  and  3  dollars  per  week,  respec- 
tively; mokes  clothes  to  the  value  of  $8,000  in  the  course  of  the  year;  materials  principafly  for- 
eign, and  the  work  made  generally  for  customers  in  this  city. 

Keeler  &  Co.,  scale-beam  factory;  makes  250  scale-beams  per  year;  aggregate  value  $3,000; 
employs  4  men. 

D.  Ryder,  manufacturer  of  machine  cards;  uses,  of  foreign  articles,  wire  to  the  amomnt  of 
$1,500,  and  of  domestic,  $1,000  value  of  leather;  emplojTs'i  hands^  and  makes  to  the  vahic^ 
annually,  of  $7,500. 

Mills  &  Williams,  plough  and  axe-makers;  consume  in  their  shops  annuaOy  50  toas  mm, 
all  of  the  best  quality,  and  none  hut  Juniata  will  suit;  also  6  tons  steel;  value  of  iron  and  ilsd 
$8,300;  turn  out  10,800  axes  per  annum,  400  ploughs,  and  wagons,  carts,  and  dnji^  to  ihi 
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value  of  $3,000;  the  axes  sell  for  $18,900,  and  the  ploughs  at  $3,800.  The  demand  for  axes 
is  so  great  that  we  cannot  supply  to  any  great  extent  the  wholesale  demand.  Of  steel  we  use 
principally  Naylor  &.  Sanderson's  cast  steel.

We  would  be  under  the  necessity  of  abandoning 
our  business,  if  only  12}  per  cent,  were  charged  on  the  importation  of  white  lead,  and  a  cor- 
responding reduction  of  all  imports.  30.  At  present  could  not  say  in  what  way  we  would  em- 
ploy our  capital.  31.  To  pursue  our  business  afler  a  reduction  to  12}  per  cent,  of  all  impost 
duties,  would  be  a  rtunous  business,  of  course,  as  stated  above;  would  be  under  the  necessitjT 
of  abandoning  the  business.  32.  Foreign  salt  and  iron  are,  in  all  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi, 
fK>ld  in  competition  with  the  domestic  manufactured  article,  even  at  the  present  rate  of  duty; 
and  if  the  duty  was  reduced  to  12}  per  cent  ad  valorem  on  foreign  iron,  every  furnace  and 
forge  in  the  western  States  would  cease  to  operate.  33,  34,  35,  36,  37, 38.  Household  or  in- 
dividual manufacture  has  decreased  in  the  western  country  since  1824,  one-half,  owing  to  the 
cheapness  of  domestic  cotton  gopds,  and  labor  being  more  profitably  employed  in  other  pur- 
suits. 39,  40.  Leave  these  questions,  and  others  not  answered,  to  those  who  have  better  sta* 
tistics  to  answer.

AiJiNCTON, -Vny  30,  1832. 

Sir:  In  compliarirr*  with  your  roqur^f,  I  send  yon  ,i  ?hort  Ptaf'Tncnt.  of  the  circumstances 
\vhi«;li  led  to  tlio  adoptio:!  of  a  tarilf  ti.i  the  importation  of  tacks,  bruds  and  s:prij;.s  and  liif  ef- 
fort it.  has  had  on  the  manutacturc  of  those  articles,  an(i  on  commerce.  This  will  .show,  aa 
you  oh-servc  in  your  request,  **  tlii^  wliole  ])earin;[:  of  a  judicious  turitf  9n  an  important  manu- 
i'acture,  unconncrtt'd  and  distinct  from  other  articles.'* 

Tlie  niakini;  of  tacks,  by  hand,  commenced  very  early  in  this  town,  saj"  sixty  years  since. 
The  lirst  attempt  was  to  cut  up  old  h'lops  into  poiiit<«,  hy  a  very  imperfect  kind  of  8h«  nrs,  and 
tak«;  ihi.  in  up,  one  hy  one,  and  place  them  in  a  common  vice,  and  screw  up  land  unscrew  for 
the  purpose  (<!' hinidinff  each  tack  with  a  hummer.  From  this  process  tiiey  were  called  ciU  tacks. 
But  the  mode  in  making  hy  hand  wa,s  mur-h  improved  l»y  movisahle  dio.s,  planed  in  an  iron 
fi.ime,  in  the  shape  of  an  o.x  how;  thr  two  ends,  in  wl:ich  were  phu'td  the  dies,  bcin";  brouprht 
to«i;eth(.T  by  a  \v\v.r  jire.ssfd  by  t.h»;  foot.  In  th«'  first  pr  iccss,  a  man  inijjht  make  1,000  tacks 
per  day,  in  the  latter  8,0U0  ppr  day.  This  was  a  ;rreat  improvemr-nt;  and  the  inventor,  (Mr. 
Kzekiel  Reed,  then  re.sidin«r  in  this  town,  now  of  Xorth  Bridj^iiwater,  and  who  is  a  very  aged 
man,  over  80)  was  entitled  to  a  pa^  nl.  ILMiiade  some  uttemp's  to  conceal  the  operation, 
b'.il  it  was  so  simple  and  so  easily  applied,  tluit  others  ^nnn  irot  it,  and  it  came  into  general  use. 

AVith  machines,  or  *'  tack  tools,"  as  t.h«'y  were  called,  thus  improved,  from  tbreo  To  four  hun- 
dred men  and  boys  were  employed  in  makinu  tacks  in  this  town  and  vicinity  from  about  the 
year  18U0  to  181().  Previous  to  1800,  for  about  30  yr;ars,  the  business  was  progressing  from 
uvcry  siuull  betfinnincf,  to  employ  the  number  of  hands  as  above* 

In  1815  and  '16,  a  machine  waw  invented  by  ^Ir.  Jesse;  Reed,  then  of  Ifanover,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Plymouth,  son  of  the  above  named  Ezekiel  Ucr«l,  to  make  tacks  at  one  operation.  Mr. 
Melvil  CMis,  of  Bri<lj;cwater,  claimerl  and  received  a  considerable  share  in  the  invention.  Soon 
afterwards  the  machines  were  much  improved  by  the  inventions  of  .Mes.srs.  'J'homas  Blanchard, 
of  Sprin£>:tleld,  and  Samuel  Roj]r«.rs,  of  Kast  Briilgewater.  These  inventors  are  still  iiTUigy  and 
are  all  natives  of  Massachusetts. 

For  the  exehisivo  patent  ri<;;hts  of  the.^o  invention.**,  Eli'nu  Ilohart,  esq.  and  the  writer  of  this 
paiil  somethini;  over  twenty  thousand  dollars;  to  which  nmst  bo  added  for  buiIdin<T  of  machines 
and  fixtures  to  put  them  into  operation  by  water,  ten  thousand  dollars  more;  making  thirty 
thousand  dollars  expended,  in  the  fir.'-t  instance,  to  commence  the  business  of  making  tacks. 
Larift)  sums  wen;  ndiled  afterwanis.  The  price  of  tacks  was  reduced  over  fifty  percent,  im- 
mediately, and  one  man  could  make  more  tacks  in  a  day  on  one  of  the  i>atent  machines  than 
fifteen  couhl  by  hand,  even  in  the  last  improved  mode  by  moveable  dies:  by  hand  8  or  10,000 
per  <iay,  on  a  macJiine  from  100  to  150,U00.  One  machine  has  turned  out  over  250,000  in 
a  day. 

But  at  this  critical  perio<l  of  our  affairs,  for  we  had  but  just  put  our  machine?  into  full  opera- 
tion, and  1  had  almosi  said  of  our  country's  affairs,  as  respected  the  manufacture  of  this  article, 
we  learned  with  astonislmient  that  a  lur^e  consignment  of  tacks  had  been  ret-eived  at  Philadel- 
phia from  England,  and  some  were  sent  to  Boston.  On  iuquir^,  we  found  that  a  moiii'l  of 
our  patent  tack  machines  had  been  taken  from  this  country  to  England,  and  there,  as  we  un- 
derstood, patented,  at  least  used,  and  the  tacks  sent  here  for  sale.  (.)nc  or  two  individuals 
went  to  J-liitrland  from  this  country  for  that  purpose.  The  effect  of  this  was  to  stop  the  manu- 
facture of  the  article  here  entirely,  and  ruin  the  proprietors  of  the  patents;  not  so  much  on  ac- 
count of  reduciu&r  the  price,  as  for  taking  fiom  them  the  home  maiket. 

Under  these  circumstances,  wo  were  led  at  once  to  look  to  our  Government  for  relief  and 
protection.  In  our  petition  to  Ctmgress  we  stated  the  above  facts,  with  others;  and  I  recollect 
of  making  a  statement  to  the  late  Hon.  Zebdial  Sampson,  then  a  member  of  Con;:rcss  from  this 
district,  of  the  value  of  the  importation  of  the  British  tack.^i  recri>ed  at  Philadelphia,  being  aa 
invoioe  of  about  si.\  thousand  dollars,  payi'ig  a  duty  only  as  nails  of,  I  think,  four  cents  per  11)., 
whilst  they  were  sold  by  the  thouAand,  and  one  |>ound  of  iron  would  make  several  thousands  of 
the  small  sizes  of  tacks.

These  very  Ijur  si/.es.  whuli  arr  ma.le  of  eopp<  r  as  well  ai*  of  iron,  are  for  wafer 
boxfs  and  .-hoes;  shoes  n-ijuin'  titty  nuiliouH  of  lun*  and  a  half  ounce  tacks  to  the  Thousand  ar*» 
nually,  in  this  Slati*  alonr,  to  fasti'u  on  tin-  w<  it  of  the  iniu.T  sfolc  of  a  shoe,  which  i*  a  rrccfll 
applirulion  of  tacks:  so  there*  are  inuny  other  new  applications  of  tacks  to  uses  tmknown  uot3 
they  weie  matle  hy  luaehiniry. 

By  the  amount  of  husines.-*  clone  in  our  two  establishments,  some  idea  may  be  siven  of  the 
amount  of  capital  it  would  nquire  to  manufacture  2,000  tons  of  iron,  annually,  Into  lack^ii  bradsi 
and  spriL'.H.     We  manufac  ture  about  .100  tons  of  iron  annually  into  those  articles:  we  are  K^ 
in  company,  hut  h- ini;  pivtty  equally  concerned  in  amount,  the  statcrocnt  is  made  as  of  one 
concern.     To  manutaeiure  this  amount  requires  alnuit  $35,000  to  be  invested  in  land,  water 
privilc(re.<i,  buildings,  lixtures,  and  machinery,  with  tools,  wagons,  and  horset^  to  transport,  ci- 
chHivi'  of  patent  ri«jhts:

By  this  Htateiiient,  which  is  intendu<l  to  be  a  jfeneral  outline  of  our  business,  or,  which  is  the 
sanietliin<;,  of  thi;  capital  ncci;«sary  to  be  employed  *o  uiunufuctun?  JUO  tonn  of  iron  into  these  ar- 
ticles, it  would  sliow  a  capital  of '$66ii,000  invested  and  employed  in  the  United  States  annually 
to  manntacturc  2,000  ions  of  iron  into  the  same;  but,  as  our  nianutacturc  of  300  tons,  or  the 
estimate  above,  may  includi;  more  of  tlie  finer  and  more  valuable  kinds  of  this  business,  it  would 
be  sate  to  **et  down  the  whole  business  at  $600,000,  and  say  $JOO,000  to  be  invested  in  real 
estate,  buildings,  machinery,  &c.,  and  annually  §200,000  to  go  for  iron  and  other  raw  materi- 
als, and  $200,iJ00for  labor,  including;  rolIin<f,  frci^dit,  &c.  ^ 

This  estimation  shows  an  important  item  of  manufacture  in  our  country.  Had  this  branch 
of  business  been  lo:»l,  which  is  now  so  extensive  and  continually  increasing,  who  or  what  in- 
terest would  have  been  bi.'nefitted?  Not  conmienu.';  for  the  importation  of  iron  from  the  north 
of  Europe,  particularly  Rus.sia,  employs  more  naviiiation  than  the  niiinufaetured  article^«  would 
from  England,  and  three-fourths  of  lh«  iron  used  at  present  is  from  this  source.  After  it  is 
manufactured,  the  tacks,  &ic.  arc  sliipp'.'d  to  all  parts  of  the  United  Stales,  fiivinij  coii.«itant  aid 
to  internal  commerce.  This  munufueture  rnpiirts  many  other  iiiat(.>iials  which  is  in  aid  both 
of  commerce  and  auriculture,  as  stiel,  coal,  tiles,  iron,  rast  and  wioui^ht,  oil,  huther,  boxes, 
nails,  cotton  yarn  for  twine,  corn,  flour,  and  other  provisions,  ike.  Stc. 

In  no  country,  perha[is,  are  the  articles  of  tack-*,  bnuls,  and  spri^.*,  made  cheaper  than  in 
the  United  S til tes.  The  machines  for  makinsr  tacks,  as  now  inipniv«d,  >*  ork  with  jsfreat  fa-- 
<;iht y,  and  their  invention  doi's  honor  to  the  country.  A  single  inaehine  will  turn  out  365  tacks  per 
minute,  feed  itsclt*,  turn  the  plate,  cut  and  head  tiiem,  all  eompietc  With  such  machines,  aid- 
ed with  AiuiTiean  industry,  lh«'  United  States  may  y«-t  sujiply  th«-  world  with  taeks;  they  will 
doubtji'ss  soon  become  anartieh;  of  exportation;  several  slnjunents  have  already  bven  made  to 
advantage;  others  are  now  in  eontemplatiim.  This  result  is  owinir  to  the  tunH'of  1818.  It 
£tiL<«tained  this  manufacture  in  its  infancy:  but  for  that  prott  etion  it  would  liave  been  lost  to  this 
country;  an«l,  instead  of  its  pre^ent  extended  statt?,  and  the  prospect  of  its  s«Midinu  larwc  sup- 
plies out  of  the  country,  we  ourselves  mii'ht  have  been  dependant  on  a  foreign  nation  for  taeks, 
brads,  and  shoe  nails. 

But  these  views  are  more  intcrestinix  to  the  public  at  larije  than  they  are  to  the  manufacturers. 
The  Community  at  the  present  time  r<;ceive  all  the  advantage  in  the  clKsipness  of  the  articles; 
competition  has  always  kept  tlown  prices  below  a  fair  profit.  Many  have  sutVered  heavy  losses, 
and  there  are  no  overgrown  establishments.  At  this  very  moment  many  e?t.i!)lishments  are 
fltandiug  still,  because  prices  are  so  low,  and  should  the  present  tariff  be  taken  off,  or  materially 
reduced,  it  would  have  the  effect  to  raise  the  j)rice,  for  many  of  those  now  engasred  in  the  ma- 
nufacture, in  view  of  a  foreign  in  addition  to  a  domestic  competition,  would  abandon  the 
business^ 

In  the  two  bills  reported  by  the  Secretary  and  by  Mr.  Adams,  the  tariiVof  1818  is  proposed 
to  be  continued  on  thcsu  articles.  This  is  sun'icient  and  satisfactory,  and  the  above  statement 
shows  that  it  is  judicious;  and  no  doubt  a  hi-ttory  of  many  other  inanufactures  would  show  an 
equal,  if  not  a  more  interesting,  view  of  their  rise,  progress,  and  [ireseiit  condition,  and  of  the  im- 
perious necessity  of  their  protection,  not  only  as  it  respects  the  munulacturer,  but  the  whole  com- 
mumtv.

It  was  then  thouirht  enoug^h  to  secure  the 
course  clotli  hy  a  duty  of  6i  cfMita  the  square  yard;  bat  that,  to  he  effiiciual,  tlie  minimum  priu' 
ciplu  fthould  i)e  extended  to  yarns,  and  they  were  accordingly  subjected  to  the  valuations  and 
duties  ahovemcntioned.  Had  the  luttor  been  oniitted,  the  former  woidd  have  been  entirely 
fruitless,  for  the  yarns  would  have  been  imported  and  wove  into  cloth  here.  In  consc- 
<ju(;nce  of  this  protection  on  such  yarns,  and  of  similar  or  equivalent  tiirifl  restrictions  im- 
posed in  other  counLrie;»,  the  Kn^lish  were  oblij^cd  to  discard  the  India  cottons,  and  to 
make  their  iroods  from  stock  of  better  quality;  and  the  annual  import  of  those  cottons  into 
England  is  n«w  pcrltaps  less  than  40,000  bales.  l»ut  t^liould  our  Govrrnmcnt,  abandon- 
in.^  the  principles  of  1816,  adopt  the  proposed  tarlrt',  this  busimss  of  m-ikin£r  chtap  yams 
for  the  American  nuirkit,  would  be  revived  in  En;iland.  The^i!  yarns  could  he  imported 
on  the  beams,  and  wovon  into  cloth  in  this  country.  That  <rloth,  va.-tly  inferior  in  value 
to  the  cloth  made  of  homespun  yards  from  American  sro<'.k,  couhl  be  sold  at  a  lower  price  for 
an  equal  surface.  The  in'eriority  of  the  fabric  wonhl  e:?cape  detertion,  and  purchasers,  tempt- 
ed by  the  apparent  cheapness  of  the  ^oods,  would  prefer  them  to  the  more  substantial  and  du- 
rable chithB  made  of  Amerii-an  yarns.  The  diifenmce  in  the  c«)st  of  stock  belwe<'n  American 
and  Kn^lish  yarn  would  pay  the  duties  and  charges,  and  liie  weaver  would  tJiua  obtain,  for  an 
article  of  no  more  than  hull"  I  b'"*  intrinsic  value,  a  price  marly  eipial  to  that  of  the  best  Ameri- 
enn  stock  and  fabric.  Th«*  amount  of  capital  and  labor  which  would  be  displaced  in  thiscoun* 
try  by  a  prostration  of  the  cotton  isriinnin::,  would  be  about  fiiur-tiflks  of  the  capital  and  labor 
now  employt:d.  Il  is  calculated  that  tho  hands  and  machinery  cuiiafjed  in  spinnin^r  bear  that . 
lelation  to  all  the  hands  and  maeliinos  engaged  m  the  manufacture  fiom  raw  stock  to  finished 
eloth. 

The  proposed  avera»»c  valuation  nnd  duty  of  7 J  cents  th«i  square  yard,  would  therefore  bo 
deceptive  and  illusory,  imder  an  ad  valorem  duty  of 'J5  per  cent,  on  yarns,  without  a  miiumum 
valuation;  by  whieli,  in  soino  cases,  the  yarn  lor  a  yiird  of  cloth  could  be  imported  at  a  duty  of 
tinly  o\\c  rent.  And  the  praetical  etfeet  of  the  tariffon  ct.ttons,  taken  as  a  whole,  would  be  a 
virtual  reduction  of  the  duty  on  cloths  of  an  average  value  of  oO  cents  the  square  yard  to  3^  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 

These,  air,  are  some  of  the  reason.-s,  foumh'd  on  a  lonfj  experience  in  the  cotton  business, 
which  imluec  me  to  apprr»hend  the  most  ruinous  conxetpienecs  from  tli:'  .adoption  of  the  proposed 
hill,  esp!.<  ially  as  respects  the  duty  on  yarns.  Hut  I  am  persuaded  that  your  own,  and  tlie  pa- 
!  r;.»t.'!r«m  of  Conpress,  would  re\oltat  consequences  si>  disastrous,  when  clearly  and  plainly 
-hown  as  Ihf*.  prnhalile  results  of  any  measure  prtipo;>ed.  J  know  Uiat  the  prosperity  of  the 
t'otton  manufacture  is  considered  important  to  tiie  whole  country,  and  an  object  to  be  secured 
if  p<i.4sible.  1  havf.  endeavored  to  place  the  subject  betore  you  in  its  j>rop(?r  lights;  and  1  now 
l<ave  i*  with  a  full  reUanee  on  the  integrity  and  national  pride  of  those  who  sit  in  the  high 
}."!aces  of  tlie  land,  and  rule  the  destinies  of  a  numerous  and  prowinir  community.

4.  The  iliiJies  laid  on  iiupoii--  have  not  hitherto  been  too  bitrii  to  provide  a  rtv; nuv  i:ro!.«cr- 
tioned  !o  ihe  i  .\i  ;i-neies  of  the  (government — an  amount  of  nionc-y  Htit!lcii*nt  to  jv.y  oii'.r.e  an- 
nual appropriation  for  the  extin-uishnu'iit  of  the  prineipal  and  int«Te>t  of  the  public  u».bt,  -tr! 
toiiioei  all  other  di'mandH  on  tlu"  naiional  treasury.  And  it  may  be  ohs?erved.  that  it  is  vtthe 
amount  ol'r«'Vi;iue  which  the  duties  have  brouj^ht  into  the  Treasury  that  hasi  btt«;n  cn»fipiaaed 
of  at  the  s(uith;  but  those  imposed  lui  cotton  and  woollen,  nil  hempen  and  da\en  fabrics,  eo  f\' 
^ar  and  iron,  have  been  particulaily  objected  to.  These  have  exciletl  the  tfi^conleut.*  M  the 
Fouthes  111  IS.  these  produced  their  clamor  against  the  tariff,  and  the  ahui^e  infhclc-d  bv  tbfia  to 
unsparinfriy  on  tho  majority:  with  what  reason  is  a  fit  subject  ftir  prei^ent  luqutrr. 

5.  The  dutiiH  refi-rn.d  to,  and  all  others  imposed  with  a  similar  view,  partake  of  a  dou>> 
character— li.-ea I  and  protective.    They  were  dcsiirned  ff»r  revenue   ari<l  for  the  prolrctioD  vf 
American  industry;  and  it  is  their  protective  character  which  has  rendered  them  unpopular  at  the 
«outh.     In  this  character  they  were  intended  to  <:ive  encourajzeinent  to  domestic  uianufacUir^ 
by  ijradually  duniuishing  the  importation  of  the  like  productions  of  forci^rn  <.uuntric»,andtixiilly> 
excluding  them  from  the  market  of  the  United  States.     They  were  intended  aUo,  through  tte. 
encouragement  afforded  to  domestic  manufactures,  to  advance  tlic  intercHtJt  of  agriruiturr  and 
tho  meehaiiie  arts,  as  well  as  to  promote  the  commercial  intercourse  of  tho  States,  by  m^ai  af 
thc>  coa.Htin^  and  inland  trade.     It  was  thought,  too,  that,  in  the  benefits  to  be  extended  ^ag- 
riculture,  the  planters  of  cot'.cui  at  the  south  would  not  tail  to  share,  from   tlie  additioadi^ 
mand  that  would  be  created  for  that  staple.     In  this  scniiment,  nnfortunatciyy  they  havpnrtl 
concurred,  the  cotton  planters  in  Louisiana  excepted.     AVhat  was  intended  to  be,  and  irhfl 
has  already,  indeed,  been  productive  ofirreat  advantage  to  the  free  people  iu  the  easten,  mid- 
dle, and  western  States,  by  divetsifyin  •;  tlu  ir  employments,  and  eaUing  into  action  tlieir  capttii, 
by  stimulating  their  indu:^try  and  whetting  their  ingenuity,  and  consequently  contrihutin;  t» 
th«'  wculth  and  prosperity  of  these  Slates,  is,  in  the  opinifui  of  the  planters  in'tlie  BeTAndi^«> 
tented  Slates,  destruction  to  the  products  of  the  labor  of  their  slaves,  and  death  to  all  their  frf- 
<ivn  prospects.     At  this  conclusion  thuy  have  arrived  by  the  following  process  of  reasonioi:

With  thesi;  lhi»  ituports, 
con^istini;  ot'rottoii  and  woollen  fabrics,  iron,  «jutlery.  hardware,  and  varioni*  otlu^r  articli/s  nf 
inorchandisi',  are  purrliasod  in  Groat  Hntani  and  other  Knrupcan  conntrirs,  but  principallv  in 
Great  13ritaiii.  TlHr  iinportn  from  those  countries  beinir  proportiouably  lar«rc  wlim  compared 
to  tho.ie  drrived  from  other  nutionr*,  and  yiehlins  a  larj^cr  ainuunt  of  nviMinc,  the  southrmers, 
because  they  have  been  received  in  cxchanjje  tor  thi'ir  staples  by  the  shippers  and  merchants, 
(wbu  iiave  paid  the  planters  fur  them  in  moni»y  or  uHTchandise)  claim  to  lluinsehcs  tlie  crcilit 
not  only  ot'the  commerce  produtt«'d  Ijy  theHu  c.\<:hang'es,  but  the  payment  of  the  greater  part  of 
the  dutic.-?  j.'ollected from  it, although,  as  c.<in<;umer9,  tlu'V  ami  their  ne<rro«s  do  not  make  ust* 
of  a  fourth  part  of  the  imports  and  of  eour.-sc?  cannot  contribute  in  a  (greater  ratiit  to  the  re\enue 
than  they  ton-sume  the  -j^oihIs  on  whirh  it  is  colb'cted.  The  truth  of  wliat  is  here  asserted  in 
BUHceptiide  of  the  cb'arest  demonstration. 

7.  The  whide  jMipidation  of  Virginia,  tlni  two  ^arolinas,  Georgia,  Alabama,  jMi-.sis«ippi,  and 
Tenntssee,  the  Mates  in  which  alone  there  is  a  derided  hostility  to  the  pnitective  policv, 
amounts,  by  the  last  census,  to  4,169,538  souls,  of  wIiotu  1,649,441)  are  ne;,'ro«\>j  and  nmlatto 
slaves,  e\c<pl  83,6.59,  who  are  iVir.  'J'hat  of  the  otht-r  Slates  is  8,541,681,  of  whitli  number 
63.S,05o  ure  c«)lf>red  people,  22t^,414  of  whom  are  tree,  and  the  residue,  409,639,  in  a  state  of 
slaver}'. 

8.  There  are  f«;w  citi'\s  towns,  and  villa"!  s,  and  no  manufacturini;  districts,  in  the  seven 
dissatisfied  States.     Thfsr  are  to  b«"  found  principally  in  the  States  situated  to  the  north  of  the 
Potomac,  and  aboundinj;  with  a  numerous  free  population,  who  consume  more  nnported  floods 
than  do  the  same  numix  r  of  people  scati'*red  over  the  country,  milk  bein?  substituted  in  tlicir 
diet,  by  the  irreati'r  part  of  the  latter,  for  cofiee,  tea,  and  sugrar,  and  household  nuinufactun*s 
made  use  of  in  their  apparel,  instead  of  imported  articles.     Bc.<:i(l(8,  the  food  and  raiment  of  the 
colored  people  at  the  south  are  of  the  coarsest  quality  and  ohcape>t  price.     They  consume  no 
groceries  worth  mentionin;»,  and  but  a  very  small  quantity  «»f  imported  dry  piods.     This  part, 
then,  of  the  populjition  in  the  seven  cfunplaining"  States,  which  wants  but  49,!ll7  ofbeinij  equal 
^J  two-thirth  of  all  the  whites,  pays  a  very  inconsiderable  porti<jn  of  the  duties  on  imfiorts,  and 
cannot,  consequently,  be  eoiisidep-d  of  much  importance  in  a  fiscal  point  of  view.     It  will  not 
be  unfair,  thenfore,  to  conedude,  that  the  consumption  of  inipoits  by  the  |)eopli;  in  these  seven 
2States  does  not « xeeed  a  fourth  part  of  what  it  is  in  the  seventeen  States;  nor  can  the  addition 
inu/le  to  the  rev<'riue  in  that  section  of  the  Union,  by  the  payment  of  duties,  be  in  a  lai^er  pro- 
portion.    ITnve  they  any  just  cause,  then,  to  complain  of  the  operation  of  the  tariff?     Can  it  be 
true  that  it  presses  on  them  more  heavily  than  on  the  people  in  the  tariff  States?     Certainly 
not.     Nor  can  1  ptTsuade  myself  that  the  candid  retleetinij  men  amon;;  them  are  under  such  an 
inipressif)?!.     I  wdl  not  say  that  the  .si»utliern  planters  have  not  been  deprcs.«ed.     I  believe  they 
have;  but  not  mon;  so  than  the  tanners  in  tlie  }Cr.iin-<rrowing'  States.    The  stapl<>s  in  these  »States, 
with  the  lands  that  pnMluced  th<;ni,  have  suffered  asijrcat  a  depreciation  as  the  lands  and  staples 
of  the  south.     Since  the  turn  ()f  thinsjs  which  insued  shortly  aller  the  conclusion  of  peace  in 
Europe,  in  1815,  it  has  been  with  jjre.it  dilliculty  that  the  tanners  have  made  out  to  live.  Great 
numb«:rs  of  them,  who  lia«l  lived  too  freely,  or  embarked  in  wild  speculations,  and  thereby  in- 
volved themselves  in  debt,  were  ruined.     And  to  this  day,  u  farmer  who  is  so  imprudent  as  to 
contract  debts  to  any  serious  amount,  nms  the  risk  of  an  entire  sacritice  of  his  property.     But 
this  statt*  of  things  has  not  been  created  by  a  protective  tariff;  so  far  from  it,  the  protection  jjiven 
to  domestic  manufactures  has,  in  conjim<;lion  with  internal  improvements,  been  the  principal 
cause  of  what  little  prosperity  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  the  farnnT.     And  if  it  has  not  been  par- 
ticipated in  an  cijual  dei-retf  by  the  planters  at  the  south,  (to  say  nothing;  of  the  characti?r  and 
hnhitrt  of  the  southern  people)  the  reason   may  be  found  in  the  want  of  manufacturiii'' esta- 
blishments looat«d  amons!  them,  and  their  havinir  made  little  or  no  prouress  in  internal  im- 
provements.    Kstablishments  of  this  kind  in  other  parts  of  the  United  hJtatcs  have,  however, 
created  a  larire  demand  \'nr  cotton,  their  principal  staple,  which,  united  with  the  foreign  call  for 
that  commotlity,  jfives  them  a  more  extensive  and  certain  market  than  is  enjoyed  by  the  g'rnin- 
crrowers  of  the'middle  and  western  States.     I»ut  ft*r  the  extension  of  the  cotton  market  by  the 
demand  of  the  domestic  uumutaeturers.,  now  e«:timnted  at  214,000  bales,  cxceedin«r  one'-ilAh 
part  of  all  that  is  produc<:d  in  the  United  States,  the  price  wouhl  have  been  brought  down  lower 
than  it  is,  and  the  profits  uf  the  jdanters  corrcspon<lently  reduced.     There  is  another  advan- 
tage they  have  derived  from  these  establishments  too  impoitant  to  be  overlooked.     The  cotton 
and  woollen  fabrics  manufactured  at  them,  and  consumed  larf^ely  at  the  soutli,  have  been  of 
better  qmility  than  like  goods  imported  from  Great  Britain  or  elsewhen\  and  .^uld  also  muck 
cheaper  than  the  foreig^n  would  have  been  without  the  domestic  competition.

The  duties  laid  for  protection  mu^t  be  riducid  bdui 
the  point  <if  etiieiency,  (which  is  etpiivalent  toahtdishingthem,)  the  consequence  of  which  tUj 
well  know  would  be  the  destruction  or  declension  of  the  various  manufacturing  e5tabL.ohniiT.t.«i: 
the  rniteil  State."*.  They  also  know,  or  ou!:ht  to  know,  that  their  ruin,  or  even  decicnska 
would  have  <  fleets  the  mo.'t  disastrous  on  the  interests  of  a^'Hculturc — tlie  famiins;  iiitcre»tE  I 
mean.  It  would  operate  lo  their  prejudice  in  a  twodbld  way;  1st.  It  would  deprive  ojncultcn 
of  a  consumption  of  its  products,  proporlionetl  to  the  number  of  inanulaeturcrs  and  tbtiroptr 
atives  thrown  out  of  employment.  2d.  It  would  convert  the  most  of  tlie^c  into  culti%*a:or* 
and,  from  the  joint  op<  ration  of  the  twocaii.ses,  over-production  and  a  jiluftcd  market  w«>old  ip.< 
evitably  follow.  To  the  wilderness  the  manufacturers  and  able  part  of  the  males  in  tJieirsef 
vice  would  have  to  ffOb  The  most  of  them  eould  find  einploytnent  for  their  capital  and  indosS] 
nowhere  else.  The  females  and  children,  so  iiumeroUNly  and  advanta^oouslv  cmployafl 
in  factories,  especially  cotton  estnhlishnients,  would  many  of  tliciii  be  left  behind/  to  becflOKV 
from  wantinjsr  the  means  of  support,  the  tenants  of  charitable  institutions,  or  be  conugoe^  ^ 
prisrins  and  penitentiaries  by  the  vices  contracted  from  idleness. 

12.  Coupled  with  a  redundancy  of  ag'rlcultural  produce  that  could  not  find  amiiket^ivS 
that  would  consequently  hi;  useless,  would  he  the  d«x:lcn8ion  of  commerce,  foreign  and  donef?!C. 
As  manufactures  givo  lite  and  encouragement  to  agriculture  by  furnishing'  consumen  of  iti 
products,  so  do  they  both,  in  the  materials  they  supply,  lay  the  foundation  of  commerce,  ud 
chiefly  supiK>rt  its  existence.  >'o  iState  can  ever  attain  to  a  great  degree  c^  wealth  aadpew* 
without  Ibstering  conjointly  tliese  three  sources  of  national  prospvi^.  ff  properly  encoanf*' 
they  exert  an  influence  promotive  of  each  other,  and  cannot  fail  to  raise  an  extensiTe 
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nity  like  this,  witii  tiicuid  ut*  wise  political  in.stitutioii.s,  to  the  hijLrhcst  piimaclc  ofhuinun  liappi- 
nus<!=  and  jrraiulriir.

But  siiuuld 
the  prott-etion  jiiven  to  manufactures  bi  n.'dured  bflow  the  point  at  wlnehit  iseiricient,  (hiyond 
which  it  is  briioved  not  Vft  to  have  been  earric^d)  aithouvh  it  is  well  understood  that  the  I'fiVctw 
of  the  n-duction  would  be  pernicious,  yet  the  extt?nt  of  the  injury  that  might  ensue  cannot  be 
fully  anticipated.  "Whatever  depression  may  have  been  experienced  by  tlic  planters  of  cotton, 
(to  be  ascribed  principally  to  over-production)  still  they  po  on.  But  the  most  of  the  inanufac- 
turery,  if  not  obji^rcd  immediately  to  wind  up  their  busincsy,  would  ultimately,  it  is  apprehend' 
ed,  be  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  abandonini?  it. 

21.  A  reduction,  however  small,  of  the  protet-.tive  duties  would  be  newed  in  Great  Britain 
and  other  foreign  countries  as  indicating  a  change  of  policy  in  our  Government,  and  encourage 
their  merchants  and  manufacturers  to  surcharge  the  American  market  immediately  with  their 
wares  of  rival  character  with  domestic  productions.  These,  aller  beinj<  imported  and  entertd 
at  the  custom-houses,  would,  as  every  one  know^i,  be  sent  strai<:^ht  to  auction,  and  struck  off  to 
purchasers  at  whatever  price  tlicy  would  bring  in  cash;  the  im{)orters,  by  the  by,  having  tlie  ad- 
vantage of  lone  credits  on  the  bonds  given  for  the  duties.  The  coneequence  of  this  would  be, 
that  domestic  manufactures  could  not  find  a  sale  in  their  own  market,  which  ought  to  be  se- 
cured to  them,  except  at  ruinous  prices.  A  g'oneral  bliock  would  take  place  amon)^  the  manu- 
facturers: the  operatives,  artisans,  and  laborers  connected  with  the  factories,  would  be  deprived 
of  employment;  and  the  metallic  currency,  as  it  has  always  happened  after  excessive  importa- 
tions, bo  drainetl  from  the  country  to  make  up  the  deficit  of  exports  in  paying  for  the  imports. 
The  banks  being  disburdened  of  their  snecie,  would  of  necessity  b'»  compelled  to  curtail  their 
discounts,  and  call  on  their  debtors  for  tW  pay  [nent  of  their  notes.  A  general  sta<;nBtion  in  bu- 
siness, and  bankruptcy,  its  never  faiUng*  concomitant,  might  then  be  expected  to  follow. 

22.  The  doctrine  of  the  constitutionalists  at  tiie  south  in  regard  to  protection,  is,  that  tlic 
Federal  Government  possesses  no  power  directly  to  extend  it  to  manufactures  and  other  or- 
ticlcs  of  domestic  production.  They  may  be  encouraged  incidentally  through  the  operation  of 
duties  laid  for  revenue;  but  revtmue  alone  miist  be  the  object  of  laying  them.  "When,  there- 
fore, a  revenue  is  not  required  by  the  exigencies  of  the  country  wliich  would  warrant  the  impo- 
sition of  duties  high  enough  to  be  adequate  to  protection,  the  Fedt^ral  Government  can  give 
none.  And  as  the  States,  in  adopting  the  constitution,  divested  tiiemselves  of  the  power 
they  antecedently  possessed,  of  counteracting  the  policy  of  foreign  Governments  through  re- 
gulations of  commerce,  by  means  of  the  imposition  of  duties  or  otherwise,  there  is  no  power  in 
the  State  Governments  to  protect  domestic  industry.  Bein^;  jwssessed,  then,  by  neither  the 
Federal  Government  nor  the  State  Governments,  domestic  industry  caifbe  pursued  only  at  the 
■nercy  and  by  the  sufferance  of  foreign  nations.  •  It  is  utterly  defenceless  and  hopeless.  Can 
this  be  true?  1  think  not.  Without  referring  to  those  grants  of  power  in  the  federal  consti- 
tution from  wliich  the  friends  of  the  American  system  derive  tlic  right  to  protect  domestic  in- 
dustry against  the  rivalship  of  foreign  labor,  I  contend  that  this  great  republic,  whose  constitu- 
ent members  are  the  States,  and  wluch,  by  the  act  of  constituting  it,  became  merged  in  its  ex- 
istence, and  denationalized,  so  far,  at  least,  as  respects  foreign  nations,^  possesses,  in  its  own 
sovereign  and  independent  character  as  constituted,  full  authority  to  protect  the  property  of  its 
citizens  on  land  as  well  as  by  sea;  and  that  the  denial  of  it  in  the  former,  while  it  is  admitted  in 
tlic  latter  case,  involves  absurdities  too  gross  to  re(]uire  a  refutiition.  It  is  tantamount,  if  pro- 
perty be  identified  witb^tho  persons  who  own  it,  to  not  allowing  it  (the  republic)  the  right  of 
sclf'preservation.  For  if  tlie  Government  cannot,  by  commercial  ret^ulations,  under  the  form 
of  duties  or  prohibitions,  or,  i]i  other  words,  countervail  the  ixolicy  of  other  nations,  when  ope- 
rating to  the  injury  of  American  interests,  or  any  portion  oftliem,  it  is  destitute  of  this  right,  a 
right  which,  by  the  law  of  nature,  holds  the  first  place  in  the  catalogue  of  human  rights,  whe- 
ther mankind  be  considered  individually  or  associated  in  communities. 

23.  It  is  for  tlic  interest,  let  it  be  repeated,  of  the  people  of  every  country  which  claims  tlie 
•  attribute  of  sovereignty,  to  be  as  little  dependant  as  possible  on  other  nations  for  the  necessaries, 

comforts,  and  even  superfluities  of  life.  It  forms  its  own  political  institutions,  enacts  its  own 
laws,  and  controls  its  own  citizens,  in  their  trade  with  one  another.  In  tliese  respects,  it  can 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  concerns  of  other  nations.  It  has  no  power  to  interfere  in  them, 
so  as  to  dictate  their  forms  of  government,  their  municipal  laws,  or  their  commercial  codes. 
The  utmost  that  one  independent  community  has  a  right  to  do  in  respect  to  other  such  com- 
nmnitics,  is  to  cultivate  peace  and  commerce  with  them,  and  oo  to  regulate  its  relations  with 
all,  by  treaties  and  conventional  arrangements,  as  will  best  promote  those  objects.  The  wel- 
fare of  its  people  can  be  better  provided  for  by  directing  its  chief  attention  to  their  internal  af- 
fairs, in  cherisliing  tlie  various  branches  of  their  domestic  industry,  and  promoting,  by  affording 
facilities  to,  their  commercial  intercourse  at  home,  which  it  has  the  power  to  regulate,  than  by

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raged.  The  reduction  of  the  duty  on  it  has  not  been  followed  by  n  decJension  in  the  price,  and 
wa^  in  my  opinion,  unwise,  as  it  would  bu  still  more  so  to  redutre  it  further;  for  it  mi^ht  prove 
destructive  to  the  manufiicturc  not  only  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  but  beyond  tlic  mountains  also, 
for  the  reasons  assigned  in  respect  to  the  transportation  of  iron.  ^ 

29.  Hemp  and  Hax,  and  the  manufactures  thereof,  beinc:  indispensable  articles  in  furnishing 
▼CBscls  of  all  descriptions,  national  and  mercantile,  with  their  tackle  and  apparel,  their  protec- 
tion oui^ht  to  be  efilcient.  As  established  at  present,  the  duties  on  the  raw  materials  may  be 
too  high  for  the  fabrics  manufactured  from  them.  In  that  case,  I  would  say,  raise  them  on  the 
latter,  so  as  to  countervail  the  protection  given  to  the  former,  which  should  be  nttained;  and  so 
in  regard  to  all  manufactures  the  materials  of  which  are  domestic,  and  require  for  their  sup- 
port IcjGrislativc  interference'.  As  a  further  instance,  take  the  difll-rent  kinds  of  cutlery  manu- 
factured from  iron  and  steel;  dont  lessen  the  protection  afforded  to  these  materials  of  ruder  ma- 
nufacture, but  increase  it  on  the  finer. 

SO.  The  high  impost  on  indigo  and  coarse  wool,  the  first  produced  toa  very  mmall  extent,  and 
the  second  not  grown  at  all,  in*  the  United  States,  is  injudicious,  and  should  be  lowered.  The 
ingredients  and  raw  materials  of  manufactures,  if  not  found  or  produced  in  the  country,  ought 
not,  on  their  importation,  to  be  taxed  at  all,  but,  for  the  promotion  and  encouragement  of  the 
fabrics  for  which  they  arc  required,  should  be  permitted  to  be  imported  duty  free. 

3l.  Stone  coal  is  to  be  found  in  inexhaustible  quantities  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States, 
particularly  in  Pennsylvania.  Th^  regions  in  which  it,  as  well  as  iron  ore,  abounds,  are  so  ste- 
rile as  to  be  otherwise  of  no  value.  A  great  number  of  quarries  have  been  recently  opened,  the 
proprietors  of  which  are  working  them  advantageously;  and  the  facilities  of  transportation  to 
the  principal  seaports,  by  canals  and  railroads  already  constructed  and  constructing,  arc  such 
that  an  abundant  and  cheap  supply  of  this  valuable  commodity  in  every  part  of  the  Union 
where  it  is  wanted,  and  for  exportation,  may  soon  be  confidently  expected.  I  should  deem  a 
reduction  of  the  duty  on  it,  therefore,  hif»hly  impolitic. 

S'i.  1  might  go  on  tg  take  a  particular  notice  of  leather  and  its  manufactures  of  hats,  caps, 
and  bonnets  made  of  gras.<),  of  the  manufactures  of  bra.-*?,  copper,  and  load,  and  of  every  other 
production  embraced  in  the  circle  of  American  industrj',  but  I  shall  decline  the  tedium  of  a  fur- 
ther detail.  They  all  look  to  the  Government  for  support;  they  all  claim  its  protection,  and 
they  ought  all  to  receive  it — not  a  doubtful,  feeble,  or  intermitted  protection,  but  one  thatiaccr> 
tain  and  steady,  full  and  efljcient. 

33.  Hitherto  tlie  various  branches  of  American  industry  have  been  fo.«tered  by  the  Govcm- 
inent  as  its  succor  was  nee<led.  The  protection  given  was  sninll  at  first,  allerwards  more  wai 
l^ven,  as  more,  from  time  to  time,  was  required,  until  the  protective  tariff  was  raised,  in  1828». 
to  W'hat  it  now  is.  The  staples  of  the  south  have  been  as  well  or  better  protected  than  the  pro- 
ductions of  the  north.  All  have  shared  the  kind  parental  care  of  the  Government,  and  all  have 
prospered  under  its  wise  enactments.  Its  wisdom  has  been  exerted  abroad,  also,  in  placing  the 
commerce  of  the  country,  by  treaties  and  commercial  arrangementswithforeignnations,  on  the 
most  advantageous  footing  that  was  practicable.  Having  performed  its  duty  in  manner  and  de- 
gree as  described,  the  various  classes  of  citizens  have  been  left  free  to  engage  in  whatever  pur- 
suits suited  them  best,  and  to  dispose  of  the  pro<lucts  of  their  labor  at  home  and  abroad,  wner- 
evor  it  could  be  done  moat  profitably.  None,  then,  have  a  right  to  complain.  The  Govern- 
ment having  done  all  it  could  do  to  sustain  and  promote  the  interests  of  all,  if  all  have  not  been 
equally  benefitted  it  must  be  ascribed  to  the  kind,  quality,  and  quantity,  of  tlieir  respective  pro- 
ductions, to  the  demand  for  them  in  the  domestic  and  foreign  markets,  to  their  facilities  of 
trantfportation  or  their  want  of  them,  and  to  their  own  peculiar  character  forintelligence,  indus- 
try, enterprise,  and  economy.  "NVithout  being  distinguished  for  the  latter,  it  is  impossible  that 
any  people,  under  any  system  of  public  measures,  howeverwi.se,  can  prosper  and  flourish  in  an 
equal  degree  with  those  who  are  thu.s  characterized.  In  these  respects,  the  southerners  arc  in- 
ferior to  the  people  of  the  eastern,  middle,  and  western  States;  especially  the  former.  ki  the 
nx  New  England  States  it  is  a  rare  thing  to  find  an  adult  who,  if  not  liberally  educated,  has  not 
h:ul  the  benefit  of  a  good  English  education.  The  diffusion  of  knowledge  by  means  of  schools 
and  seminaries  of  learning,  established  wherever  wanted,  has,  from  the  first  settlement  of  tlieac 
States,  been  an  object  of  primary  concern  with  the  people  thereof.  The  fruits  produced  by  the 
system  of  education  established,  have  corresponded  with  itn  excellence.  Its  advantages,  com- 
bined with  (what  appears  like  a  paradox)  the  stcTility  of  their  soil  and  ungenial  climate,  have 
been  the  principal  sources  of  their  prosperity.  Their  ingenuity  and  invention,  whetted  by  the 
first  caus(^,  and  their  industry  stimulated  by  the  socond,  there  is  no  countr}',  no  sea,  no  climate, 
contiguous  or  remote,  which  has  not  witnessed  their  enterprise.  Denied  by  the  barren  region 
tliey  inhobit,  and  its  cold  northern  situation,  the  benefits  imparted  to  the  people  of  the  other 
Slates  by  more  fertile  lands  and  a  milder  climate,  the  fisheries,  navigation,  commerce,  mauufac.

Many  plausible 
rcaso.is  will  bo  urji,(l  m  snpjmrt  ofinosu  claii'is,  ti.>t  and  for«;ni'»-t  of  which  will  be  »St.ate  .movc- 
rci:irity.  Thcrre  bciiif.'  a  moral  ce.tainty,  al'ter  t!i«'  national  debt .  ball  have  been  dischari^eel,  the 
aborii:i:i;d  Iiflv  to  the  public  lands  •xtioffui.'heil,  and  llie  w«-.-;t«Tn  people  thereby  relievd  from 
furti'.cr  a[»pri.hensiou  fn«r.i  tiie  Indians,  thiit  th.-y  will  a.-sume  a  n«'W  and  uiore  impofiinj;  attitude 
in  n:"at.loa  to  this  irreat  national  coucrn,  it  is  imrumlKiit  on  the  maj«irity  to  di-r'play  unshaken 
tinrmes-*  in  in^"Hin:i  an<l  putting  down  the  opposition  of  the  soutiicrn  minority  in  the  present 
controv*  rsy.  To  dnihl  -tn  oivn  strt-n'^fh  to  tnjhrcr  its  own  vUl,  irould  prmr  fatal  to  ita  aitthority. 
It  would  be  an  indi..atiou  of  weakness  that  would  be  iipiival.-nt  to  an  al>:*olut(j  surrender,  and 
thi)  evils  that  M'ould  result  from  it  would  b.;  inthi^tfly  -.rraJcr  tiian  tho"*e  attendhiif  a  prompt, 
energ'ctic  exertion  cxeeutini;  it»«  riL''jtl'ul  powens;  as  the  u  v:  would  be  of  a  temporary,  circum- 
scribed nature,  the  otli«T  perpetual  and  indefinite  in  their  <  xtent. 

40.  In  askini?  a  reduction  of  the  duties  on  protected  arliel:"<,  the  pretext  of  the  southcnicrs  is 
to  favor  consumers,  but  the  real  object  to  prostrate  doni>  svv.  mauutaetuns.     In  proportion  to 
the  decree  in  whu-h  they  llouri.^h  under  le«»islative  patrona  .e,  the  import:ilion  of  British  coiu- 
petin'4  wares  t?x'*han.'j^ed  for  their  staples  is  prevented.     Hentie  their  hostdity  to  manufacturing 
csUdjiishmcnts;  hence  it.*?  cxteuMon  also  tu  internal  improveuicnts.     They  want  the  revenue 
razceil  to  the  lowest  point  the  current  expenses  of  the  (jrov<Tinnent  will  allow,  that  no  aid  may 
be  aitbrded  to  cither  the  one  or  the  other.     In  their  prejudice.-;  aL'aiuHl  marnil'acturcs,  it  i.s  to  be 
observed,  that  lli'-y  dillerfrom  their  o-acle  in  politieal  eciiuomy,  A«l;im  Smith,  who  admits  their 
importance  to  ajrrieultnre,  thouijh  will  not  allow  them  to  be  enc«»uraied  by  commercial  rc- 
strietiouM,     lie  tav.s:  "  Whatevi  r  tend.-?  to  diminish  in  anv  conntrv  the  number  of  artiliccrs  and 
nianniacturer^,  tends  to  dimmi-h  the  lioine  market,  th:;  most  important  oi'  all  inarkctH  for  the 
rude  j>roducc  of  the  Kind,  and  t!iereby  still  furtlier  t«»  di.-9Conrape  agriculture."     As  consumers, 
the  abolition  of  tin;  duties  on  unp.rotoetcd  wares  would  rehevn  them  in  the  same  maimer  as  the 
reduction  of  them  on  imports  g'Miendly,  prwt'H-tefl  and  unprote<:ted,  would  d<».   A  suflicicnt  di- 
minutio'i  of  tht;  revenue  would  not,  liowever,  be  erterti.-d  by  the  propo.sj'd  abolition,  to  answer 
their  views;  under  it  there  nn^ht  bo  a  surjilus  ot  llirec  millions,  or  more,   which  lliey  would 
sooner  see  thrown  into  thi;  sea  than  a])plii>d  to  any  object  that  would  ]»romote  the  national  wcl- 
far?.     Moreover,  they  ribjcct  to  any  abolition  of  tho  impost  on  unprotected  ariiclcK,  some  of 
which  arc  denominated  luxuries,  and  not  reducing  it  on  those  which  are  protected:  sueh,  forex- 
amjde,  as  the  coarjer  cotton  and  woolb'n  cloths  that  are  said  to  be,  and  really  arc,  neCt^ssarics, 
bccauRf  they  alleire  it  would  be  favorinf;  the  rich,  and  doinj^  notbin«»  to  relieve  the  poor.     In 
answer  to  the  objection,  it  may  be  said  that  articles  of  forf.'i'.rn  merchandise  imported  without 
niectinc:  domestic  competition,  art  not  to  be  expected,  because  the  duties  have  been  taken  off 
them,  to  decline  corrcspondcntly  in  cost  for  as  much  as  tht*  removal  of  the  impost  being  known 
in  foreign  countries,  a  higher  price  might  be  dcniamb'd;  or,  if  that  sliould  not  be  done,  the  im- 
porter might,  to  enhance  his  profits,  vend  them  at  n<'arly  their  antecedent  prices.    Be  this  as  it 
may,  those  wares  which  find  rivals  in  similar  product  ioni?  of  the  country,  will  undergo  the  great- 
est mniinution  in  cost. 
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▼ery  little  participation  in  it  themadyes,  aa  juat  atateiL  They  aak  not  for  a  oontinnation  of 
proCODtion  under  the  expectation  of  high  piicea  for  the  producta  of  their  induatry  and  akilL 
Paat  experience  haa  adhnoniahed  them  aufficiently  on  that  point  Each  aacceaaive  tariflT  haa 
been  followed  by  a  further  declenaion  of  pricea.  They  will  be  C(>ntent  with  moderate  gaina,  if 
rendered  certain  by  the  American  marketa  being  aecured  to  them.  They  want  protectire  dntiea,  • 
not  to  enhance  the  pricea  of  their  fabrica,  but  to  prevent  foreignera  from  diagorging  cm  oar 
ahorea  productiona  of  aimilar  kinda  to  theira,  to  the  great  injury  of  themaelvea  and  the  reat  of 
the  oommiinity.  The  atrife  in  which  they  are  engasM  with  foreign  oanufacturera  ia,  witli  all 
the  legiala^Te  aide  that  have  been  extended  to  them,  hazardoua  and  uneqtaL  The  foreign  manu* 
facturer,  having  full  poaaeasion  of  hia  own  market ,  venda  at  a  living  pricemnch  the  g^reater  part 
«f  his  wares  at  home,  and  what  he  cant  diapoae  of  there  ia  aent  £»re,  fraudulently  entered,  in 
many  caaea,  at  the  cuatom-houaea,  and  then  aold  at  auction  for  the  beat  price  it  will  bring  in 
ready  money .  Juat  ao  much  of  domeatic  gooda  aa  hia  aalea  amount  to  ia  dmen  out  of  their  own 
market,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  American  manufacturer,  who,  unlike  hia  foreign  competitor,  haa 
not  other  marketa  beaides  the  one  at  home  on  which  he  can  rely  for  the  diapMal  of  hia  warea. 

46.  A  remark  or  two  more  on  the  aubject  ui  concoMdon  in  modifying  the  tariff  may,  on  ac- 
(Qpont  of  ita  importance,  bo  excuaed,  before  thia  communication  ia  brought  to  a  doae.  Concea- 
^i«9  or  1^  remiasion  of  right,  productive  of  no  immediate  bad  conaequencea,  wta,  in  a  few  in* 
atanoi^,  made  in  the  Federal  Convention,  when  a  conatitution  waa  to  be  formed.  The  caae  ia 
now  ve^j  difimnt  A  aurrender  of  their  intereata  ia  aaked  firom  the  majority,  which  would  bo 
suicidai.  The  reduction  of  a  ayatem  of  protection  extended  to  the  variona  branchea  of  domes* 
tic  industry,  commenced  ao  early  and  continued  ao  long  aa  to  have  become  the  aetded  policy  of 
the  QovemmeB(t,  ^  demanded  by  the  minority,  and  demanded  in  a  tone  of  bullying  aj|d  menace 
that  ehould  c««ae  it  to  bo  utteriy  diaregarded.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  the  insulting  menac- 
ing conduct  of  the  iniaority  kas  released  the  majority  from  the  obligation  of  doing  what  ia  right. 
Thia  they  are  morally  and  politically  bound  to  do;  and,  having  so  done,  they  are  then  to  look 
ifor  acquiescence  in  their  bf^,  aa  manifested  by  their  acta,  from  the  minority. 

47.  I  will  remark  further,  t^i^at  concession^  at  the  time  the  constitution  waa  framed,  was  made 
under  very  different  circumslapcea  from  thoerio  in  which  it  ia  now  asked.  Then  the  Gk>vem- 
ment  waa  merely  nominal,  a  shadow  without  a  aubstance,  and  the  afiaira  of  the  Union,  from 
the  want  of  power  in  the  Governmtent,  had  fallen  into  the  jppeateat  diaorder.  But  lum  there  ia 
««rell  or^^ized  GUyremmcnt,  thepowera  of  which  require  only  to  be  wiaely  and  fearleaaly 
wicSded^  the  majority,  to  aecure  the  enda  of  ita  institution. 

48.  Mack  as  the  people  of  the  United  Statea  are  addicted  to  the  love  of  peace,  it  ia  not  to  be 
expected  that  war  can  always  bo  avoided.  The  millenium  haa  not  yet  arrived.  Cauaea  of 
war  will  be  oceaaionaUy  given  by  foreign  aations,  which,  if  not  removed  by  negotiation,  muat 
end  in  appeals  to  the  «word.  Dia9bed4cneeto  the  authority  of  the  Government  hj  a  part  of  the 
people,  or  ol*  the  States  ia  .alao  to  be  looked  for  aometimes,  and,  whenever  it  occura,  ought  to 
be  imnaediately  repressed,  or  all  respect  for  the  Goyornment  will  be  destroyed;  the  certain  coo* 
sequence  of  which  would  be  a  cefsation  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers.  The  time,  in  my  opinion, 
is  near  at  hand  when  these  powers  are  to  be  put  to  the  test.  South  Carolina,  in  the  conduct  of 
her  Governor,  her  Legislature,  hay  Repreaentatives  in  Congress,  and  a  large  part  of  her  people, 
;has  shown  a  disposition  to  bid  defiance  to  the  Govemi^ef  t,  should  not  the  majority  yield  to  her 
.demands.    This  cannot  be  done  vrithout  violating  the  rights  and  sacrificmg  the  intereata  of  the 

community.  The  Government,  therefore,  in  the  event  of  resistance,  has  no  other  alternative 
but,  by  the  promptitude  and  energy  of  ita  action,  to  puniah  tboso  misguided  citizens  who  may  bo 
found  in  rebellious  opposition  to  its  laws,  and  to  coerce  the  State  to  which  they  belong,  and 
undjsr  the  sanction  of  whose  authorities  they  shall  act,  to  return  to  ita  duty.
